The 
stockholders in one road will vote on the 
question of absorbing the rest. As he is the 

overshadowing stockholder in that road there 
cmn’t be much doubt ag to the result, which 
will formally bring to an end negotiations 
that have settled a bitter rivalry by the amal- 
gamation of the centestants and the creation 
of one of the largest street railway syztems 
in the West with a. total capitalization of

Company to Be Formed with $200,000,000 


Capital-To Use Electricity. 

Baronet George William Northey-North- 
edge has made another big deal. His latest 
investment is the signing of a contract to 
take $50,000 worth of stock 1n the Inter. 
Ocean Electric Elevated railroad of Chicago. 
This isa company which is still in embryo, 
but the papers of incorporation are being per- 
fected, and will probably be in shape by 
Wednesday of next week to warrant a meeting 
of those interested sand the selection of) a 
Board of Directors. The leading man in the 
enterprise is ex-Judge Lysander Hill, the 
patent lawyer. Heis out of town, working 
in the interest of the company, but his 
brother, J. W. Hill,admits the formation of 
the corporation is in progress. 

The plan is to construct an elevated railway 
between New York and San Francisco, via 
Chicago, and to operateit by electricity. The 
company will havea capital of $200,000,- 
000, in shares of $100 each, and of this, it 
is claimed, $60,000,000 has aiready been 
contracted for. The remaining $140,000,- 
000 is to be held in tiw treasury and sold only 
as construction demands require. 

When questioned about the new railway by 
a reporter for THz Tuisuns yesterday, J. W. 
Hill said: 

* T know little about the matter except that 
I drew the articles of incorporation. Judge 
Hill is the prominent man in the organiza- 
tion, and is thoroughly posted in all the de. 
tails. He is out of town on business for the 
company, and in his absence it will be impos- 
sible to get any facts as to the cost of road, 
route, style of construction, or the capitalists

Fierce Fight Begun. 


Consolidated and thus strengthened they 
proceeded with the conflict with great energy. 


~The contestants cut into each other’s terri- 


tory, the rival lines reaching a lucrative terri- 
tory of the Metropolitan system by making a 
transfer agreement with the elevated road. 
The Metropolitan had to buy the elevated 
road to stop that, but it was unable as easily 
to check inroads at other puints. Personal 
feeling was engendered in the row, not to 
speak of the shrinkage in earnings it pro- 
duced. Finally Mr. Armour, who, it is said, 
bad increased his interest and was by this 
time the big holder of Metropolitan securities, 
decided to do something. He sent E. J. 
Martyn out to look over the situation. 

Martyn was the first clerk Armour & Co. 
He is 
the confidential manager of the firm now, 
trusted implicitly to handie its largest inter- 
ests, Martyn spent two days in Kansas City 
and returned and reported that the eusiest 
way out of the trouble was to buy the corm- 
peting lines. 

“All right,” said P. D. Armour. ‘Go 
ahead and buy them.”’ 

Thereupon a meeting of the two interests 
was called in Boston. It was well attended. 
Mr. Armour was not thete, but Martyn had 
broad instructions. There was every indica- 
tion of a row when the meeting opened, but 
Martyn breezily remarked: 

* Iidon’t care anything about charges and 
your defense. Let the past go and let’s get 
down to business. I want to buy your 
road.” 

The meeting at once became harmonious 
and in an hour the thing was done. An agree- 
ment was drawn up to unite the roadg on the 
basis of equal physical conditions, the stock 
of the company formed by the union to be di 
vided in proportion to the surplus net earn- 
ing of each company. A committee composed 
of H. L. Higginson and Charles E. Cotting 
of Boston and Martyn was appointed to 
make the examination. With the least possi- 
ble delay they formulated a plan of purchase. 
Mr. Armour, upon whose approval it prac- 
tically turned, said it was all right. It was 
not closed off-hand for the reason that legal 
technicalities required it to be submitted to 
the stockholders, and thia, it is said, will be 
done tomorrow.

The order has been placed with a Detroit 
firm and the cars are to be delivered through- 
out the summer and fall. 

The confidence of railway managers that 
improvement is at hand is highly significant, 
and the large expenditure by the Illinois Cen- 
tral is taken as an indication of a general 
feeling among the roads East and West. In 
the East the directors of one of the large 
trunk lines have put out an issue of $4,500,- 
000 of stock for the purpose of mak- 
ing betterments and increasing equip- 
ment, which most roads, owing to dull 
times, have allowed to run down, 
A prominent railway official estimated yes- 
terday that if this season's crops turn out as 
wellas anticipated, the roads will expend 
within the next year $100,000,000, This 
vast sum will go largely to the employment 
of labor. 

Aside from spending over half a million 
dollars for cars. the Illinois Central has de- 
cided to expend another $500,000 in the 
erection of car-shops at Burnside. The shops 
located at present at Twenty-sixth street will 
be removéd ‘to the new site. It is not the in 
tention of the company to sell its ground at 
T wenty-sixth street. This will be held fora 
freight depot, which, in the near future, it is 
expected, will be a necessity.

Who the New President Is. 


Mrs. Coonley, who is at present in the East, 
isa woman in every way fitted to grace the 
highest position in the Chicago Woman’s 
club, and is k.own far beyond the boundaries 
of the State.

Great interest attached to the -adoptuon of 
certain amendments to the by-laws sub- 
mitted by a committee appointed for that 
purpose. Several of these amendments are 
the result of the color agitation of last win- 
ter. After the routine of the day was over, 
however, it was late in the afternoon before 
the amerdments came up for consideration 
and then only afew of the many were acted 
upon. They will be considered at the ad- 
journed meeting Wednesday. One of the 
amendments tnat did pass favorably yesterday 
afternoon was a new article which réads: 

The qualification for membership shall be 
character, intelligence, and the reciprocal advan- 
tage to the club and to the individual. 

Thore were some changes made in the last 
clanse which club members preferred not to 
make known until Wednesday. It is said, 
however, that the sentiment remained un. 
changed. Other important amendments to 
be considered Wednesday have to do with 
the Membership committee and the limits 
of its power. This proposed change is also 
the result of the recent color discussion. 


Retiring President Sweet’s Address, 


One of the interesting features of the day 
was the annual address of the outgoing Presi- 
dent, Miss Sweet. The address was some- 
what of an official report, special reference 
being made to the unusually heavy expenses 
of the year. At the request of the board of 
managers it was recommended that here. 
after a certain yearly sum of money be set 
aside by the club for the purpose of securing 
works of art for the clubhome, The report 
continues: 

In looking back over the history of the last 
eight months, one event stands out conspicuous- 
ly and is memorable. [ allude to the passage of 
the resolution that no wom&n can be excluded 
from club membership by reason of race or color. 
It was right and prover under the circumstances 
for the club to clearly state its opinion upon the 
subject of race and color prejudice and to refuse 
to aid its continuance or growth. That its ex- 
pressed opinion was in line with the clearest 
thonglit and highest ideals of our time is a mat- 
ter of just pride and congratulation. 

The reports from the officers covered many 
interesting features of work. Theclub now 
numbers 688 members, eighty-four having 
been added last year. In that time there 
have been only five deaths. 


Practical Work Accomplished. 


The six departments, devoted to study and 
practical work, made progressive reports. 
These showed that the club has further ex. 
tended the usefulness of its protégés, the Pro. 
tective Agency for Women and Children and 
the School Children’s Aid, both wel!-known 
organizations. The Jail Visiting committee 
has done effective work, and the institution 
of the Model Lodging-House and Work- 
shop on West Polk street has offered 
a haven for destitute women. An

GARDINAL GIBBONS MAKES A PIl- 
GRIMAGE TO THE ETERNAL OITY. 


Bishop Foley of Detroit and Other Dis- 
tinguished Catholic Prelates Accom- 
pany Him on the Trip—Supposed to Be 
a Mission of Unusual Importance—At- 
tack on the Bureau of Animal Industry 
at Washington—Passengers for Europe 
«General News from New York. 

New York, May 18.—(Special.J—Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop of Baltimore, sailed 
for Rome by way ef.Havre on the French 
mail steamer La Totfraine today. Although 
he only returned yesterday from Boston, 
where he had gone to participate in the 
golden jubilee of Bishop Williams of that 
city, the Cardinal Jooked the embodiment 
of physical health and mental activity. 
With him were the Rt.-Rev. Bishop Foley 
of Detroit, the Rt.-Rev. Thomas McGovern, 
Bishop of Pittsburg, and the Rev. Father C. 
F. Thomas of the Cathedral of Baltimore. 
They were all making the journey to Rome 


‘together. . 


That the visit of the Cardinal and Bishops 
is of more than ordinary importance was 
indicated by the fact that Archbishop Corri- 
gan drove down to the pier of the 
French liner in the midst of a rain and held 
a privaté talk with Cardinal Gibbons and 
his fellow voyagers for half an hour before 
the steamer satied.. Just what transpired at 
that conference may be developed later 
when news is received from Rome. 

Cardinal Gibbons said in response to in- 
terrogations as to why he wentaway: 

‘‘There is nothing I can say concerning

_ interest beyond the fact that I am going to

GOVERNMENT AIDS THE BEEF TRUST. 


Attack on the United States Bureau of Ani- 
ab mal Industry. 

New York, May 18.—{Special.]—The World 
publishes a long story from Washington at- 
tacking the United States Bureau of Animal 
industry, which it characterizes as “the 
best friend of the beef trust.’’ It says: 

“This bureau is not only uscless to the peo- 
ple, but it is operated in such a way that it 
lends itself, consciously or unconsciously, 
to the perpetration of gigantic frauds. The 
bureau was invented by the beef trust to pro- 
vide bogus inspection of the meat prodicts, 
and to give them certificates that diseased 
meat is sound, these certificates finding for 
them markets which they could not other- 
wise get.”’ 

After this caustic characterization of the 
Government Meat Inspection Department 
the article continues: ‘ 

“There is good reason to believe the recent 
action of ropean governments in forbid- 
ding the importation of American cattle is 
based upon an exposure made to them of the 
inadequacy of the inspections by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. A secret Commissioner 
representing the German Government made 
a complete investigation of the inspection 

»eystem and reported to the German author- 
ities that it was intended simply to hood- 
wink the foreigners. The French authori- 
ties have thoroughly overhauled the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. As a result the gov- 
ernment of France has excluded our porks. 

‘These are facts of official record. Reports 
of Ambassador Bustis\from Paris confirm 
them.”’ | \ 

The article claims that none of the pack- 
ers of pork are scientific men and that they 
do not believe in germs. It continues: 

“Statistics show that of 1,200,000 hogs in- 
tended or export a little more than 25,000

Utah’s Conference Tells Why It Favors the 
Free Coinage of Silver. 

Salt Lake, Utah, May 18.—The silver con- 
ference just before adjourning unanimously 
adopted the following report of the Com mit- 
tee on Resolutions ani Address: 


To the People of the United States: We desire 
to say thatthe people whom we represent are 
not an aggregation of thieves seeking to swindle 
bonest creditors with 50 cent dollars, The 
greatest good to the greatest uumber is their 
motto and it isin this spirit that they, irrespec- 
tive of party affiliations, present themselves al- 
most as a unit demanding the free coiuage of sil- 
ver and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
with ,full legal tender functions accorded 
to eath, and no discrimination against either. 
It is not as silver miners, but citizens of the re- 
public, mindful of its every interest that we 
take this position. In making this demand we 
are asking for nothing new. he monetary sys- 
tem of this country was founded not upon gold 
alone—not upon silver alone—but upon both sil- 
ver and gold at a certain ratio to each other, 
withvut limitation upon the coinage of 
either, and each standing 
foot before the law. The | system 
was founded by Hamilton, sanctioned by 
Washington and Jefferson, its wisdom ques- 
tioned by none, until the year 1873, In that 
year, without notice tothe people, the standard 
silver dollar was dropped from the coinage of the 
country, and every debt therein existing, public 
and private, aggregating thousands and millions 
of dollars, was made payable in gold alone. Men 
that have intelligence enough to comprehend its 
signifizance and still.oppose the undoing of that 
wrong should be exceedingly careful how they 
accuse other people of dishonesty.

ADAMS PLAN IN FAVOR: 


SOHEME OFFERED FOR NORTHERN 
PAOIFIO REORGANIZATION. 


The German Bondholders Approve of the 
Plan Proposed by Ed Adams, Repre- 
senting the Deutsche Bank of Berlin, 
and Will Recommend That All Bond- 
holders Vote for ItwIt Proposes Fore- 
closure, Formation of a New Company, 
and New Bondse What Hill Says. 


Berlin, May 18.—For the last four days 
meetings of the United German North- 
ern Pacific committees have been considering 
the proposals of Ed Adams, the representa- 
tive of the Deutsche Bank of Beflin, for the 
reorganization of the Northern Pacific rail- 
road, and they have finally authorized him to 
carry out his plan, which the bondholders 
will be recommended to accept. The points 
of the Adams plano follow: 

First—Foreciosure of the old company and 
the formation of a new company under spe- 
cial arrangements for this purpose. 

Second—The new company is to issue shares 
to the amount of $100,000,000 and a max- 
imum of $200,000,000 gold bonds, free of 
taxation. A sufficient amount of these bonds 
is to be reserved in order to replace the pres- 
ent first mortgage bonds later, and $3,000,- 
000 of bonds are to be reserved in order to 
acquire independent branch roads and for 
new construction at a maximum charge of 
$20,000 per mile. The new bonds will be 
secured by a mortgage lien onthe whole 
Northern Pacific system, includi the St. 
Paul and Northern Pacific railway line, and 
will bear interest partiy at 4 and partly at3 
per cent, all under the same mortgage. 

Third—The capital and interest of the new 
bonds are to be guaranteed unconditionally 
by the Great Northern company by indorsing 
each bond, the Great Northern company re- 
ceiving in return half the stock of the new 
company. 

Will Be New Directors. 

Fourth—The Board of Directors of the new 
company is to consist of nine directors, four 
of whom are to be nominated by the Northb- 
ern Pacific Reorganization committee. 

Fifth—In accordance with this scheme 
there should be given for each $1,000 North- 
ern Pacific second mortgage bonda $1,125

Regard for the dollars is everywhere mani- 
fest. The notable point about the addresses 
of the men who support the committee is the 
constant charge that tie motives of the assem- 
bly and ita creature bave been impugned, 
while the opponents of the committee are per. 
sistent in charges of unfairness in reporting 
the attitude of the trustees of the seminar.es. 
But for the most careful selection of language 
on the p&rt of the speakers they could not es- 
cape the charge of harshness, But Scotch wit 
and aptitude at retort have been much in evi- 
dence and good humor has pervaded the as- 
sembly room most of the time. 

As svon as the devotional exercises were 
conciuded this morning the Rev. Dr. William 
M., McKinney of Chester, Pa., took up the 
discussion of the report of the Committee on 
Seminary Control, which he favored. His 
argument was frequently applauded, Coming 
to the question of the justice of the General 
Azsiembly’s demand. he declared: 

The General Assembly is the conservator of the 
doctrine with which the seminaries have to deal. 
These seminaries hold large sums in trust and 
the education of migisters according to the doc- 
trine of which this body is the figai judge. Or- 
dinarily its authority may be considered as a 
mere furmality and exercised in a perfunctory 
manner, but there are times when this exercise 
shouid be more radical and when they arise ways 
and means should be at hand for the assembly to 
enforce its control. When Boards of Trustees 
are disposed to defy its authority. it should be 
able to go into the courts to enforce it. 

EK. E. White of Columbus, O., President of 
the Board of Trustees of Lane Seminary, took 
up the discussion fn opposition to the report, 
He entered an objection to Dr. McKinney’s 
characterization of the attitude of some of 
the seuiinaries as rebellious. The trustees 
were servants of God, he deciared, and they 
were impelled by their best judgments. He 
continued * 

I do not see how. when these boards of con- 
trol have given their answers in good faith, this 
Assembly can ask them to revise the answers. 
The boards of McCormick, Princeton, Western, 
and others have said changes cannot be mada, 
and in the case of McCormick this is the opinion 
of learned counsel. Yet the Assembly is asked to 
take the dictum (is that too harsh a word?) of the 
committee. The committee first should show 
ail the boards to be wrong,a rather large con- 
tract. 

Eider Thomas McDougall, the Cincinnati

IS ANOTHER VICTORY FOR THE BELL, 


Berliner_Telephone Patent Is Declared to 
Be Valid, 

Boston, Mass., May 18.—|Special.}—The 
Berliner patent is vaiid. The United States 
Circuit Corrt of Appeals, Justices Colt, 
Pugam, and Neison sitting in the case of the 
American Beil Telephone company et al., ap- 
pellant, vs. United Statea of America, appel- 
lee, this afternoon sent down this order: 

‘*The decision of the Circuit Courtis re- 
versed and the case is remanded to that court 
with directions to dismiss the bill; ordered, 
that the appelice have leave te file its motion 
as to the form of judgment now on the Clerk’s 
list and also brief in support of the same 
on or before the 25th inst. The appellpats 
to the brief to reply on or before the Slst 
inst.”’ 

This is a decisive victory for the Bell com- 
pany. Judge Carpenter, Dec. 18, 1894, de- 
cided that the Berliner patent was invalid and 
ordered it to be delivered up for cancella- 
tion. The company appealed, and now the 
result of their appeal is favorable to it, The 
Berliner patent is No. 463,569 and was is- 
sued Nov. 17, 1891. The iuventor is Emile 
Berliner. The instrament covered by it 
is a service commonly known as a 
te'ephone transmitter. In case the patent 
was held valid the United States conceded 
that the Bell company will virtuaily have a 
monopoiy of the microphones till 1908. 

The United States relied upon two grounds 
to show that the patent was void. The first 
was that there was illegai de.ay inits issue; 
the second was thatu prior patent was granted 
upon the same application to the same appli- 
cant for the same invention. Thais prior 

atent referred to was one granted to 

erliner in 1880. The application for the 
patent in the suit was filed June 4, 1877. 
and a patent was is-ued Nov. 17, 1891. The 
proposition of the goveroment was that the 
Beli company instentionaily de.ayed the 
prosecution of the Berliner appu.ication and 
the i.sue of the Berliner patent for the pur- 
pose and with the resuit of prolonging its 
control of the art of teiephoning, which 
wou d cease with the expi ation of the Beil 
patents in 1893; and that the company did 
this by subm tting to delays on the part of 
the patent office, which delays the Bell 
company had it in  i=its power to 
prevent and refrained from preventing for an 
uniawful purpose. This conduct i» alleged 
to have constituted a fraud practiced on the 
pub.ic through the Coinmissioner of Patents 
and his assistants. It was claimed that the 
patents so obtained may and should be an- 
nuiled by the decree of the court. 

The decision of Juige Carpenter sustained 
the two grounds of attack made by ine gov- 
ernment aguinst the patent, and held that it 
was void and should be delivered up to be 
canceied. The government has on filea motion 
to amend its bill and to aliege' that 
in addition to the legal delay in the prosecu- 
tion of its application fora watent the Bell 
company hada tacit un ‘erstanding with the 
officiais of the Patent Office not to issue the 
Beriiner patent pending the determination of 
the suits then pending over the Drawbaugh 
patent, which latter patent was claimed to be 
an interference. 

It is in view of this motion to amend that 
the Court of Appeals gives the governtnent 
leave to file its motion as to the form of judg- 
ment in this particu'ar case. The United 
States is given until May 25to file its brief 
ig to theform the juugment should take, 
while the Bell company is g.ven until May 
8l1to file its brief upon the same subject, 
The opinion of the court probably will not be 
ready until June 10, 

(Charles A. Brown, the patent lawyer, speaking 
of the Berliner case receutiy and the effect of a 
decision adverse to the government, said compe- 
tition with the Bell company would be difficult 
and perhaps impossibie. Ex-Solicitor Aidrich, 
one of the principal attorneys for the Standard 
Telephone Sompany. said that company was not 
afraid of the Berliner decision. J. E, Keeley of 
the Western Te —ee Construction company 
said he didn’t think the effect would be to give 
the Beli a monopoly. } 


IS A CASE FOR MR. EUSTIS TO HANDLE,

Washington, D. C., May 18.—It is probable 
now that, in addition to the case of ex-Consul 
Waller, Mr. Eustis, the Ambassador to 
France, will be called upon to press on the 
attention of the French Government the 
claim of Paul Bray, a nephew of Mr. Waller, 
who was forcibly deported from Mada- 
gascar. The papers are before the 
State Department. Bray was interested 
with Waller in the valuable concession of 
lands obtained from the Hova Govern ment. 
This concession was forma!ly recorded in the 
Hova Government Office and the French resi- 
dent in Madagascar insisted that Mr. Waller

Malodorous Ex-Boodling County Commis- 
sioner Applies for a Permit for an Ob- 
jectionable Structure Opposite Ex. 
Judge Grinnell’s Residence=His Object 
Is Supposed to Be a Desire to Revenge 
Himself on the Man Who Caused Him 
to “Do Time” at Joliet. 


Dan Wren, the ex-County Commissioner, 
who served a term in the penitentiary fol- 
jowing his conviction for boodling, has re- 
newed his attempt to erect buildings of an 
wnwelcome character in fine residence 
neighborhoods. A year ago he was stopped 
by the courts from placing a warehouse or 
livery stable on a lot he had purchased on 
the west side of Kimbark avenue, south of 
Fifty-first street. Dan has tried to erect 
buildings of objectionable character in sey- 
eral parts of the city, but up to the present 
time has not met with much success, It has 
been generally supposed that Wren’s enter- 
prises in the building line were started for 
the purpose of selling out at a profit to the 
neighboring property-owners. 

Last Thursday an application was made 
to Building Commissioner Downey for a per- 
mit for a one-story flat building, 49x100

The remedy I have«sug- 
gested, to borrow money to the extent of 60 per 
cent of tne tax levy, would enable the city to pay 
cash. Wehad Jan. 1 $2,464,000 cash in the 
general fund. The tax levy amounts practically

Dan did not make the application himself. 
It was made by J. W. Buckley, a nephew of 
Dan’s by marriage, but who is said to have 
no other interest in the matter than attaches 
to him as his uncle’sagent. The permit was 
not issued, nor is it likely to be for some time 
to come, as the property-owners on Kim- 
bark avenue are fighting it tooth and nail. 
One of the men opposed to Wren’s scheme 
is Julius S. Grinnell, who, as State’s-Attor- 
ney, was instrumental in sending Wren and 
other boodlers of the County Board to Joliet. 
Mr. Grinnell’s residénce is on Kimbark ave- 
nue opposite the lot Wren wants to build 
on. When informed of the new application 


for a building permit Mr. Grinnell instruct- 


ed his attorney, E. M. Ashcraft, to make 
protest, the result being the permit was 
withheld because the application was not 
sufficiently specific. It called for a one- 
story flat building, with walls of strength 
to sustain a six-story structure to be erect- 
ed in the future. 


Dan’s Real Purpose. 
Mr. Ashcraft has many affidavits in his 
eran made by owners of property on 
imbark avenue setting forth that Wren 
has declared his intention to put up a cheap 
building opposite Mr. Grinnell’s residence 
and fill it with objectionable tenants simply 


~for the purpose of *‘ getting even’’ with Mr. 


Grinnell and by depreciating the value of his 
property “ pinch his purse.’’ Mr. Grinnell’s 
attorney inclines to the opinion that Wren 
may not be wholly actuated by a motive of 
revenge,* but has an ulterior view of selling 
his lot at a big price to adjoining property- 
holders. | 

In January, 1894, Wren made application 
to Commissioner Eisendrath for a permit to 
build a livery stable on the lot. It was re- 
fused, and he brought suit before Judge 
Dunne for a mandamus to compel the is- 
suance of the permit. Judge Dunne de- 
nied the mandamus and only a week ago 
the Appellate Court affirmed his decision. 
Mr. Ashcraft is of opinion that the new ap- 
plication was made to the recently~appoint- 
ed Building; Commissioner in the hope that 
it might slip through unnoticed. He says, 
however, he was on the watch for just such 
@ move, and that Wren’s proposed building 
will not go up until the case is carried to the 
highest court in the land. 

By a recent decision of the Supreme Court 
it has been established that a permit cannot 
be refused for a building of any special 
character in a residence district, but Mr. 
Grinnell said yesterday that under the com- 
mon law and the ruling of all the courts no 
man could make such use of his property as 
would injure the property of his neighbors, 
and especially he could not do so when, as 
it is asserted Wren has done, he openly de- 
clared such use of his property was for the 
purpose of injuring others. 


Present Condition of the Lot. 

Beside the affidavits referred to. Mr. Ash- 
eraft has a large number of photographs of 
Wren’s lot, showing it to be incumbered 
with old lumber and timbers of no apparent 
use or value, which Mr. Ashcraft said were 
hauled from the wreckage of the World’s 
Fair and deposited on the lot for the simple 
purpose of annoying the decent folks living 
thereabouts. The residences of Mr. Grin- 
nell, Ald. William Kent, and E.B. Myers face 
‘Wren’ s lot and have the full benefit of the 
picturesque view it affords. 

“One of the provisions made when the Kim- 
‘bark avenue property was subdivided wasa 
clause in the deeds establishing the build- 
ing line a certain distance from the side- 
walk. Wren’s animus is shown in one of the 
affidavits held by Mr. Ashcraf in which 
Wren is quoted as saying the building line 
provision will expire in five years’ time, and 
then he will build to the street line and fill 
the house: with negro tenants, if he has to 
give them quarters rent free. 

It is probable Wren will have to go through 
@ considerable fight before he succeeds in 
putting up the kind of building he wishes to 
in Kimbark avenue. Some of the folks living 
there are fighters themselves. It is under- 
stood that Corporation Counsel Beale will 
advise aguinst the issuance of the permit, in 
which case Wren will be compelled to resort 
~ the courts, which defeated his plans be-

CORPORATION COUNSEL TO DECIDE. 


Whether Pay-Roll Perjurers Can Be Pun- 
ished Will Rest with Him. 


The investigation of the pay-rolls by Com- 
missioner of Public Works Kent is practic- 
ally completed as far as the search for fraud 
will extend. The policy of the administra- 
tion, as outlined by Mayor Swift at the time 
of his inauguration, was to begin anew with 
the work of the several departments that were 
sadly deficient in the prosecution of the labors 
assigned them and to start on a new basis as 
faras practicable. With thie end in view 
Commissioner Kent’s investigation has not 

one beyord the rolls that were left him by 
Fis predecessors unsigned, but in them irreg- 
ularities without number have been discov- 
ered and an éffort made to right them as 
far as possible. In the furnishmg of affi- 
davits which were required of those whose 
names avpeared on the rélis and which were 
held under suspicion many discrepuncies 
have been found, and it has been almost im- 
possible for the Commissioner to keep pace 
with them. In some instances men whose 
names were on two different pay-rolls have 
been willing to risk a penitentiary sentence 
and have in consequence perjured themselves 


by making affidavit to the time on each roll 
as the time sheets specified. Yesterday after- 
noon Commissioner Kent barred the doors 
and with a corps of clerks and assistants went 
over these same affidavits that have been heid 
out and upon which payment has been re- 
fused. The Commissioner admitted that 
many such instances had been found, but re- 
fused to state what action, if any, would be 
taken in such cases. During the day 
the Commissioner was informed by 
Ald. Noble that J. P. Landers, No. 
6235 Carpenter street, had come to 
him and told him that while his name was on 
the pay-rolls he had never been in the em.- 
ploy of the city and had never done any work 
for the city, He did not know his name was 
on the time sheets until the latter were pub- 
lished. Ald. Noble also informed the Com- 
missioper that the followmg men whose 
names were on the rolls had never worked for 
the city to his personal knowledge: 

J. Ford, No. 6808 Peoria street; V. G. Fagin, 
No. 6036 Dearborn street; Thomas Fagin, No. 
6036 Dearborn street; and Phil Golden, No. 6945 
Green street. 

These cases will receive the attention of 
Commissioner Kent at once. All these men 
were on either the water pipe extension or the 
street cleaning department rolls. It is under- 
stood the Commissioner will turn over suc 
evidence as he hag collected to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and the matter as to what legal 
steps shall be taken will be determined. 

Chief Badenoch has referred to the Corpo- 
ration Counsel the papers in the case of Fred 
Teeple,‘ who is accused of drawing a salary 
for police work thathe never did.

Legislation to Be Asked for Against Its Use 
for Advertising Purposes. 

War is to be declared by the Illinois Society 
of Colonial Wars on all who insist upon put- 
ting the American flag to improper purposes. 
The Sons of the Revolutionare after thesame 
people, and there is evidence that enough sen- 
timent on the subject is being raised to make 
those back of the agitation feel sure of suc- 
cess. Legislation is to be asked for, and if it 
passes many who now freely use the flag will 
have to find some other way to advertise their 
wares, There will beno more ** War” plays 
with a liberal display of ** Old Glory’’; the 
Salvation Army will not be able to carry the 
flag in its street parade; Fitzsimmons et al, 
cannot wear it around their waists; and de- 
partment stores cannot use it for decorations.

MORE SENSATIONAL OHARGES IN 
THE WHISKY TRUST OASES, 


Allegations That the Crookedness Merete- 
fore Charged Has Been Greatly Under- 
stated=Directors Said to Have Carried 
on a Series of Speculations in the Stock, 
Pocketing the Profits When Made and 
Charging Losses Up to the Trust—Said 
to Have Pulled Out $1,100,000, 


One sensation follows another in the whisky 
trust litigation. The startling charges sworn 
to in Receiver McNulta’s bill Thursday, that 
Greenhut and Morris had used a vast sum of 
the trust’s funds to pay losses in speculation, 
were supplemented yesterday. It was said on 
strong authority the reorganization commit- 
tee has been placed in possession of informa- 
tion showing that the transactions sworn to 
were understated. 

At the time of the bond issue there were 
two resignations from the directory, caused, 
it was rumored then, by a refusal on the part 
of the men withdrawing to approve che 
bonds, It is now said the comunittee has 
sworn statements which cast a fleed of light 
upon the cause of the resignation. Accord- 
ing to them a vast series of speculations had 
been carried on 1n the trust stuck fer a period 
of tweive months. A pool was formed, a 
treasurer appointed for it, and a reguiar di- 
vision of the profits made. In the time 
named $1,100,000 was drawn out of the 
market and distributed among the members 
of the pool. Thetrades seem not always to 
have ended successfully, for during the. con- 
tinuance of the campaign losses amounting 
to over $600,000 were rolled up, and these, 
itis said, were not charged against the pool 
members, In other words, they took the 
profits of deals, but anotherfund paid the 
losses, and the latver, as a part of it, entered 
into the liability list of the payer, which, it is 
alleged, was the trust. 

The sworn statement concerning these 
transactions continues with a description of 
the disposition made of the protits. The 
latter. so it is said, are sworn to have been in- 
vested in Kentucky whiskies, It is reported 
that the certificates for these whiskies have 
been traced and are where they can be had 
at shert notice. 

J. Walter Freiberg, who was described in 
the receiver's bill last Thursday as one of the 
buyers of bonds at 50 cents on the dollar, 
made a settlement with the receiver yester- 
day. The latter went before Judge Showalter 
with his attorney, Mr. Herrick, who read a 
petition for leave to pay Freiberg $25,000 
for his $50,000 of bonds in accords 
ance with the offer contained in the 
bill of Thursday. Attorney Judah, counsel 
for Nelson Morris, made a vigorous objection, 
and arguments lasting two hours followed. 
They were ended by Levy Mayer on behalf of 
the Reorganization committee, offering to 
buy the bonds and hoid them. Mr. Judah 
withdrew his objections and the order was en- 
tered and Freiberg was disinissed out of the 
receiver's suit, 

Mr. Mayer was asked what the policy of 
the Reorganization committee would be as to 
the other bonds secured by their present hold- 
ers at 50 per cent discount. He evaded a 
direct reply to the question, but said: 

The receiver's bill charges in his official char- 
acter Greenhut and Morris speculated in the 
stock of the company heavily and iost over 
€500,000. These losses, he charges. were paid 
with the company’s funds, and in order to meet the 
emergency thus caused they corceived the bond 
scheme. They sold $870,000 of the bonds with 
accrued interest to themselves for 50 per cent 
of their face, and that this money was applied 
toward their own speculative losses. In view of 
such charges it is neediess to say both the re- 
ceiver and our clieats demand the surrender of 
the bonds without payment of a dollar thereof. 
Mr. Freiberg’s position was different entirely. 
He was uot a director when the speculations 
were made. Many months afterwards he en- 
tered the board, and when he bought his fifty 
bonds he paid into the company $25,000, which 
it used leatilnatela. No charges have been 
made against him excapt that he must return the 
bonds for what he paid for them. Hesaw the 
equity of it, and agreeing with the advice of his 
counsel voluntarily offered to surrender the 
bonds on the receiver's terms. 

The expected attack by the old manage- 
ment upon the bonds of the whisky trust was 
begun yesterday. A bill was fiied alleging in 
effect that the security for the bonds is disap- 
pearing. The Central Trust company of New 
York, the trustee, appears as complainant, 
but it was charged in open court in the pro- 
ceedings concerning Freiberg that Greenhut 
and Nelson Morris had demanded that the 
trust company take tie action, as:erting they 
were the holders of $870,000 of the bonds. 
The charge was not denied. 

The bil:, which is signed by E. Francis Hyde 
of the trust company, sets upa clause in the 
trust deed which requires the Distillimg and 
Cattle Feeding compaoy to maintain its prop- 
erty in the best condition, and make such ad- 
ditions and betterments as the business re- 
quires. It alleges this has not been done and 
that the company has ceased to do business us 
a corporation. 

It recites the oft told story of the litigation 
by Olmstead ending in the appointment of a 
receiver, and describes the Graves suit where- 
in judgment was obtained for $2,400, the 
execution issued for which was returned un- 
satisfied. 

This was made the basis of Gen. McNulta’s 
reappointment as receiver to wind up the af- 
fairs of the corporation. Allegations that 
the company is insolvent are accompunied by 
references to Receiver McNulta’s prayer of 
April 18 to be ailowed to borrow $350,000, 
The bill concludes with an application for the 
appointment of a receiver tu conserve the 
interests of the trustee and bondholders, and 
also for a recognition of the trust and aa in- 
junction to prevent the parties from disposing 
of the property: Butler, Stillman, Hub. 
bard, and A. H. Veeder append their signa. 
tures as solicitors for the complainant. The 
latter appeared early in the litigation for the 
bondholders. 

The biil, as said, was expected by the other 
side. It hastened the latter’s action in filing 
the bill presented Tuesday which denied the 
validity of the sale of bonds to Greenhut and 
Morris. The intimates of the Reorganization 
coumittee say the latter is pleased with the 
formal entrance of the trustee into the litiga- 
tion as of advantage to the committee. As to 
the bill the committee’s attorneys say it is of 
small importance; that the court will not per- 
mit its own receiver to be attacked, especially 
as sworn imputations upon the legality of the 
bond gales to the alleged real compiainants 
are on file, 

The stockholders of the trust met again at 
the Great Northern Hotel yesterday, but im- 
mediately adjourned till Tuesday.

The advance 
jn wheat has been made without anjfthing 
which could be termed a reaction, receipts of 
coro-have been so large that the market ap- 

weak on its own account, and | pro- 
visions have been running along in afrut of 
It was a Safurday 
short session market, which is usually with- 
out any special features and of an evening-up 
character. ‘ 

The advance of wheat froin the low point 
of last winter in the vicinity of 52 cents to 
70 cents has attracted general attention. The 
offices of commission firms were filled with 
customers and a crowd of spectators gathered 
in the public gallery of the Board of Trade. 
Tpose who waited until the last hour were re- 
warded. They witnessed a market of the 
wildest and most excited kind. Dur- 
ing the early part oof the day 
corn gave no intimation of a coming 
bulge. Locat receipts were 700 cars, of 
which 600 were of contract grade. Receipts 
have been heavy for several days and ‘he 
movement of corn from the country free. 
The best people in the corn trade have looked 
for a decline rather than any uptuin in coarse 
grain. They have insisted that the strength 
in corn was wholly reflected from wheat, The 
weather forecast was for frosts in the western 

rt of the corn beit, with killing frosts in the 

orthwest. This did not cause any particu- 
lar concern when posted early in the day, and 
not until the last hour of the short session 
was there much taik about the frost. Every 
one began to talk of the possibility of general 
replanting of corn: 
Corn Makes a Sharp Rise. 

Two firms started in to buy corn, bidding 
for round lots without regard for fractions. 
The market had been oversold on the big lo- 
cai arrivais of grain and was bare of offer- 
ings. Scalpers have become chary about 
standing out against frost, drought, and in- 
sect dainage booms and did not dare sell any 
short corn. Within ten minutes 44¢ cents 
had been added to the price of July and Sep- 
tember options. Long corn came out freely 
inutes later the market was off 3% 
cents. The market recovered somewhat and 
closed with a net gain of 14¢ cents. 

An ex-President of the Board of Trade 
sold 100,000 bushels of September corn at 
5644 cents and withina half’ hour had the 
pleasure of buying it in at 52% cents, Trad- 
ers had losses against them or gains to their 
¢eredit before they could make memoranda of 


* their transactions. One local operator bad 


corn bought at 5144 cents. He gave an order 
to have it solid at what he supposed the mar- 
ket to be, 5244 cents, but the order was exe- 
cuted at 544% cents. There was the wildest 
kind of excitement, the action of the mar- 
ket suggestiag a failure somewhere. 

Aiter the bulge was over the majority of 
traders were wondering what it was all about. 
The frost predictions were all posted by 10 
o'clock and the boom occurred an hour later. 
The reckless bidding of a couple of traders 
did a greut deal to accentuate the advance, as 
they simply stampeded the crowd. There 
were scarceiy any offerings on the way up. 

Toa casual observer it would look like a 
clean case of manipulation when the unex- 
pected is sudaenly happening without a rea- 
son capable of being figured out clearly after 
even the thing is over. Itis said the general 
public 1s taking a hand at the deal, but it is 
queer the genera! public should concentrate 
to do the thing that no one is expecting. Even 
the most enthusiastic builis have bests teohing 
for a temporary break in wheat for two days. 
They thought it was the healthful and natural 
thing. As for corn the man who would have 
predicted correctly the course it took yester- 
day would have been considered a lunatic 

Friday. There are some whorever think of 
manipulaton on the board whodo not imen- 
tion Armour in thé same breath, and it has 
been hinted that some of the leading capital- 
ists in town had joined Armour in an effort 
to shove up the prices and quietly unload the 
stuff on the general public. 


Every One Dabbling in Wheat. 


Wheat is the market which every one seems 
to be getting into. There was the heaviest 
kind of realizing early in the day, but all the 
offerings were picked upin short order, ana 
instead of reacting the market went 244 
cents above the much talked-of 70-cent mark, 
and ciosed at 72% centsfor Juiy wheat. A 
reaction was piayed for everywhere. Shorts 
are not aggressive, but longs with profit soid 
freeiy. Wheat andcorn were kept within a 
narrow range during the early morning, but 
the markets were extremely nerv- 
ous. There was some inclination early to 
ignore the dumage stories as being local. 
A. C. Buell, however, had a handful of letters 
and telegrams confirming reports of severe 
damage through Iliinois and Indiana. 

The conditions have beeu ripe fora reaction 
on several occasions recently, but the reac- 
tions failed to materialize. It ought to be 
evident to the trade that oid conditions do not 

vern. No attention is paid to exports or 
6reign markets, and no one remembers that 
there ie such a thing as a visible supply.

“The bears who have fought advance all 
the way up and keptseliing for reactions have 
had such a thorough whipping that the action 
of today’s market will tend to check their 
operations in future. We cannot see any- 
thing whatever in the situation to change our 
views, and we feel confident that wheat will 
seli in the eighties short.y, and will not be 
high even at that figure. It is a long time 
since we have had bulla market, but it has 
surely come this year,” 

Bullish Sentiment Increases, 


There was no diminution of the strength 
after the close of "change, In fact, the buil- 
ish sentiment increas The St. Louis curb 
market was reported as having advanced %c. 
This gave local bulls added enthusiasm, and 
July wheat sold upto 72%c. It was quoted 
late in the day at 72\¢c, with scattering sales 
at 72c,.

* There is a scheme to hold wheat ships in 
port,”’ said Phil R. Kershaw of the West Coast 
Grain company today, “until charters are 
run up to an outrageous figure, and then get 
Fair wheat to load at fancy prices. We on 
the Pacific coast are at the mercy of the own- 
ers of English bottoms, who have cornered 

ships at San Francisco and 
on Puget Sound, besides buying up 
allthe English bottoms beaded this way. 
After they had that they put up the price of 
charters from 25 shillings te from 35 to 37 
shillings. This is equivalent to an advance of 
12 cents in the price of wheat; but while 
these great advances have been made in the 
price of charters our wheat has increased only 
about three cents per bushel. 

**In Chicago and Liverpool the price of 
wheat has advanced from 15 to 18 cents per 
So it will be seen that simply on ac- 
count of this corner on quarters on this coast, 
with its headquarters at San Francisco, the 
managers of the corner propose to rake off all 
the benefits to be derived from the advance 
on wheat. They propose tomakea profit of 
from 12 to 15 cents per bushel on the ad- 
vance, while the wheat raiser and dealer are 
to get but two or three cents per bushel,’’

‘Chamberlain’s Efforts Result 
Disastrously to Him. 


NEW DUKE OF HAMILTON. 


Comparatively Unknown Man Succeeds 
to a Vast Estate. 


FORMER DUKE’S MANY VAGARIES. 


London, May 18.—[Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Prees Publishing Company, New York 
World. ]|—The English political situation at 
.this moment is peculiar. The government 
majority, in consequence of the loss of ‘Wal- 
worth, is reduced to nine. Under ordinary 
circumstances it would be the obvious policy 
of the opposition to bring forward a vote of 
censure and thus force a dissolution. But the 
opposition is paralyzed by acutedifferences 
in itsown ranks—between Mr. Chamberlain 
and the old Tories—and it cannot face a gen- 
eral election in the present conditmon of 
things. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s efforts to take the lead- 
ership of the opposition out of Mr. Balfour's 
hands have resulted disastrously for himself, 
and there is a strong feelingin the Tory ranks 
that if the general election is deferred Mr. 
Chamberlain will hove so completely de- 
stroyed his. reputation as a tactician that 
he can be kept out of the next 
Unionist government. The bulk of Tories 

‘are frantic with anger because. he 
supported Lord Selborne in his attempt to 
remain a member of the House of Commons 
after his accession to the peerage, that action 
being an obvious blow to the continuance of 
the House of Lords, whereas Mr. Chamber- 
lain fancied he would be accomplishing a 
great stroke for the Peers if he could estab. 
ish for them the right of optionto sit in ei ther 


House. 
-The New Duke of Hamilton. 


The late Duke of Hamilton had estates in 
-four Scottish and English counties, compris- 
ing, perhaps, hundreds of thousands of acres, 
with a tenantry of probab y 40,000 souls or 
more. The power for good or evil of a 
great country landlord over the happiness, 
moral, and physical progress, and, 
in fact, almost every detail of the 
daily life of his tenants is almost 
illimitable. To this vast responsibility there 
succeeds today a young man of 33,8 remote 
cousin of the late. nubleman. What of his 


habits, his character, his antecedents, his 


views of life? Of this responsibility what 
probable use will he make, not only in re- 


: spect to his tenantry, but ia his succession to 


hereditary legislative duties? 

These are questions of obviously moment- 
ous importance to this realm ; yet not asingle 
London newspapet tells us anything more of 
this young man than that he was born in 
1862 and was once a Lieutenant in the royal 
navy. The great Times gives two lines to 
him, the Telegraph four. I have now been 
reading carefully for nearly two years all 
the leading English newspapers, and can just- 
ly say there is not newspaper in any town 
of 20,000 people in America that is not, in 
point of its character of a news agent, better 
than the best of the English dailies. Iam 
not sure, moreover, that the court repre- 
sentatives of English journals do nol give 
more unclean scandal than the worst of our 
newspapers. Kevolting details are freely 
given whigh would never be permitted in any 
newspaper in America. 


A Wretched and Useless Life. 
The character and habits of the last Duke of 
milton, who, for reasons given above, was 
as much a public man as any politician of the 
Kingdom, are certainly as proper subjects for 
legitimate comment as those of Lord Rose- 
bery, or Mr. Balfour, or Mr. Gladstone. But 
no English newspaper this morning tells 
us anything more of him than the 
details of his titles and racing 
career. The story of his wretched and use- 
less life-should be used to point a moral of 
the utmost importance. He seems to have 
had no comprehension of his duties or re- 
sponsibilities. His reckless life once brought 
him to the verge of bankruptcy, which was 
averted only by the shrewdness of his busi- 
ness agent. His tenantry, therefore, were 
probably the sevarest sufferers. 

He had for y4a»s almost abandoned English 
society, shunned wondon, and was only seen 
occasionally at the Newmarket races or on 
his yacht at Cowes. He wasa tall, fat man, 
with the German strain of his mother’strongly 
in evidence, both in ‘his manner and dress. 
Among the many wild exploits of bis youth I 
am told he was concerned in a night broil in 
London, which __re- 
sulted in the death of a _ policeman. 
Some time since he developed symptoms 
of heart disease, and placed himself under a 
noted specialist for treatment for corpulency, 


> @shehad been advised the only chance of 


proloaging his life was to reduce his weight. 
The specialists ordered him to stop all drink 
beyond half a pint of wine, whereas the Duke 
had been accustomed to take seven or eight 
bottles of the finest claret daily. He could 
not stand the specialist's régime and reverted, 
after a few weeks of abstinence, to his former 
habits, resulting in a renawed acute attack of 
gout, which went to his heart and killed him, 
Center of Many Scandals. 

He had lived of late years almost wholly on 
board his'steam yacht, the Thistle. In his 
younger days he created considerable scandal 
by taking Cora Pearl, one of the most no- 
torious cocottes of the century, on a yachting 
cruise around the world. He named one of 


_ his race-horses for another noted cocotte, His 


chief claim to a piace in history 
is that Marie Bashxirtseff fell in love 
with him at Nice, and frequent- 
tly mentions the passion in her famous diary. 
He was married to a daughter of the present 
Duchess of Devonshire, but itis common 
knowledge the union was unhappy. When 
the Duke of Manchester, his father-in-law, 
died the Duchess (who afterwards married 


: the Duke of Devonshire) arrived just as he 


had breathed his Jast and her daughter, the 


- Duchess of Hamilton, has now had the same 


unhappy experience, as she had only time to 
join her husband before his death. 


fs y , ‘The Duke of Hamilton wasa noted gour- i 
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mand. Qne story goes in London society 


that he and Mr. William Wilson, the husband 
ofa sister of the Duke of Fife—who was di- 
voreed from her husband, Mr. Adrian Hope— 
were wont to sit down together to a roast 
suckling pig andalarge suet pudding, both 
of which they invariably finished. The Duke 
of Humilton was a miserable man. He was 
given to lamenting that, though he had six 
palaces, he had no home. 
married in 1869 to the Prince of Monaco, 
but in 1880 the Pope annuiled the marriage 
ou the ground that it was procured by duress, 
by the agency of the Empress Eugénie. 


The Duke of Hamilton squandered as much 


of his fortune as he could control. Some 
years ago he disposed of the Hamilton Palace 
collection, one of the most magnificent pri- 
vate collections in the world, to meet his ex- 
travagant expenditures. The famous Beck- 
ford library, indeed, went to Germany. 

Such was the career of this man of vast re- 
sponsibilities, of which even the radical jour- 
nals this morning tell none of the unsavory 
details, One leading newspaper speaks of him 
as “this amiable and lamented nobleman,”

Book.’’ Mr. Beardsley spends most of his 
time with the Harlands. He does not go 
much into artistic society. Despite the re- 
cent outcry about his pictures he is making a 
large irfcome.

IT IS TO BE A GREAT NAVAL DISPLAY, 


Magnificent Array of Warships to Attend 
the Festivities at Kiel. 

London, May 18.—The United States war- 
ships San. Franeiseo and Marplehead, from 
the Mediterranean, and the New York and 
Columbia, from New York, will rendezvous 
at Southampton and will proceed together to 
Kiel in order to take part in the elaborate 
fétes prepared there to celebrate the opening 
of the North Sea and Baltic Canal. It is es- 
timated the four United States ships will rep- 
resent 21,747 tons, with seventy-five officers 
and 1,497 men. Great Britain will be rep. 
resented by four first-class twin-screw battle- 
ships, the Royal Sovereign, Empress of India, 
‘Resolution, and Repulse; the first-class twin- 
screw cruisers Blenheim and Endymion; the 
third-class cruiser Bellona; the first-class gun- 
boats Speedy and Halcyon, and the Admiral- 
ty yacht Enchantress, under the command of 
Vice-Admiral Fitzroy. This fleet of ten war- 
ships will carry 171 officers and 4,390 men 
and have a total displacement of 78,660 


tons. 

Austria will send four warships, which will 
carry fifty-two officers and 1,212 men, and 
which will represent a displacement of 13,894 
tons. The Austrian fleet will be commanded 
by Rear Admiral the Archduke Charles 
Stephen. Russia wiil send three ships under 
Rear Admiral Skirdloff, with seventy officers 
and 1,300 men, representing 20,972 tons. 
Italy will make a gallant showing with nine 
war vesgels, carrying 180 officers and 3,309 
men, and representing 13,806 tons. The 
Italian fleet will be caaamanded by the Duke 
of Genoa. France will ouly send three ships, 
but they will represent 15,800 tons, and will 
be manned be sixty officers and 1,360 men. 

Scandinavia will send five ships, represent- 
ing 8,594 tons, with fifty-five officers and 675 
men, under Rear-Admiral Klinteberg. There 
will be three Spanish ships present, represent- 
ing 17.866 tons, with fifty-six officers and 
1,233 men. The Danish flag will be repre- 
sented by six warships with thirty-two officers, 
1,370 men, and 2,060 tons. The Netherlands 
will send two warships, representing 4,575 
tons, with twenty-five officers and 413 men. 
There wiil be two Roumanian warshirs pres- 
ent, representing 1,650 tons, with twenty- 
three officers and 400 men, Turkey will be 
represented by a cruiser of 1,926 tons, hav- 
ing on board fifteen officers and 300 men, 

United States Ambassador to England 
Bayard will attend the fétes at Kiel on board 
the Mirror, Sir John Pender’s yacht. Lord 
Wolsley, Lord Roberts of Kandahar, and Sir 
Evelyn Wood will also be Sir Jonn Pender’s 
guests. The Mirror will start from Scotland 
for Kiel, and after the fétes at the latter place 
will proceed to the North Cape. The party 
will be absent three weeks on tne latter trips. 


VISCOUNT HINTON’S NEW OCCUPATION 


Gives Up Grinding an Organ to “ Bark” 
the Attributes of a Kinetoscope. 

London, May 18.—Viscount Hinton, who 
for many years bas been grinding an organ 
through the streets of London, is now acting 
as showman fora kinetoscope near Leather 
lane, Holborn. He says the labor of grind- 
ing an organ bas permanently crippled his 
right arm, and that he greatly prefers his 
present occupation. Viscount Hinton is the 
heir apparent to the Earl of Poulett, his 
father, the sixth Earl of that name. ’ fyin- 
ily is over 350 years old, sand dates back to 
Sir John Pouiett, Knight, an earnest royal- 
ist, who was created Baron Poulett of Hin- 
ton, St..George, County of Sotnerset, peerage 
of England, in 1627. The Earidom of Povw- 
iett was created in 1706.

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ADMITS HEIS A FRAUD 


TIOHBORNE OLAIMANT MAKES PUB- 
LIO A SWORN OONFESSION. 


First Installment, Published in London, 
Tells of His Life Up to His Advent in 
AustraliaeAcknowledges He Is Arthur 
Orton, Son of a Wapping Butcher, and 
Narrates His Adventures Before the 
Mast=Many Englishmen Still Believe 
Him a Much Abused Man. 

London, May 18.—{Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. |—The first installment of the sworn 
confession of the Tichborne claimant that he 
is really Arthur Orton (it is preceded by an 
affidavit that it is truth) will be published in 
the People (a newspaper) tomorrow. It 
deals with the narrator’s life from his 
birth, in 1834, up to 1856, when 
he was living in Australia. In future weekly 
installments he promises to tell of ** Why he 
claimed the Tichborne estates; arrival in Lon- 
don; search for Lady Tichborne; visit to Paris 
and a fortnight stay with Lady Tichborne; 
recognition by Lady Ticnborne; diary of inter- 
views; confronted with young Sir Roger’s 
tutor; the scar on his head; remarkable 
coincidence, together with many other extra- 
ordinary and startling incidents and disclos- 
ures.”’ 

He begins bis story with the declaration he 
is the youngest son of the late George Orton, 
a shipping butcher at No. 69 High street, 
Wapping, London. He tells of ail his broth- 
ers and sisters. He says one brother now 
lives in “Quartzberg County, California.” 


His Adventures Before the Mast. 

He narrates many details of his father’s 
busines:, of his home and of his school life 
in East Smithfield. He says thatat the age 
of 14 he was bound as an apprentice to Capt. 
George Brooks of the sma! brig Ocean, which 
sailed from London for Vaiparaiso, Chile, in 
1848. He gives a number of rather uninter- 
esting details of the voyage, and says he 
finally deserted, stole the ship’s boat, and 
sculled himself to shore. He was betrayed 
on an offer of $10 for his capture, and re- 
turned to the ship. The brig touched at 
‘One of the Kanacker Islan@s, belonging to 
the French,”’ and Orton was arrested there— 
probably for drunkenness. 

When the brig returned to Valparaiso he 
again deserted and was befriended by Dr. 
John Haley (whose wife, by the way, after- 
ward gave evidence at the Tichborne trial in 
1873). He mentions many other persons 
who knew him inChile. He finally shipped 
as an ordinary seaman on board the brig 
Jessie, Capt. Thomas, returning to London in 
herin 1851, and remaining fora year with 
his father and. brother in their business, In 
November, 1852, he sailed for Van Diemen’s 
Land on the bark Middleton, 


His Life in Australia. 

He gives in minute detail the story of his 
live in Australia. It isonly of interest, if 
verified, as proving the truth of his confes- 
sion. He says he was married there to-Mary 
Anne Bryant, daughter of Mrs. Payne of 
Wagea Wagga, and that two ceremonies were 
performed—one by a Baptist minister, one by 
a Catholic priest. He says, incidentally, of 
this marriage: 

*‘As long as I can remember, from the time 
I was a boy until now, I never believed in a 
man, much less in a woman, and never 
trusted either.”’ 

The succeeding vhapters will doubtless be 
much more interesting than the present one. 
It is said here there is still a large class of 
Englishmen, mostly among the poorer peo- 
ple, who have up to this time believed great 
injustice was done to Orton in his conviction 
and imprisonment. BALLARD SMITH.

Monday, May 25, Sarah Bernhardt will

She will brmg her own company and scenery 
from the Rénaissance Theater in Paris. 

The Ducal Court company of Saxe-Cohburg- 
Gotha will open a short season at Drury Lane 
June 17, when the clever comic opera, ** Der 
Vogel Handler,’’ will be produced. 

These foreign propuctions, except those of 
Sarah Bernhardt. are under the manageme 
of Sir Augustus Harris and will run ae 
rently with his opera season at Covent Gar- 
den. Mme. Bernhardt will also introduce 
another character, La Princess Lointaine, 
which will be new to London audiences, She 
is concluding engagements in Brussels and 
Antwerp, and her present intention is to 
spend her holidays in August at a ruined 
castle on the Atlantic coast of Brittany, living 
the life of a simple peasant woman except 
that she will have a couple of servants for the 
performance of household duties. She goes 
to America in October. 

Still another novelty for Londoners is com. 
ing from Paris. The manager of. the Chat 
Noir proposes to come here with his famous 
company from the Montmarte cabaret. He 
will play the “ Epopée,”’ a dramatic sym- 
phony with lime-light projections, represent- 
ing the story of the first Napoleon; * La 
Marche |’ Etoile,”’ representing the Saviour’s 
progress from the cradle to the cross; and 
“L’Enfant Prodigue,” a similar story of the 
Prodigal Son. The authors and composers of 
this trilogy, M. Fragerole and M. (Ca.

Langtry will appear ina bathing costume of 
black satin with a very short skirt, a scarlet 
bow tymg the bodice over a white muslin 
chemisette. Effie Shannon is the only mem- 
ber of her American company who will ap- 
pear with her here. |

She had 
never been. presented as Duchess of 
Mariborough, The beautiful American wore 
a gorgeous pearl-gray satin dress, with a 
velvet train shot with the faintest tinge of 
pink, and embroidered with silver and 
diamond lilies. The bodice was completely 
covered with lace and sparkied brightly with 
a profusion of diamonds, 

English women are showing an inclination 
to bedeck themselves with jewels in daytime, 
which they admit is bad taste and which 
little failing they have long accused Ameri- 
cans of giving way to. 

At the invitation concert of the Strauss or- 
chestra at the Imperial Institute society was 
out in great force, the names of those pres- 
ent including almost half. the peerage, and 
diamonds in the ears of the ladies and around 
the neck and in brooches were worn in pro- 
fusion.

WINTER WEATHER STRIKES EUROPE, 


Severe Gales Which Accompany the Fall 
in Temperature Do Great Damage. 

London, May 18.—There was a sudden 
change in the weather Thursday which re. 
mninded one strongly of the rapid jumping 
upward and tumbling downward of the’ther- 
mometer which Chicagoans so frequently 
complain of in their city. The mercury here, 
which had been making people feel happy 
and contented, while registering 70°, a pleas- 
ant state of affairs prevailing for weeks past, 
suddenly dropped and within a few hours had 
reached 40°, making everybody hunt for 
cast-off winter garments. This sudden drop 
in the temperature was foilowed by furious 
gales which have been raging along the 
coast, while hail and snow in many places 
have greatly damaged the fruit buds, 

Great Britain, however, is not alone in this 
remarkably sudden changs from balmy spring 
to shivering winter. Advices received from 
various parts of the continent show a similar 
state of things prevails there. In Switzerland, 
for instance, the Jura district is blocked .with 
snow, and on the mountain roads near Davos 
stage coaches were imbedded in the snow, and 
the people who were traveling in these ve- 
hicles had to seek refuge in neighboring hos- 
pices. 

Along the south coast of France the gales 
have been specially severe, and it is feared 
there has been loss of life among small craft, 
which may have been caught far from land 
unprepared for the sudden change in the 
weather.

There was not tne very faintest savor of sport 
about the business. Indeed, it is now quite well 
understood the importation of these horses is 
purely acommercial transaction, with no pre 
tense to anything else. Readers who are not well 
acquainted with turf matters will readily under- 
stand the state of the case when it is explained 
that Banquet, one of the best horses América has 
lately produced, ran Thursday for a £100 
selling plate, the lowest description | of 
race recognized, and that he, of course, 
met an exceedingly poor lot of opponents. 
The competitor for the £100 was bought in after 
the race for 1,510 guineas, close on 
Sixteen times the value of the stake 
won. Retaining him at a cost to his 
owner of close on £1.200, for the race was worth 
£100, the selling price was £300, and this was 
all the set off against the £1,585 to’'which the 
biddings reached. It will, of course, be under- 
stood the profit is obtained from the money won 
by betting, and, as it chanced, this money was 
nearly lost by the indifferent riding of the 
American jockey, who was at one time in front, 
at another time behind, and at all times appac- 
ently without any distinct plan of action. 

Says Sims’ Riding Was Tricky. 

Though the immense superiority of the horse 
running thus. against others of an altogether 
lower class and capacity rendered it difficult for 
the rider to throw the race away, the suggestion 
that the jockey was intentionally taking liberties 
will not commend itself to any judge of horse- 
manship. The lad is not sufficiently cool-headed 
for such diversion, one of his reprehensible prac- 
tice; being to flog his horse severely when the 
winning post is well passed, a proceeding, it may 
be added, in most marked contrast to the finish- 
ing of the best English horsemen, with their one 
or two well-timed strokes of the whip (when; in- 
deed, the whip is used at all) just before the 
post is reached. 

Another American horse, Stonenell, failed to 
win a little selling race for which.he was 
antered, and, asa matter of tcurse, was claimed 
and retained in spite of an offer from tne Amer- 
ican owner of a bonus of £500 to surrender the 
animal. Avery natural curiosity exists to see 
what the horse will do when trafmed on the En- . 
glish system. 

How Sims Fooled the Bookmakers, 

The World’s cofrespondent at Newmarket 
on the other band—and he is one of the best 
English sporting authorities—speaks ae’ 
of Sims.

They entirely de- 
stroyed his chance of winning the selling 
plate at Newmarket with Stonenel! by hanging 
back, so that it wasno start when Simms had 
good place, and when the starter dropped his 
flag they dashed away, leaving Stonenell pretty 
well last. Simms had the impression if he fin- 
ished in the first three Stoneneli could not be 
claimed by another owne®, and rode hard, even- 
tually being fourth. The English rule, however, 
is very strict, and says every horse running in 
the selling race may be claimed, the owner of the 
second baving priority, This was taken ad- 
vantage of in the case of Stonenell. But had the 
owner of the second not exercised his right the 
other people running horses in the race would 
have taken Stonenell for £500, for he would be 
cheap at 2,000 guineas. 

Brilliant Yachting Season Promised. 

The yachting season in British waters, 
opened in the Thames yesterday with matches 
under the auspices of the New Thames Yacht 
club and which was continued with 
races today under the auspices of 
the Royal Thames Yacht club, will, 
there is every reason to believe, be 
one of the most interesting for many years 
nast.

DIRT BETWEEN THE PUSLiC BUILDINGS, 


Unsanitary Condition of the Courts Again 
Attracting Attention. 
* ‘That frequently recurring source of com- 
plaint, the condition of the courts between 
the City Hall and County Building, is again 
attracting attention from ‘the state of filth 
and unsanitary disorder into which it has 
fallen. These courts have received atten- 
tion from time to time in the newspapers, 
with the result of their being temporarily 
cleaned up, but invariably they soon fall 
into neglect and become a stench in the nos- 


trils of the public. 

The chief offender is and has been the 
court opening on Washington street, which, 
despite all efforts to the contrary, has been 
made a hitching ground for the horses and 
vehicles owned by police officers, Aldermen, 
and the heads of city departments. Horses 
are allowed to stand in the court all day 
long, and in warm weather the air becomes 
so foul as to be unfit to breathe. Looking 
upon’ this court are the windows of Room 
10 of the County Recorder’s office, where 
175 women are employed. They have com- 
plained repeatedly of the unclean condition 
of the court. Supt. Ludwig of Room 10 said 
yesterday the County Board had done what 
it could to remedy matters on its side of the 
house by ordering that no horses be hitched 
there. This order was enforced, but it had 
no effect 6n the other side of the gourt, 
which is under the control of the city. 

Many attempts have been made to clean 
out the court and keep it clean. The City 
Council has passed more than one order pro- 
hibiting the use of the court as a stable, 
Posts have been driven at the entrance so 
as to bar the driveway, but they have been 
pulled up or knocked down and the evil re- 
vived. There does not seem to be much 
hope of keeping the place clean so long as 
city officials are the first to break the rules 
governing it. 

When visited by a reporter for Tugs Tris- 
UNE Friday the south court showed ample 
evidence of needing the. attention of' who- 
ever’s business it is to keepitclean. Beside 
the refuse caused by half a dozen horses 
hitched to the iron railings on the city side 
the pavement was littered with old paper, 
mud, hoops, empty boxes, and tin cans. The 
areas were apparently made a receptacle 
for all the dirt and cast-off lumber of both 
the City and County Buildings. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent, when 

‘his attent as called to the matter, di- 
rected Chief Janitor Linahan to have the 
court cleaned up and the posts replaced so 
that the horses of city contractors and Al- 
dermen could not be driven in and the place 
used as a stable-yard. Yesterday the work 
of cleaning up was begun and there is a pros- ° 
pect that the nuisance may be abated.

The two 
chief government bills, the anti-revolution 
bill, and tobaeco tax measure have been 
crushingly defeated and thereis notelk of 
substitute measures. It is an opensecret that 
the views of the Chancellor, Prince von Ho. 
henlohe-Schillimgsfurth, and the Prussian 
Minister of the Interior, Herr von Koeller, 
clash on most subjects of importance and the 
existing situation cannot endure, The ‘at- 
ter’s position is so shaken his tenure of office 
may end at any moment. Prince von Hohen- 
lohe, who has been much worried for months 
past, offered his resignation immediately after 
the defeat of the anti-revolution bill, but he 


. was persuaded to remain in office on the ur- 


gent solicitations of the Emperor and his own 
family. 

Herr von Koeller’s handling of the anti- 
revolution bill is condemned on all sides, but 
he has displayed a total disregard of this dis- 
satisfaction, and, in fact, strongly urged be- 
fore the Council of State another anti-revolu- 
tion bill directed particularily at Sccialists, 
Prince von Hohenlohe quietly disproved his 
arguments arid showed the futility of con- 


The Chancellor was supported in the conten- 
tion by Dr. Miquel, the Minister of Finance; 
Baron Marschall von Biebefstein, the Minis. 
ter for Foreign Affairs; and Dr. von Beet- 
ticber, the Imperial Secretary of State for 
the Interior; while Dr. Schoenstedt, the Min- 
ister of Justice, sided with Herr von Koeller,

AN EXPLANATORY STATEMENT. 


Tells Why It Resigned from the Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association and Says the 
Schemers Were Beaten at Their Own 
Game«Fire Losses of Seven Days= 
Minneapolis Elevator Suits All Dis- 


missed=New York Equitable Mutual 


Fire Affairs. 

New York, May 18.—[Special.|—The Con- 
tinental today issued a statement in regard 
to its recent resignation from the Chicago 
Woderwriters’ As-ociation and the resump- 
tion of its agency by R. A. Waller & Co. of 


Ch cago. The company says: 

The Continental! joined the Chicago Under- 
writers’ Association with the understanding that 
certain expressed conditions would be complied 
with.. After waiting a reasonabie time and find- 
ing they were not the company notified the Sec- 
retary that, uniess they were, withdrawal would 
foliow: and still finding they wero not the com- 
pany withdrew last December, but in all other 
respects has continuous.y lived upto all the 
rules of the asseciation. 

It has been an open secret violations of the as- 
sociation’s legislation and by-laws have been nu- 
merous and continuous, and recentiy it looked 
as if disruption was imminent. The 25th of 
Apri! R.A. Waller & Co., local agents of the 
Continental, were notified the company would 
cease to be a member from and after that datep 
and thereupon Messrs. Waller & Co. returned the 
company’s supplies te its Western department 
office at Chicago. Shortly afterthis charges were 
preferred against vartous members of the asso- 
ciation for violation of certain legislational:pro- 
visions, but the Executive committee decided to 
postpone the trial. 

At an adjourned meeting on the 7thinst. Mr. 
Waller asked if the Executive committee had 
the right to postpone even for one day the trial 
of members for violations. The Chair decided it 
had’ and was sustained. At this meeting Mr. 
Waller said there were many members daily and 
habitually violating the association's rules, and 


-that uniess the association would enforce its 


own rules he felt his firm would not be under ob- 
ligations to sever [es Iovanection with the Conti- 
nefta!). On the Sth inst. Messrs. Walier & Co, 
resumed the agency of the company. 

The Continenta! had not been a member of the 
Chicago association fot months previously and 
there was no secret about this being a fact. 
Violations of the association’s legislation and 
by-laws were open and flagrant, by different 
parties, on account of which disruption was ap- 
parentiy a necessary consequence. The sequel 
shows the schemers were beaten at their own 
game. 

The statement printed Saturday that the 
present embarrassment of the American Fire 
was brought about by mismanagement at the 
home office was ail illustrated today when it 
was announced the directors had discovered 
that some $54,000 due a financial institution 
for borrowed money, had not been includ 
asa liability in the last annual statement. 
President Downer says there was nothing dis- 
honest in the misstatement, as it was done 


_gimply in the same way as the under-estimat- 


ing of the unearned premiums and other lia- 
bilities, so as to make the company’s standing 
appear better than it really was. 

The Board of Directors of the Equitable 
Mutual Fire met this morning. It was de- 
cided to await whatever action the Insurance 
Department may take. Depvty Attorney- 
General Francis today directed the depart- 
ment to notify the Equitable it must make 
good the deficiency in its assets, The depart- 
ment will do so Monday. and order the com- 
pany to put up the money within thirty days, 
the shortest statute limits. If the company 
does any business before it receives a cer- 
tificate of solvency from the Insurance De- 
partment the directors will be liable for any 
loss, so it is not probable the Equitable will 
write any further business until the thirty 
days have expired. It will probably give all 
applications for business attention.

panies which carried policies on the pronerty. 
A few compani¢s compromised and paid, out 
the majority fought the cases. The last of 
the suits was disposed of in the case men- 
tioned.

BIG BUNCH OF SCRATCH MEN. 


Most of Them Are Now in Training 
; on Road or Track. 


WAITING FOR THE HANDICAPS, 


Every cyclist has an opinion of his own 
concerning the winner of the first time prize 


-4a the Chicago road race. None of them, 


however, is foolish enough to attempt to pick 


- the winner of the event. Until the handicap- 


per angounces his penalties no one will 
bother himself mutch about the winner and 
even then few will give the class from which 
he may spring very careful consideration, for 
the winner always turns up in an outsider. 
Wherefore, those who are talented in judging 
of theform of racing men always confine 
tieemselves to speculation upon the winners 
of the three time prizes. 

De Cardy, fresh from the record-breaking 
trials at Louisville, is most talked about for 
the first time prize. But strange as it may 
appear, this young man does not fancy him- 
self. Heis inclined to believe that Bain- 
bridge will win the chiet honor in the event. 
De Cardy gives it as his unqualified opinion 
that there is no man in the race who is at all 
comparable tou Bainbridge. He says of him: 

* Why, Bainbridge simply played with the 
cracks at Louisville. He was never extended 
either in races or trials. Of all the men in 
the road race I pick him to be the most likely 
man to win the first time prize. What is 
more, the Thistle club should win first, sec- 
ond, and third time prizes.”’ 

Danger for the Pacemakers. 

There is danger ahead for Bainbridge, how- 
ever, if he undertakes to set the pace. It is 
anaxiom, old as racing, that the man who 
sets the pace on track or road is sure to give 


. the other competitors the benefit of his energy 
’ and be himself without sufficient speed at the 


endto win the victory. Bainbridge is too 
old u hand at the racing game not to under- 
stand this. But he is calculating upon the 
fact that he will have the united opposition of 
Bliss, Peck, and Gardiner, who will also be 
on :cratch with him.

minute, but he says he does not expect it.

“T observe that many of the fast men are 
doing preliminary work on the track. I fail 
to see what advantage this is going to give 
them in the actual hour of the race. While 
the North Side course is remarkably level and 
obstacles over it are few, nevertheless it isa 
road course and materially different in its 
effects upon a racing man from a track. 
Track work causes little vibration, affords 
few opportunities to slip a pedal, and then 
but by mischance. The North Side courée, 
smooch as it is, jars one considerably; there- 
fore lam of the opinion that those who are 
training on the track will not experience much 
advantage on the day of the race over those 


.who have trained upon the course itself, if, 


indeed, they have any advantage at all.”’ 

Many of tke people expert in judging of 
the present qualifications of the racing men 
from past performances and from what in- 
tormation is obtainable concerning their pres- 
ent doings are of the belief that not one of the 
scratch men will win a time prize and this for 
the reason that the capabilities of the men who 
are likely to be placed upon the one, two, and 
three*minute marks will probably be under- 
estimated by the handicapper. Besides they 
calculate that the envy of the scratch men 
will be so great one towards the other that 
they will Gecline to set pace for each other 
and so will be unable to overhaul the men 
immediately in front of them. Such a con- 
clusion has been verified more than once in 
the course of past events. 


Will Worry the Scratch Men. 


There are upwards of ascoreof men who 
will not be on scratch whose chances of win- 
ning one of the time prizes must not be over- 
looked. There is Osmun of the Chicago club, 
who, with Holmes behind him, broke a tan- 
dem record last fall.

This, of course, assumes that Bainbridge on 
the road is as good as Bainbridge on the 
track. There are half a dozen men who to- 
day are riding as good as Bliss, and among 
the number Cardy and Bainbridge need 
not be enumerated.

Unquestionably he has speed 
and endurance. It is known to a few. how- 
ever that last year, when the little felldw was 
at the height of his fame, and 
just released from his record  break- 
ing work on the track, he came back to Chi- 
cagy and in the course of a short spin over 
the road was roughly used by men who had 
not half his speed on the track. This fact is

BIRD AND THE BIG ROAD RACE. 


The St. Paul Man Will Ride a Wheel 
Geared to. 102. 


Thomas L. Bird, the St. Paul racing man, 
who will be a competitor in the Chicago road 
trace, is the subject ofa good deal of com- 
ment just at present among the local. wheel- 
men on account of “the fact thathe has an- 
nounced his intention of ridimga machine 
geared to 102 inches. Bird is a fast “man, 
but it is questionable if, should. the wéather 
conditions be similar to last Decoration day, 
the St. Paul-man can last the distance of the 
course. A racing man prominently men- 
tioned for one of the time prizes remarked 
yesterday: 

‘If - the wind is from -the-north,-and.it is at 
all stiff, Bird will not travel morethan half 
of the course ina northerly direction before 
he drops out—that is, if he insists. upon. riding 
a machine geared to 102 inches; With tne 
wind out of the north the race is practically 
ended by the time Evanston is reached, First 
of all, Bird will havea strong head wind to 
contend against; next, he will have a stiff 
pace set for him; third.y, he will have to dis- 
mount when he comes to the sand stretche-, 
and his high gear will be of very little 
assistance to him except when he is making 
the return journey, and then his strength 
will be so far gone that his gear will be of 
small uss to him. It is folly fora man to 
ride in a road race with a gear so high unless 
he is endowed with gigantic strength, 1 know 
Bird is a strong rider, but an 80-inch gear 
would suit him betterthan a gear of 102 
inches. The strongest of road racing men 
seldom use a gear higher than 72 inches.”’

These claims répreé- 
sent 859 deaths and 173 cases of total’di® 
ability, a total ot 532. Nearly all the deuths 
and disabilities resulted from railroad acci- 
dents. Thirty-seven deaths and seventy- 
four cases of total disability were 
caused by sae By falling from 
trains 120 were killed and 37 injured. Thirty- 
three lost their lives switching. f the en- 
tire list of deaths but 15 were caused by 
wrecks. It is this large death rate that has 
caused the brotherhood to be so active in 
pushing measures that would make accidents 
less freyuent and hold the companies to a 
stricter accountability. 

Of the 507 lodges of the brotherhood, 
Pennsylvania leads with 61, having a mem- 
bership of 3.950. Illinois has 35 lodges, 
Ohio, 37. Asa rule the order is strong in the 
Eastern States.

New Electric Street Railroad Lines Open- 
ing for Settlement Sections of the City 
Heretofore Neglected=They Give the 
Poor Man a Chance to Get a Habitation 
of His Own at a Small Outlay of Money 
mAssembly Is Mutilating the Revenue 
Reform Bill. 

Great activity in building and in sales of 
real estate of the cheaper residence charac- 
ter is following the extension of the electric 
car lines to the north, the northwest, and 
the west. On another page of this morning’s 
TRIBUNE there wil be found a record of re- 
cent extensions of the Yerkes system, giving 
an idea of the “wonderful developments in 
the last twelve months. Two hundred miles 
of new electric lines have been built or are 
now being built on the North and West Sides, 
and this means more than 300 miles of single 
track. The greater proportion of this has

he effect of the present law is most harm- 
ful to honest -owners,who are called 
upon to deal wi dishonest Assessors. 
Cases have been frequent where two houses 
in the same lot éxactly the same in point of 
construction and occupying the same sized 
lot have been at widely varying fig- 
ures. A real estate‘firm sold some time ago 
ten acres from ean undivided thirty acre 
tract to a wealthy.citizen of Chicago. When 
the assessments were made that yéar the 
ten acres ert had been sold were assessed 
at a rate of $500 an acre, while the remain- 
ing twenty actes,*which were worth pre- 
cisely the same, were @8sessed at $2,000 an 
acre. In order to get this inequality cor- 
rected the owners were compelled to spend 


a large amount of valuable time and more 


or less of valuable patience. These are but 
instarices of the frequent injustice done prop- 
erty-owners undér the present law. 
The-week just ended has shown more ac- 
tivity in a rea) estate way than has any for 
some time..A..number, of sales have been 
made, leases have been negotiated, and 
other ‘sales are now in prospect of more than 
passing importance. There is now under 
way negotiation for. the transfer of a State 
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been in the way of converting horse car lines 
into electric lines, though there is a large 
amount of new lines built and being built. 
The new lines are opening up for settlement 
portions of the city which have heretofore 
been neglected, while the conversion of the 
horse car lines shortens the time from the 
territory tapped to the down-town district, 
and by so doing brings it into closer prox- 
imity to the business center and increases 
its value for residence purposes. 

It is doubtful if one in ten of the citizens 
of Chicago has any adequate idea of the in- 
crease in transportation facilities now being 
brought about. Even to those who live on 
the new lines their ideas of the extensions 
in other directions are likely to be limited. It 
would be an interesting computation to fig- 
ure the total saving in time to all the passen- 
gers living on the new lines in getting to and 
from their places of business. It would 
mean a saving of many years in the total 
industrial working hours of Chicago, and in 
that way it has worked the same good that 
labor-saving deVices in the way of machin- 
ery would do. It does even more than this, 
for while labor-saving machinery would per- 
haps have the effect of throwing a certain 
percentage of the workmen in that particu- 
lar class out of employment, a shortening of 
time in interurban transit means either u 
lengthening of the hours of labor or in the 
hours of rest, according to the individual 
views Of each person affected... 


Gives the Poor Man a Chance. 

It will permit people whose means would 
not allow them to own their own homes with- 
in a reasonable distance of their places of 
labor, under the old conditions, to go into the 
less developed sections of the city and buy 
lots upon which to build homes for them- 
selves. That such has been its effect already 
is shown in the number of new buildings go- 
ing up along these new lines. Elston avenue, 
which starts from Milwaukee avenue and 
practically parallels the course of the Chi- 
cago River through to the northwest, is a 
striking example of this. The: electric line 
on this thoroughfare has been in operation 
only a short time, yet already hundreds of 
homes have been built within sight.of the 
cars and many more are either under way or 
in contemplation. The buildings along this 
line are of the cheaper class, though they 
are well built ahd comfortable in their char- 
acter. Acres of new roofs have sprung up 
almost within a night, and the travel along 
the line has increased already more than 100 
per cent since the opening of the line. As 
oné real estate man expresses it: ‘They 
are building a house every minute in the 
northwestern section of the city. I ride out 
to my home onthe Northwestern or the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and every day 
I see new houses which I have never seen be- 
fore, or a pile of lumber which denotes a 
building to be.” 

The activity which 4s missing in the down- 
town district and in those portions of the city 
where property is more valuable makes itself 
shown in the newly opened districts. The 
lines of the Yerkes system by no means rep- 
resent the new territory opened. Trains are 
running on the Metropolitan “L,”’ and while 
all the lines are not yet opened the time when 
they will be is not far distant. While the lines 
of the West Chicago street railroad parallel 
the Metropolitan to a great extent, there is 
still a considerable territory which this line 
alone will reach. 

Mutilated Revenue Reform Bill. 

The revenue reform bill now before the 
Legislature at Springfield met with the 
hearty approval of the Real Estate Boara 
in its original form. Amendments have been 
offered to it, however, which have had the 
effect of weaning from it the sympathy of 
its original supporters, who have now become 
as strong opponents as they were formerly 
advocates of the measure. 

“The effect of the various amendments,” 
said George L. Warner, Chairman of the 
Revenue committee of the Real Estate 
Board, “has been to eliminate all features 
which would nak to make it of any benefit. 
Under the present law only a few days are 
allowed in which to rectify any errors of as- 
sessment. This year I believe there will be 
only six day#’in which property-owners can 
go to the County Clerk’s office and make a 
plea for a reduction in the assessed valua- 
tion, no matter how much cause there may 
be for such a reduction. The new law pro- 
vided for a Supervisor of Assessments whose 
office should be open continuously the year 

round, and also that the assessment should 
be at one-eighth of the true cash value of the 
property. -Any owner of property whose as- 
sessment was too high would ‘under this 
law be able to go any time during the year 
to have the assessments corrected. The 
amendments strike out the portion provid- 
ing for the creation of the office of Super- 
visor and also increase the ratio of assess- 
ment to one-quarter.

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| Golden dubilee 
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IFTY years old and an educational 

institution! In this recently-settled 

West and in this age of rapid pro- 

gression it seems incredible that a 

seat of learning should have its 

origin in years so remote. Yet the 
University of Notre Dame, situated not 100 
miles from Chicago, is about to celebrate its 
golden jubilee. In the beginning it was a 
college planted in a wilderness and its use- 
fuiness and future greatness could be fore- 
geen only by the missionary whose memory 
is made perpetual by the massive institution 
jn Indiana which has launched hundreds of 
foung men upon successful careers, 

Like Chicago, the great metropolis of the 
West, the growth of the university has been 
marvelous. Indeed, the simile does not end 
here, for it was founded not much later than 
Chicago, and the half century which embraces 
{te existence has witnessed reverses as dis- 
beartening and a development as wonderful

added to her graces those of symmetry and 
harmonious variety. From the broad avenue, 
lined for halfa mile with shade trees, that 
leads to the university grouuds through care- 
fully attended lawns, where fountains splash 
and flowers grow in radiant colors, down 
the gentle siope to the lakes, surrounded by 
picturesque waiks; up through magnificent 
groves of oak and poplar and sycamore, where 
the birds make endiess variety of meledy— 
the visitor revels in the color and fragrance, 
the light and shade,the changing hues of flower 
and leaf that constitute the special charms of 
sylvan loveliness. Thousands of visitors an- 
nuaily visit this home of learning and wander 
through the shady groves, 

The university buildings are in all proba- 
bility among the most vaiuabie in the West, 
They are eightin number, and are arranged in 
a half circle fronting a beautiful wide stretch 
of lawn. The center of the group and the 
largest is the main building, which is five 
stories in height with dimensions of 320x155 
feet. The statue of the Blessed Virgin which 
surmounts the dome is 200 feet from the 
ground. The colossal figure is crowned with

college theater in the country. The appur- 
tenances which pvelong to every well regu- 
lated stage are complete, Augustin Daly’s 
company, with Miss.Ada Rehan in the cast, 
presented a play here in 1891, and it has 
always been the aim of the village authorities 
to arrange for the best dramatic and musical 
entertainments to be procured. In this house 
delighted audiences have listene’d to the con- 
certs of the best musical organizations of 
New York, Boston, and Chicago and have 
been moved by the eloquence of Ire and, 
Spalding, Keane, Dougherty, the  silver- 
toogued Henry Watterson, and all the other 
prominent speakers who best represent 
American eloquence. Here, too, the various 
college societies, dramatic, musical, and liter- 
ary, appear regularly on the college stage. 
The Philodemics and the Thespians have for 
objects both literary and dramatic excellence, 
Strong in numbers, they at regular intervals 
meet in their society rooms, and at times give 
public entertainments which never fail to 
draw crowded houses. The Columbians, and 
the Philopatrians are included in the list of 
the literary and dramatic societies. In a 


which controls the athletic sports. In so 
much as the authorities hold that journeys to 
other institutions for the purpose of compet- 
ing with other c.ubs serves seriously to dis- 
tract the students from their work, suchgvisits 
are prohibited. However, amateur clubs 
from outside very frequently visit Notre 
Dame for football and baseball. The sched. 
ules for a series of games of both kinds are 
arranged at the beginning of each season, and 
the clubs which play them are numbered 
among the best college teams in the West. 
Track athletics in the future will be even 
more onemaae 

Two beautiful lakes situated on the college 
grounds offer inducements to those who in- 
terest themselves with rowing and fishing. 
The boat club owns six racing shells—four 
six-oared and two four-oared—and training is 
done all spring for the races which are held 
during the annual regatta at commencement, 
The large gymnasium for the students holds 
out proper advantages for a careful physical 
training. 

The golden jubilee willbegin June 11 ard 
will continue three days. Twenty-five Arch. 
bishops and Bishops of the United States and 
Canada, numbers of priests, numerous dele. 
gations of aiumni, besides other friends of 
the institution will honor the occasion by 
their presence. Preparations have long been 
under way for accommodating the largest 
crowd ever assembled at Notre Dame. The

as that of the great city itself. The founda- 
tions of the place were laid in the wilds where 
Indians roamed and where white settlers 
were few in number. 

It wasin the third decade of the present 
century that the Very Rev. S. T. Badin, the 
first priest ordained in the United States, was 
performing missionary work throughout a 
field almost coextensive with the Nofthwest 


* territory. In his travels throughout North- 


ern Indiana he was impressed with the nat- 
ural beauties of a tract of forest lands on the 
banks of the St. Joseph River. With true 
missionary insight he recognized the possibil- 
ities of so admirable a site, and determined 
to secure it for a future college. In 1830 he 
accordingly purchased the tract, consisting 
of 600 acres, from the government, paying 
the moderate sun of $1.25 anacre, Father 
Badin made it the center ‘of the scattered 
missions in what are-now Northern Indiana 
and Southern Michigan. 
The 600 acres purchased by Father Badin 
n 1830 had been. conveyed by deed to the 
ishop of Vincennes, who cordially approved 
of the design of establishing thereon an edu- 
cational institution. In 1842 this prelate 
took the initiatory step in the realization of 
his plans by offering the tract known as St. 
Mary’s of the Lake to the Rev. Edward Sorin 
on condition that the latter should, within a 
tertain specified time, erect and maintain a 
building to serve asa college. Father Sorin, 
f priest of the Congregation of Holy Cross 
—a teaching and missionary society foun 
in France during the clos.ng years of the last 


/ certury—and six brothers of the same com- 


munity had in the preceding year accepted 
the invitation to establish a branch of their 
congregation in the Diocese of Vincennes, 
The project of founding an educational insti- 
tution in the heart of these Western lands 
could scarcely have been intrusted to more 
capabie or willing hands, The young priest 
of Holy Cross was full of enlightened zeal; 
he possessed the faculty of inspiring his 
colaborers with his own spirit of indomitable 

rseverance. and in November, 1842, Father 

rin, with his companions, firet looked upon 
the snow-covered _ landscape which was to oe 
transformed within half a century into per- 
‘haps the most beautiful sanctuary of religion, 
the arts and sciences to be found in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

It was no easy task to erect an educational 
Sristitution in those days. Indeed, it repre- 
pented the hardest kind of work, and the 
early history of the. institution is one long 
story of privation and struggles for existence. 
Depending-entirely apon the tuition fees of 
the students (and these were very few in num- 
ber), it wassome time before considerabie 
progress could be made. Not until June, 
1844, were the first commencement exercises 
held, and dur the same year the State 
Legislature of Indiana conferred upon the in- 
stitution a charter with thetitle and privileges 
of a university. Meantime the name of the 

lace had been changed from St. Mary’s to 

otre Dame du Lac, an appellation that has 
since been abbreviated to Notre Dame. 

The greatest reverse suffered by the congre- 
gation was the fire in April, 1879. On the 
23d of that month five of the college build- 
ings were totally destroyed and with them the 
scientific apparatus and the contents of li- 
braries museums. Unfortunate as this 
calamity was thought at the time, the fire 
marked the aaeeeta of an era of unprece- 
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electric lights, producing an imposing effect. | 


The President and other officers of the uni- 
versity live in this building, as well as a large 
number of the faculty and students of Brown- 
son and Carroll Halls, which are situated on 
the east and west sides respectively. The lav- 
atories and two dinmg halis are on the ground 
floor, each refectory having a seating ca- 
pacity of 8350 persons. The main floor, 
which 1s approached by a large fi'ght of stone 
steps, contains the different university offi- 
ces, the study halls for the Brownson and 
Carroll students, and several classrooms. 
The main corridor is beautified by the paint- 
ings representing scenes in the life of Colum- 
bus. They are the work of Luigi Gregori, 
the distinguished Italian artist. who was a 
professor in the university for fifteen years. 
One of them, “The Reception at Court,” 
Was reproduced on the ten-cent stamp 
of the Columbian series issued by the 
United States Government. From this 
floor can be seen at its best’ the 
large symbolical painting on the interior of 
the dome representing the arts and sciences. 
The effect of this picture by. night is exquis- 
ite. Concealed incandescent lights cast a 
mellow light upon it, and surrounded by 
beautiful frescoes, the work of Signor Pusca, 
it is a charming sight. 

On the floor above isa gallery containing 
busts and portraits of the dead as well as the 
presentanem bers of the hierarchy in the United 
States and of leading Catholic literary men of 
both Europe and America. On this floor, too, 
are the dormitories fer the students of Brown- 
son and Carroli Halls and rooms occupied by 
professors. 

‘tte Lemonnier Library, the main library 
of the university, is situated on the fourth 
floor. It numbersin its collection 50,000 
volumes, all gathered since the great fire of 
"79, when the former library was entirely 
consumed. Every department of literature 
is represented—works of history and belles 
lettres being in the majority. All the leading 
magazines and reviews of Europe and Amer- 
ica are found upon the tables and the shelves 
for reference are particularly complete, II- 
luminated manuscripts of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries and rare tomes, which bear 
the dates of the succeeding 200 years, are to 
be seen also. A museum of rare curiosities 
and the Bishop’s Memorial Hall. a valuable 
and wonderfully extensive coliection of doc- 
umefts and relics intimately connected with 
the early history of. the Cutholic Church in 
this country, are also to be seen in tnelibrary. 
As itis now the library hasa crowded ap- 
pearance, but there wiil be erected as soon as 
possible a separate building, which will be 
used for library purposes only. 

A magoaificect edifice is the church, which 
is not merely a college chapel, but has in ail 
probability as fine an interior as any church 
in this country. The building proper is a 
veritable storehouse of art, where hours may 
be pleasantly spent in examining inaster- 
pieces of decorative painting, statuary, 
stained-giass windows, and the like accesso- 
ries of architectural beauty. Some of 
Gregori’s best work isseen in this church, 
The walis are alive with, pictures from scenes 
in the life of Christ his saints, whilst the 
stained-giass window depicting similar 
scenes, cast soft radiance through the nave 
and give asubdued coloring, in. admirable 
accord with religious feeling. Among the 
many treasures of this college cathedral are 
the main altar, an exquisite production of 
go!d and bronze, which was awarded the first 
premium in the Centennial Exposition of 
1876; an immense ostensorium which was a 
gift from Napoleon IIIL.; the large and valua- 
ble crown of gold and precious stones above 
the statue of the Bie Virgin, which was

Of the other college buildings there is St. 
Edwards Hall for the younger students; St. 
Joseph’s Hall, the home of the apprentices 
who aretaught tradesin the ten differer.t 
shops; the iafirmary for sick students; 
armories of the military companies; club 
rooms of the different athletic organizations; 
the postoffice, etc. 

Wn the same side of the grounds as Music 
Hall is the Hall of Science. This building is 
one of the architectural features of the place 
and occupies a prominent position. The 
physical laboratories are complete in every 
particular, and the collection of acoustic in- 
struments rivals any other in the world. The 
specimens have been gathered from every 
quarter of the globe, and indeed many of 
them cannot be replaced. The cabinets of 
philosophical and scientific apparatus are 
very full and offer inducements to a thorough 
and profitable course in science. 

In discussing the material growth of the 
university the academic development should 
be borne in mind. What was fifty years 
ago a little frontier school, consisting 
of few students and a limited board of teach- 
ers, is nowa grand university in which all 
the arts and sciences are taught—a university 
in every sense of the word. The various 
courses are recognized as being as broad and 
complete asthe student could desire. The 
degrees granted are only to men who have 
attained special proficiency in their particu- 
lar department and bear testimony of hard 
work and earnest application. Standing as 
the various courses do now, containing work 
which draws an immense amount of energy 
from the students, it has been decidea by tne 
faculty to make beneficial changes in ali the 
courses, requiring even more earnest applica- 
tion. The new standards set for the coming 
year will mark an increased activity in ac- 
ademic work and any student may ba proud 
of the degree which he will receive from 
Notre Dame. An incitement to extraordi- 
nary good results in the literary course is 
the opportunity any student has to contrib- 
ute original themes to the Nebalostie, which 
is conducted by an editoria) bourd composed 
of the students, and chosen chiefly from 
among the junior and senior classes. The 
columns teem with matter contributed by 
the students and the best proof that can be 
given of its excellence is the fact that many 
of the articles appearing in its columns are 
reprinted by some of the leading newspapers. 
The method of teaching English in the de- 
partment leading to the degree of Bachelor 
of Letters is a simmary of all the means best 
calculated to make the student acquainted 
with a true English trainmg. The old system 
of large classes which listened to lectures by 
famous men of letters and got what they 
could from them, as sedatiand now in even 
some of the oldest universities, has never ob- 
tained a foothold at Notre Dame, Here is 
actual contact with the professor, who will 
point out to the student his weaknesses and 
suggest to him‘ remedies for their correction. 
Nor is this method entirely confined to the 
course in English. The professors in all the 
courses are ready and anxious to meet the

MOST DISREPUTABLE DOG ON EARTH. 


His Abiding Place Is on the North Side, 
Where He Does His Cussedness.

One 
minute he is sad and lowly in bearing, so 
that he arouses as much pity as those be- 
draggled little canines who serve as eyes for 
blind men; the next his manner displays a 
sin-blackened heart, and the leer in his 
wicked eyes would put to shame the oldest 
roué on earth, 

A man ina top buggy came rapidly down 
Sheffield avenue. The top of the buggy was 
down and the back curtain had worked loose 
and hung a few inches from the ground, 
flapping in the wind. The dog was half a 
block away on Addison street, as pitiful and 
innocent in appearance as a dog well can be. 
He caught sight of the flying curtain and 
his manner changed in aninstant. His ears 
pricked up and the hair along his back stood 
out like wheat stubble. Evidently he be- 
lieves the statement of the police that more 
can be done by quiet and steady attention to 
business than by blazoning one’s actions 
before the world, for without a whine or 
bark he began to run. When he turned into 
Sheffield avenue the buggy was half a block 
ahead of him. Silently and at the top of 
his speed he followed it, and before it 
reached Clark street he was close to the back 
wheels.

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THE MONKEY IN GENERAL. 


HERE is one attraction at Lincoln 

Park which never fails to draw any 

day in the year, and that is the big 

cage of monkeys. This is true of 

these creatures the world over, they 

being always and under all condi- 
tions an interesting study for humanity. 
Science would possibly gravely assert that 
the attraction is a natural one—a sort of dis- 
tant cousinship, as it were, existing between 
the observed and the observer. 

The truth is that monkeys are caricatures 
of human beings. The word ape, which 
means man, was applied to the gorilla, chim- 
panzee, orang utan, and gibbon before the 
Darwinian theory was conceived, while the 
word monkey was derived either from 
“mannikin” or “ homunculus,” both of 
which mean “a funny little man.” Men 
find pleasure in observing specimens of this 
great family because in them they eee gro- 
tesque counterfeits of themselves and be- 
cause, whether at play, quarreling, or in re- 
pose, monkeys are always funny. Of all 
things men like best to be amused. 

The monkey suggests a man—a dwarfed, 
weazened old man, for all monkeys seem 
old, even the nursing babes in their mothers’ 
arms. Some men are caricatures of their 
kind, Certain Africans and a European 
type of man display remarkable facial re- 
semblance to monkeys, especially to the Old 
World macaques and many of the South 
American family. A chacma once on ex- 
hibition in a Chicago museum had such a 
humanlike countenance that he constantly 
suggested to visitors the face of some un- 
handsome human acquaintance. Many 
tribes of people in India, equatorial Africa, 
Borneo, and Java believe the chattering, 
grinning animals to be real men, who have 
voluntarily or through compulsion set them- 
selves apart from their relatives who have 
the power of speech. 

Naturalists give the monkey a reputation 
it does not deserve by insisting that the 
playfulness and humor of youth are invaria- 
bly succeeded by viciousness in age. This 
conclusion has been reached from a study 
of it in captivity, and in temperate and 
colder climates consumption quickly seizes 
this child of tropic birth. In prison it is 
irritable because it is sick and dying. In its 
native home it becomes sedate, serious, and 
dignified with advancing years, but affords 
no more evidence of ugliness of temper than 
does the lord of creation in his native con- 
dition. Equally slanderous are the stories 
that have been so freely circulated concern- 
ing the corrupt morals of the monkey; the 
vices suggested, where they exist, having 
been taught it by human preceptors, and 
not acquired by its own natural depravity. 

Old Hanno, the Carthagenian, started a 
cock and bull story to the effect that certain 
monkeys chased after his freebooting fol- 
lowers and pelted them with sticks and 
stones, which invention has come down 
through the ages with modifications to suit 
the credulity of the successive generations. 
Now as a fact man alone has recourse to 
other means of offense and defense than 
those afforded by nature. Like most fables 
which travelers in all ages have had a fond- 
ness for palming off for veracious happen- 
ings, there is a suggestion of a foundation 
for the fiction. Baboons, which usually 
live in hilly countries, when frightened 
scamper off uphill at a terrific speed, and in 
so doing dislodge loose stones, which may 
roll down upon their pursuers. So other 
monkeys, which are all arboreal in their 
habits, will leap from branch to branch in 
their effort to escape from their arch-enemy, 
man, and in so doing will cause dead 
branches to fall upon the heads of the hunt- 
ers below. But they do not throw stones or 
sticks. Nor do monkeys throw cocoanuts 
at anybody. They are universally a greedy 


— — 


set of rascals and uniformly hold fast to all 
nuts and fruits upon which they can lay 
their hands, 

Another fallacy concerning the animal 
is that relating to its intelligence. How- 
ever closely it may resemble man anatom- 
ically it is infinitely removed from him in 
intellect. The dog and the horse are much 
higher in the scale of knowledge, wisdom, 
and understanding. Naturalists ascribe 
this fact to the long domestication of the 
canine and equine, both of which have been 
man’s intimate since the latter has had a 
place upon earth. But does this afford ex- 
planation? If so, what of the cow and the 
sheep and the goat, creatures remarkably 
low in intelligence, that have also been the 
companions of man from time immemorial? 

The plain truth about the monkey is that 
it is playful, imitative to some extent, may 
be affectionate—some species are remarka- 
bly so—is intensely selfish, and a thief from 
its birth. No man has yet been able to con- 
vey to a monkey any appreciable idea of the 
ownership of property. The best trained an- 
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species of the Old World group. Some have 
most beautiful and varied colorings and 
markings, as the guenons, the callithrix, 
and the marmosets; others have great 
beards or heavy manes, and one species has 
a prodigiously long nose—the proboscis mon- 
key. Those that have no cheek pouches are 
provided with an extra stomach for the 
storage of food. No monkey ever had suf- 
ficient intelligence to build a nest or shelter 
for itself, Du Chaillu and some other trav- 
elers to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

All the great group, numbering several 
hundred varieties, live in trees, with the 
exception of the baboon. All of them are 
decidedly mischievous, and to the last 
one is as afraid of a snake as is a Digger 
Indian of a bath. Innumerable anecdotes 
might be told of the tricks and diabolism of 
these manikins of the forest. 


APES' VICES AND VIRTUES.

Baboons affect human vices with manlike 
Suggestiveness. Any one of this family will 
learn to chew tobacco, or eat it, rather, with- 
in a week of captivity, while many instances 
are of record where they became drunk asa 
lord or a Jack tar on shore leave. They are 
shaped like a dog, have canine heads, and 
run precisely like that creature, except that 
they seldom bound or jump. Despite their 
fierce appearance they are amiable enough, 
and only fight in self-defense. To this class 
belong the hemadryas, gelada, mandrill,etc., 
and they are probably the biggest thieves in 
the world. In their native country they are 
the terror of fruit growers, whose orchards 
they approach by stealth in Jarge, well-or- 
ganized bands and make havoc, wantonly de- 
stroying what they do not eat or carry away. 
An old Italian organ grinder in New York 
owned a common baboon which he had 
trained to steal its own provisions, Its fav- 
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ored method was to feign death in order to 
distract the notice of vendors of fruit, and 
when it had succeeded covertly approach the 
stand, where it would seize and quickly dis- 
appear with a cheek-pouch full of dates, its 
favorite food. The amusement it occasioned 
usually saved it from the punishment it de- 
served. This scamp, however, came to wo- 
ful grief at last. One day when making off 
on Baxter street with a loaded pouch of 
dates a little terrier dog snipped its hind leg. 
Thinking the fruit seller the offender it 
turned quickly about and sprang furiously 
upon the man, who, being an Italian, car- 
ried a stiletto, which he buried to the hilt in 
— poor brute before its owner could inter- 
ere, 

The monkeys about which Rudyard Kip- 
ling writes so charmingly, and yet with such 
indifference to fact, are the sacred animals, 
or the semnopitheci, as the naturalists per- 
sist in calling them. They are all Asiatic, 
and, the Hindoos protecting them, in many 
sections abound, to the constant menace of 
fields of rice and other grain.

These writers 
uppear to forget that captive Judah cannot 
sing the songs of Israel in @ strange land. 
These children of the wild woods of the 
American tropics never fully recover from 
the pains and terrors of an ocean voyage, 
and they are shocked out of all gayety by 
the chill and damp air of Europe. He who 
has seen them rollicking, leaping, riotous- 
ly playing, chattering, and grinning in their 
native wilds, and who has observed the. 
acuteness, intelligence, astuteness, and se- 
cretiveness with which they make a raid 
upon plantations and orchards is ready to 
swear they are the most mischievous, play- 
ful, and sagacious creatures in all the earth. 
Their resemblance to man .is absolutely 
startling,» the baby chimpanzee, not the 
adult, alene of all the old world group of- 
fering anything to compare with them.

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SOME FOREIGNERS IN JAPAN

OKIO, Japan, April 14.—I met herein 
Japan recently a man who, in his 
way, is as remarkable in literature 
as Goldsmith, Keats, or Shelley. 
Every reader of magazines in our 
country knows something of him 
and his splendid literary work, though they 
know little of the man himself. I refer to 
Lafcadio Hearn. Some twenty years ago I 
was the editor in charge of a daily news- 
paper in a Western city. One day there 


came to my office a quaint, dark-skinned — 
} ance caught the name of Hearn, and hap- 
| pening to know me by sight he came up 


little fellow, strangely diffident, wearing 
glasses of great magnifying power, and 


bearing with him evidence that Fortune and | 
he were scarce on nodding terms. Ina soft, | 


shrinking voice he asked if I ever paid for 
outside contributions. I informed him that 
‘I was somewhat restricted in the matter of 
expenditures, but that I would give consid- 
eration to whatever he had to offer. He 
drew from under his coat a manuscript and 
trembling laid it on my table. Then he stole 
away like a distorted brownie, leaving be- 
hind him an impression that was uncanny 
and indescribable. 

Later in the day I looked over the contribu- 


tion which he had left. I was astonished to . 


find it charmingly written in the purest and 
strongest English and full of ideas which 
were bright and forceful. I printed the arti- 
cle, and the next day the writer called for his 
honorarium, which, as I remember, I paid 
from my own exchequer. I became inter- 
‘ested in him, for it seemed strange to me 
that a person of such appearance should 
show-such writing talent and marks of edu- 
cation. He wrote more and I paid him in- 
adequately. That was LafcadioHearn. He 
told me that he was a native of Smyrna, 
that his father was an Englishman and his 
mother a Greek, and that he was securing a 
precarious livelihood as a proofreader ina 
publishing house. Subsequently he asked 
for steady employment on the newspaper, 
-and I gave it to him at a salary so ridiculous- 
Ty low that I am ashamed to recall the fact. 
But. those were the days of cold, small 
things. — 

He sat in a corner of my room and wrote 
special articles for the Sunday edition as 
thorotghly excellent as anything that ap- 
peared in the magazines of those days. I 
have known him to have twelve and fifteen 
columns of this matter in a single issue of the 
paper. He was delighted to work, and fF was 
pleased to have him work, for his style was 


beautiful and the tone he imparted to the. 


newspaper was considerable. ‘Hour after 
hour he would sit at his table, his great 


~ bulbous eyes resting as close to the paper as 


his nose would permit, scratching away with 
beaver-like diligence and giving me no more 
annoyance than a bronze ornament.- 

' His eyes troubled him greatly in those 
days. He was as sensitive asa flower. An 
unkind word from anybody was as serious tu 
him as a cut from a whiplash, but I do not 
believe he was in any sense resentful. The 
classics were at his fingers’ ends. He was 
poetic, and his whole nature seemed attuned 
te the beautiful, and he wrote beautifully 
of things which were neither wholesome nor 
inspiring. He came to be in time a mem- 
ber of the city staff at a fair compensation, 
and it was then that his descriptive powers 
developed. He loved to write of things in 
humble life. He prowled about the dark cor- 
‘ners of the city, and from grewsonie places 
he dug out charming idyllic stories. The 
negro stevedores on the steamboat landings 
fascinated him. He wrote of their songs, 
their imitations, their uncouth ways, and 
he found picturesqueness in their rags, po- 
etry in their juba dances. The Coroner’s 
office in those days was a source of much in- 
spiration. A crime with a mystery attached 
was handled by him with the skill of a Ga- 
boriau. He came to be companionable in 
time. He enjoyed the, office humor, but 
never attempted jocularity. I can see him 
now moving stealthily and reservedly about, 
his quaint cap pulled low on-his forehead, 
his great coat hanging loosely upon his at- 
tenuated frame, always ready with a smile, 
always industrious. And I recall the days 
when I could take him from a story of polit- 
ical knavery or a repulsive crime and set 
him to writing a book review with the full 
confidence that it would be treated delicate- 
ly, justly, and in a style that Addisonian 
scholars might envy. 

One day the spirit of restlessness came 
upon.our Chatterton and he drifted away to 
New Orleans. There the climate and the 
sensuous life of the creoles charmed him. 
He wrote for the press and we heard of his 
sketches of creole life. He wrote of their 
crude beliefs, their music, their songs, and 
their wild voudoo dances. Before Cable had 
made us familiar with their dialect Hearn had 
fathomed the mysteries of their minds, had 
with marvelous research and detail fished 
out their folk-lore and made us familiar with 
their domestic lives. This singular.work at- 
tracted the attention of a New York pub- 

- ishing house, and Hearn was sent by them 
to the West Indies to write of the natives as 
he had written of the Louisiana creoles. 
This work established his literary repute in 
the East. His amazing, dreamy sketches of 
the West India negroes, his familiarity with 
their patois, his pictures of their homes, and 
their pets, and their flora showed him to be 


- @ master of the pen and a child of genius. 


And in all those days, as in all days subse- 
quent, he was as indifferent to worldly mat- 
ters as Poe,and was as profoundly shrinking 
as the *“- rned Minister of Watergrass- 
hill,’ Father Prout. Offers from publishers 
came to him, but he only wrote in his moods, 
and money could not tempt him beyond his 
realized capacity. I heard of him often in 
New York living in humble retirement, en- 
joying his own rich thoughts, and letting the 

- world roll on in its old whimsical way. If 
he produced little with his pen, that little ex- 
celled in all the essentials. 

Five years ago Mr. Hearn came to Japan. 
He was not long in adjusting himself to these 
contented, polite, and sensitive people. Their 
philosophy appealed to him, and their life 
was as his dreams had been. He found oc- 
cupation as a teacher in their schools at 
Matsue. He mastered their language. He 
studied the Japanese with the same faith- 
fulness he had shown in his study of other 
dark races... He lived among them, wore 
their garb, and ate their food. Their legen- 
dary lore, their gobiin stories, their meth- 
ods of ager pe their characteristics becan.e 
familiar in time to him. He became ac- 
quainted with their scholars, -their priests, 
and their pretty children. He studied and 
wrote, and in time the result wasa work en- 
titled ‘‘ Glimpses of Unfamiliar Japan,’’pub- 
lished by a New York house and admitted 
by all to be one of the most just and inter- 
esting of all the modern books p:biishei on 
Japan. Mr. Hearn traveled uni lived in re. 
mote districts—even in far Oki -looking four 
the real life of the country.

“ing that he could never get quite out of the 
odor of an English beefsteak, he found inuck 
in custom and lore that no ordinary foreign 
investigator ever caimc in touch with. 

It was of the Japanese people that this 
musical writer could say, after’much study 
and intimacy: “ They seem to me like a suft 
Teflection of Latin types, without the Latin 
force and brilliancy and passion. Some- 
times as in dreams the memory of people 
we have known becomes smilinsly aerial 
and imponderable.””’ And again: ‘* More 
and more, watching the happy life of these 
people. i doubt whether our civilization is 
morally all we believe it to be. IL cannot 
help believing that what Kaempfer so long 
ago said about the Japanese holds goo to- 
day—that ‘they far outdo the Christians.’ 

_ And perhaps our moralists, with their Semit- 
in ideas about original sin, aré responsible 
for a very serious misrepresentation when 
they allege that because the Japanese ideas 
of sexual morals are different from our own 
they are really much worse. Judging from 
what I have witnessed behind the scenes of 
city life abroad, they are much better, on 
the whole, in practice, though not perhaps 
in theory.”

country temple. He told me he had mar- 
ried a Japanese woman, and was the proud 
father of a son, in whose education he was 
now deeply interested. He talked of taking 
up his residence in Tokio soon. His dress 
was tidy and de rigueur, which I attributed 
to his life among the Japanese. He in- 
formed me that he had just tinished another 
book on Japan, which was in press in Bos- 
ton, and would soon be published. He is 
still enamored of Japan, and I presume he 
may be now regarded as thoroughly Ja- 
panned. 

While chatting with him of mutual friends 
and old incidents in the hotel reading-room 
an American gentleman of scholarly appear- 


and requested an introduction to/the author. 
This being complied with he said: ‘“ Mr. 
Hearn, I have visited Japan several times, 


j} and I may say that I have read everything 


of interest touching her people and her his- 
tory that I could find, and I wish to say that 
in my opinion you have written the most 
interesting and valuable work on Japan that 
the world possesses today. I merely want 
to shake your hand and thank you for your 
splendid achievement.”’ I studied the quaint 
little writer while these words were being 
spoken—words of sincere praise, which 
should have warmed the heart of any aspir- 
ant for literary recogAition. He blushed 
like a girl, stammered his thanks, and 
turned away with a diffidence which he 
could not control. 

Let us trust that the pen of this tireless 
little student and scholar, who is now just 
in the vigor of his intellect, will yet find 
much to do, and that the literary verdict so 
justly due him will soon be accorded. 

Every visitor to Japan, be he English or 
American—I wish we had some title for the 
citizen of the United States besides this— 
must be told of the old English actor who 
has for years kept a sort of roadside house 
near the corner of the Yokohama race track 
on the hill. If he is at all curious he will 
call at the Shakspeare Inn. This queer re- 
treat is a bit of old Warwickshire, a sort of 
tumble-down place, not quite Wnhglish, nor 
even Japanese in architecture, but embow- 
ered in the good old English way and sur- 
rounded by a garden whose seats are in- 
viting on warm days. It stands on a bluff 
commanding a beautiful vista Jf the Mis- 
sissippi Bay, where Commodore Perry first 
dropped the anchor of his little fleet in 1854, 
and the blue, volcanic humps beyond. Over 
the rickety gate is a sign bearing the name 
of the inn, a painfully sad attempt at a por- 
trait of the immortal bard, and the inscrip- 
tion, *‘ Not for an age, but for all time.’’ 
The founder and proprietor of this inn is 
George Paunceforte. In his early life he 
was a handsome, popular actor in London. 
lie knew Macready and Phelps and Charles 
Kean. He married a charming actress, who 
is still living and still working on the stage, 
a highly respected old lady in London. Hav- 
ing something of the vagabond in him he 
went to the United States in the early for- 
ties. He played in stock companies with the 
elder Booth, Forrest, and the men of the old 
school. By degrees he became estranged 
from his wife at home. He fell into evil 
ways, became fugitive and uncertain, and 
soon lost his hold upon his profession. He 
turned his face toward California and 
tramped there in the golden Pactolian age. 
He gave readings in mining camps, and 
finally, stricken with remorse for his vices, 
he determined to become an exile. He drift- 
ed like flotsam to Japan. At first he gave 
readings, helped the amateurs, and trained 
the hopeful elocutionists. Falling lower and 
lower socially, he finally established himseif 
in the little “ public house,’”’ where he may 
now be seen, ‘‘ the world forgetting,”’ and 
to some extent ‘*‘ by the world forgot.” He 
formed an alliance with a Japanese woman, 
going through some marriage form, and 
raised a family of half castes. 

Here in this semi-English ‘retreat he 
smoked, drank, indulged in bitter recollec- 
tions, fished, and chatted of the stage to 
such of his customers as cared to linger over 
his bar. Here today you may find him, 
white-haired, red-faced, but no longer hale, 
and lacking the heavy, tragic voice of the 
“palmy :day”’ actor, which once distin- 
guished him; his unkempt spouse slopping 
about the barroom and his frouzy Eura- 
sians hanging slouchily about the doors. 
The walls of some of his shabby rooms bear 
pictures of old actors and actresses, and you 
may find some dirty, well-thumbed English 
Gramatic and sporting journals. therein. 
There is an air of neglect and decay about 
the place. 

In times past the best of the English and 
American colonists, with their wivés, would 
drop in upon the old Thespian for refresh- 
ment and stage reminiscences, but now his 
trade is limited and uncertain. Three years 
ago Mr. Clement Scott, the London critic, 
visited Yokohama. He made the acquaint- 
ance of old Paunceforte and learned from 
him the story of his sad; wasted life. The 
old man sent through him to his deserted 
wife and daughter in the England which he 
will never again see a confiding and pathetic 
message. Mr. Scott, upon his return, wrote 
an article for a London magazine in which 
he, with unnecessary cruelty and friidness, 
made public the communication and laid 
bare the old exile’s vagrant life. A copy of 
he magazine reached him through some in- 
considerate friend, and though at .het time 
not a model of sobriety by any means, the 
haunting ghosts let loose upon him by the 
thoughtless writer drove him to the bottle 
with renewed intensity. The betrayal of 
confidence crushed him. With little to live 
for at best, the veteran seemed to feel that 
no tie now held him to this alien world. He 
sedulously courted oblivion. Today the 
broken old man is a piteous victim of alco- 
holism, The maudlin mind can no longer 
conjure up stories of the stage and its tri- 
umphs, nor even revive bitter memories. 
Hlis strange Asiatic household is precarious- 
ly maintained. The evil which he has sown 
and the wrongs he has done haunt him in 
his lonely hours and doubtless make him 
yearn for the grave. 

I called at the “‘Shakspeare Inn’”’ one 
bright day last week to pluck some flowers 
and enjoy the sparkling sea, whose waters 
have so long sung and moaned about the 
feet of the ex-actor’s hermitage. I found 
him erect, but incoherent. There was in his 
cropsical face and hard, rapid breathing a 
suggestion of valvular disease of the heart. 
I seemed to see the hand of death upon him, 
and as I took my departure I glanced at the 
inscription over the gray gateway: ‘“ Not 
for an age, but for alltime.”” What a mock- 
ery, I thought, for him who shail soon be no 
longer known as the landlord of the Shaks- 
peare Inn. 

Of the foreign officials now here Mr. Henry 
W. Denison may be said to stand at the head 
of the roster. For ten years the Japanese 
Government has been steadily getting rid of 
its foreign employés. Many of these gen- 
tlemen, who held long contracts, were paid 
in full and permitted to depart, but the For- 
eign Office, to which Mr. Denison is accred- 
ited as legal adviser, shows no desire to dis- 
pense with his services. Mr. Denison, who 
is a cousin of Mr. Dana of the New York Sun, 
came out originally some twenty-five years 
ago as an attaché of the United States Con- 
sulate at Yokohama. He finally took serv- 
ice with the Japanese Government and for 
fifteen veurs pe has been the “iiief support 
of the l‘oreign Office. Cabinets go to pieces 
and Ministers come and depart, but Mr. Len- 
igon remsins. Count Mutsu, 1 happen to 
hnoew, leans upon him more than upon any 
one nan in Jupan. He is the one foreipner 
in whom the Japanese have absolute faith 
and confidence. They have tried him and 
| they have found him able and trustworthy. 
| I doubt whether there is a man outside the 
_ English Foreign Office who has better knowl- 


| edge of international law or sounder judg- 


ment than Mr. Denison. He had much to 
do with the peace negotiations. I found 
_him in Shimonoseki recently, in a snug little 
house which had been specially fitted up 
for him, surrounded with his books on in- 
_ ternational law and with stacks of treaties. 
He spent whole nights in consultation with 
‘the Minister of Foreign Affairs and was in- 
cessantly at work. At the conclusion of 
peace between Japan and China Mr. Deni- 
son will ask for a leave of absence. Al- 
though repeatedly urged, he has declined to 
become a Japanese citizen. He isa splendid 
type of an American and he is looking for- 
ward to a pleasant vacation at home. I 
am pretty certain that the Japanese will 
never permit him to quit their service and 
that his present handsome salary would be 
largely augmented if he should show a de- 
a4 to com * 

e most distinguished seismologist in th 
world today is Prof. John Milne, an ination 
‘Scotch gentleman, who has been for some 
‘years in the employ of the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment, and whose special business it is to in- 
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tion of seismic records of any man living 
and is the inventor of a great deal of appa- 
ratus. He is an inventor of note also in the 
industrial world. He has established pretty 
well his theory that every earthquake in 
Japan or elsewhere is felt in every part of 
thé world, and from the rapidity with whica 
these shocks travel through the earth he 
deduces that the center of our planet is a 
solid mass, instead of af molten mass, as 
hitherto generally believed by speculative 
people. He is anxious to secure funds for 
the establishment of a circle of observation 
stations around thé earth for the further 
working out of his theories. He cannot un- 
derstand why so much money is spent in 
searching for the North Pole and so little at- 
tention given to the interior of the earth—a 
far more important matter, as he views it. 

Prof. Milne has found one spot in Japan 
where he can guarantee an average of one 
earthquake a‘day the year round. Most of 
those shocks are felt in New York and Lon- 
don, but so slightly as to give no concern. If 
he could control these seismic disturbances 
he might be able to do a little long-distance 

slegraphing. 
 } P Milne has located the earthquake 
center of Japan in the Harbor of Yokohama, 
and I am ready to believe him, for we have 
had as many as four sharp shocks in one 
week since I have been here. The profes- 
sor’s theory is that the earth hereabouts is 
slowly rising out of the water, and every jar 
means a little bit more real estate for the 
Japanese. The process is necessarily slow, 
I take it. Prof. Milne’s contract with the 
Japanese Government expires in June next, 
and it is not likely to be renewed. One rea- 
sol is that the Japanese have now about all 
the earthquake knowledge they require, and 
the other is that Prof. Milne has had about 
all of Japan that he cares for. He wants to 
enjoy a little more of life in merry but stable 
England. 

Prof. Basil Hall Chamberlain is one of the 
few important foreigners still left in the 
service of the Japanese Government. He is 
an English scholar who came here when 
Japan had just reached the transition stage. 
He learned the language from an old-fash- 
jioned Samurai who wore two swords anda 
cue. He became a master of it in the schools 
and for some years he has held the remark- 
able position of teacher of Japanese and 
professor of philology in the Imperial Uni- 
versity, in Tokio. Of all the strange things 
in this land of surprises none can be more 
surprising than that an Englishman is able 
tu teach the Japanese their own language. 
Prof. Chamberlain. has written a great deal 
on Japan. His best and most popular work, 
perhaps, is his ‘“‘Things Japanese,’’ a sort of 
encyclopedia filled with history, fact, and 
comment. It is am absolute vade mecum for 
the stranger who would know Japan briefly 
and interestingly. Everybody who comes 
here is deeply indebted to Prof. Chamber- 
lain. Despite his Hnglishisms, he is thor- 
oughly in touch and sympathy with Japan. 
He holds that the old Japan is dead, and he 
inscribes his book referred to as an epitaph 
recording the virtues of the deceased, as well 
as some of its frailties.

There is nothing 
freakish nor startling, but there is much that 
is encouraging, much that is admirable. The 
landscapes are strong and many of the por- 
traits and figure pictures are exceptionally 
good. It seems like old times to have an ex- 
hibition in the old galleries of the society 
again. 

_ The largest and perhaps the best painting is 
the ** Cowboy’s Burial,’’ by R. Lorenz of Mil- 
waukee, It is thoroughly American in sub- 
ject and treatment, and the story of the new- 
made grave is well toid. His horses, for char. 
acter and drawing, are about the best one sees 
here in the West. Among the portraits Miss 
Dobhn and Mrs. Kellogg-Tyler are the best. 
Miss Dohn’s portrait of her sister in carved 
chair and tapestry background is quiet, well 
in tone, and aristocratic. The young figure 
is finely posed and beautifully costumed in 
yellow and black. The portrait of Mr. ——, 
‘by Mrs, Tyler, is very strong. The head is 
nearly in profile, and with the shoulders is 
firmiy drawo and sturdily modeied. Mrs. 
Wilmot’s portrait of a young lady in white 
is gracefully posed and delicately treated, 
but the background is flat and uninteresting. 

Mrs. Marie K. Lusk, who shows a number 
of things, is best in a swall standing portrait 
of her husband. The figure’ is well 
established has a cozy home 
background. Miss L. P. Hess’ ‘“ Be- 
fore the Judges” is a portrait of herself. 
If she gets a verdict as complimentary as the 
jury’s she need nave no fear. The costume is 
interesting and the head rich in color. One 
would willingly be an examiner if he had 
such witches to judge! 

In his picture “Going to Market,” William 
Ciusmann surprises us, for he usually sends 
light-toned early morn.ng landscapes, It is 
on the line, and makes a very pleasant note. 
The old woman’s barrow is loaded with the 
toothsome but homely cabbage, rhubarb, and 
radish. 

Mr. Edgar Cameron, now in Paris, sends a 
Spanish girl in yellow dress and cigaret, A 
small three-quarters upright by Miss C, D. 
Wade of a young lady in modish dress sug: 
gests Chase in breadth of handling and light- 
img. Another figure picture. ‘Last Hopes,” 
(one wonders what it means). by Louis 
Betts, is original, both in color 
and ‘reatment, His steady improvement 
gives great hopes of the future. It is a strong, 
original thing, and harmonious. although low 
intone, Mr. J. W. Gies of Detroit has an in- 
teresting farmer in the field refreshing him- 
gelf with a pipe. 

tr. J. H. Vanderpoel’s “A Hard Lesson,”’ 
well hung on the north wall, is beautiful and 
lightin.color. Mr. C. E. Boutwuod’s “ Vet. 
eran’”’ is well done. and Schmedtgen has his 
to-be-expected sporting pictures. 

In flowers we have Mrs, Tyler’s roses, Miss 
B. ©. Wilcox’s chrysanthemums, Feudel’s rose 
picture ser gay, Oe hazy tigure behind 
them, a pastel by Miss Estabrook and Mr. 
Linden, and some white roses by Miss Holmes, 

The landscapists come out strong in quality 
and varied ih subject. William Wendt. leads 
in number and well to the fore in excellence. 
His ** Departing Winter” and “Fox River” 
show a newer aud better manner, and they 
are both good. In his other pictures he 
shows a certain facility but no more truth. 
Mr. H. W. Methven has two impressionistic 
landscapes which are modern, delicate in tone 
and color, and help the prevailing light, out- 
door look the exhibition has, Another refined 
and delicate picture is Mr. Dewey’s * April 
Day.” showing an old road, bordered by 
budding trees. F. C. Peyraud shows some of 
his this year’s crop of lanuscapes, and they 
are § Mr. H. G. Maratta, who 
is with him in the country, has a large can- 
vas, for him, of rolling fields. He might 
have given us less foreground without hurting 
the picture, 

Vernon Strauss, a young man, exhibits 
some promising landscapes of rural Illinois. 
His “Rainy Day” is good. Dr. Coiburn also 
has a surprise ina large landscape, which is 
good in tone and color, but weak in the fore. 
ground. It is mach the most serious and 
ambitious work he has thus far exposed. 
seakia $ Cinetnsats is weil poedinted iy 
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“Moonrise at Cape Ann, Mass.,"’ by Browne, 
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who is also represented by a “New Hamp- 
shire Woods.’ ms 
Among the “Indianapolis group we find 
Mr. Steele witha number of strong land- 
scapes, and among them some snow effects 
painted last winter (his choice of subject 
might have been more interesting), and Utto 
Stark with a spreading tree and sunny fields 
in a rather pronounced blue and yellow 
scheme. Ream, well known for his fruit, is 
represented by two characteristic examples, 
and Rupert in his picture of “ Black 
shows some very strong work. And one must 
not furget Mr. Burbank’s * Bootblack,” a 
darky with tongue out, putting a 10-cent 
shine on a shoe as black already as the ebony

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frame around the picture. It is minutely 
painted and the best genre picture in the 
coliection. 

The whole exhibition shows improvement 
and isin the right direction. The sculpture 
has not yet been placed and will be spoken of 
next week,

The illustrations and drawings by Daniel 
Vierge are now hung at Keppei’s and are in- 
teresting. Joseph Penneil says theee little 
drawings display a knowledge of form, of 
action, of light and shade. of architecture, 
and are expressed with a  obrilliancy of 
handling which has never been surpassed, 
Vierge is the pioneer of pen drawing for 
newspaper work and his first drawings 
appeared in Paris papers. He has been 
prolific and his work has illustrated ail sorts 
of subjects. Heisa master of line, and the 
ability, the power he -hows in rendering the 
texcures of draperies, the relief of foreground, 
the airiness cf distance and sky, and the quali- 
ties of materials, amaze the observer, His 
line is extraordinarily sensitive, firm, and 
delicate, and in his lightest parts he 
even uses the dot. It is not his technique 
alone, but his consummate knowledge and 
insight of character, form, color—ail the 
qualities that make real drawing that 
we acmire. The union of his great 
knowledge with such marvelous technique is 
what places Vierge in the foremost rank of 
the nineteenth century pen draitsmen, No, 
14 is a drawing of haystacks done on scratch- 
board with a town in the distance, which 
gives a delicate, airy effect. No. 5 shows his 
great power of composition, with the chief 
figure unimportant io size, but with every- 
thing leading up to Bim: 

Many are inoutline and suggest the draw- 
i of Flaxman, but they are fullof nerve 
and action and modern. Nos. 24 and 25 are 
interesting in showimg the different compo- 
sitions rendering the samescene. We see in 
anumber of these drawings his principle 
of adark mass in the center, working out 
lighter to the edges. He is weil worth care- 
ful study, for he, like Raffaelli, stands for 
character as a vital element, but Vierge, un- 
like Raffaelli, carries his drawing to a deli- 


cate and accurate finish. 
*~ 
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At the Sculpture Society’s exhibition in 
New York there is a number of designs sub- 
mitted for a new coinage. This is supple- 
mented by a collection of old coins of artistic 
value. It is to be hoped something good may 
come of this, for our coins can stand a deal 
of artistic improvement. 

The floral display by Pitcher & Mauva, 
Short Hills, N. Y., in conudection with the 
elaborate landscape gardening makes with 
the sculpture a beautiful and instructive ex- 
hibit. MacMonnies’ smail bronzes are charm. 
ing in subject and decoration. Adams’ bust 
of a woman in marble is polychromed, and 
with its pedestal of colored marble and 
bronze presents an ensemble of great beauty. 
It is one of the most beautiful things in the 
whole exhibit,

The Art Institute is developing a strong 
practical scho»l of design with its other 
branches of painting and sculpture, and the 
accompanying design made by Miss Elaine 
Hussey gives a good idea of the work in book- 
cover designing. The excellence and sim- 
plicity of Mise Hlussey’s design won for her 
an honorable mention. The subject given 
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out was a cover design for ‘' The Arts,’’ the 
Central Art Association’s organ, and each 
one in the class brought in his or her desiga. 
These *“ concours’’ take place from time to 
time and the principles of the daily work are 
thus practically applied. 

In another division of the decorative school 
an iron manufacturer the other day saw some 
work by one of the pupils, Miss E. Wilmarth, 
ae purchased it for its beauty and practica- 

ility. 

In the * workshop’ designs in mosaic and 
plastic ornaments are ultimated in the real 
materials, and the visitor is surprised at the 
quality and utility of the work going on. It 
is well worth a visit. Mr. L. T. Millet has 
charge of the designing department and in- 
spires it with his thoroughly artistic and prac- 
tical experience.

May God grant long life to both so 
that it may endure. 

I do so wish you could come with me Mon- 
day afternoon to the Garrick Theater. A 
benefit matinée is going to be given for an 
orphan boys’ home and Mr. and Mrs. Ban- 
croft are going to appear in a little play 
calied * The Vicarage,” an adaptation from 
the French by my husband. You never in 
your life saw.a more ideal, lovely little old 
lady than Mrs. Bancroft makes; she is simply 

I often wonder that she has never 
ct over to see you; her success would be 
tremendous I’m sure, for she 1s what the 
French call “une artiste aux bouts des 
ongies.’”’

O, my dear, I have just had the most de-

ated. I’m longing for the moment to come 
to put it on, for then shailI not create the 
much desired envy and covetousness in 
breasts of my rival sisters. 

I went the other night to hear your * Black 
Patti’’ and confess 1 wasrather disappointed, 
for, although one cannot help marveling at 
the tremendous range of voice she possesses, 
still it occurred to me had she been trained 
fora contralto and not as a soprano the re- 
sult would have been decidedly more agree- 
able and effective, 

Outside the stage I can conceive no pageant 
more magnificent than the Royal Academy 
banquet. Picture to yourself the gorgeous 
rooms of Burlington House in Piccadilly, 
wide, spacious, brilliant with electric light, 
hung around with the modern pictures of the 
year which no one will see until forty-eight 
hours after the illumination is extinguished 
and the hail deserted. 

The Royal Academy opens the first Mon- 
day in May every year, and the previous Sat- 
urday the President of the academy invites to 
the banquet table the ‘Mfine fleur”’ of royalty, 
aristocracy, and all that is distimguished in 
every phase of art, literature. music, and.for 
a wonder the drama. The room in itseif is a 
sight with its pictures, all so fresh and elo- 
quent with interest. Think only of the cos- 
tunes and the infinite variety of them! 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and all the members of the royal 
family available in scarlet uniforms, deco- 
rated with ribands &nd glittering orders; 
Cardinal Vaughan, Archbishop of Westmin- 
ster, another Richelieu in his robes of pale 
geranium red, with a biretta of the same 
color; the Archbishops, Bishops, and clergy 
of the Established Church in somber black, 
with knee breeches, gaiters, and buckles; the 
Ambassadors from every country in the world, 
in every conceivable hue of garment—white, 
purple, blue, and green—in fact, an assortment 
of costume that can be seen nowhere else in 
the United Kingdom; doctors’ gowns, pro- 
fessors’ gowns, down to the humble black 
velvet court suit of the untitied. or the plain 
evening dress, claw-hammer coat, and white 
tie worn by your own handsome, tall, and de- 
lightful American Ambassador to England. 

But a sorrow has falien on this year’s Acad- 
emmy banquet. Sir Frederick Leighton, the 
President of the Academy, is away abroad 
and too ill to be present, Sir Frederick the 
silver-tongued orator, Sir. Frederick the suave 
and gallant courtier, Sir Frederick who talks 
as he paints in miik and honey. His place 
was taken by sturdy, honest, plain-spoken Sir 
John Millais, a Scotchman to the backbone, 
but as great a .contrast to Sir Frederick 
Leighton the elegant classic and scholar as 
any one could picture or conceive, 

This year the Royal Academy of Arts has 
once more condescended to inciude the 
‘*drama’’ in the list of toasts bearing on the 
fine arts. Asa rule the pv:o0r drama is snubbed 
and put into a corner unworthy of mention at 
an Academy banquet. 

They trotted it out years ago, when Henry 
Irving was invited and spoke in its honor, 
and it was permitted a hearing again last 
night, when Mr. Arthur Pinero, once actor, 
now author, was allowed to speak of the 
drama in eloquent terms. He conciuded his 
speech with a graceful allusion to the friend 


of every artist of every schoo!, John Law- 


rence Toole, who is, as I told you, only slowly 
recovering from a bed of sickness, and was 
therefore unable to accept the honor of rep- 
resenting the dramatic profession at the’ ban- 
quet. This invitation to actors in connectiou 
with art is wholly due to Sir Frederick Leigh- 
ton. No President before him ever recog- 
nized any actor as fit to hold a candle at the 
shrine of art.

ONLY 4,000 PERSONS IN LABRADOR, 


The Country Is Icebound from September 
to June—No Fuel. 

Gustav Kobbein St. Nicholas: Sometimes 
Labrador is icebound from Septémber till 
June, but through all this long.and dreary 
winter the lighthouse keeper on Belle Isle 
must maintain his watch to be ready to light 
the lamp when the break-up comes. For 
months he sees nothing but frozen plain, un- 
certain of footing and impassable, and in 
the distance the ice-sheathed cliffs of New- 
foundland. The few who have made their 
way into the interior of Labrador say itisa 
vast wilderness of huge bowlders, varied 
vnly by morasses and lakes. An old French 
writer speaks of it as the ‘‘ Land of Cain,’’ 
and the latest explorers complained that 
they suffered bitterly from cold because 
they could not find fuel enough to maintain 
camp fires. Often, indeed, they had diffi- 
— in making even a little blaze for cook- 
ng. 

Naturally such a country has not invited 
settlers, and it is not surprising to learn 
that in its whole vast area—two and a half 
times as large as Great Britain and Ireland 
~—there are not more than 4,000 dwellers: of 
these only about one-half are whites, the 
others being Esquimaux and Hudson Bay 
company trappersand hunters. Thesearea 
shiftless lot who come down to the nearest 
company post early in summer and exchange 
their pelts for provisions, planting them- 
selves down at the post and proceeding to 
gorge themselves until their entire stock is 
exhausted. A pound of tea and a bag of 
flour is the most that one band of these 
*’ mountaineers ’’’ has been known to carry 
back—all they had to show, except tempo- 
rarily satisfied appetites, for their whole 
winter’s work as hunters in that desolate 
region. 

These trappers and hunters are Indians, 
but always caHed ‘“‘ mountaineers’: while 
the Esquimaux, who have not a drop of 
Indian blood in them, are. called Indians,

A ciry paper says that during January, 
February, and March of this year $1,724 was 
paid out to seven men for tending the South 
Halsted street bridge. During most of those 
three months the South Branch was frozen up 
solid and the bridge did not have to be liftea 
once a week, Yet it took a superintendent, 
three engineers, an oiler, and @ signal- 
man to attend to the work, The total 
amount appropriated by the Council 
for salaries for those three months was 
$582. Now the question is who author- 
ized a three-fold expenditure? Of the $1,724 
a little less than half bus been paid to these 
pumerous employés. The remainder should 
not be paid uatil this bit of jobbery has been 
investigated thoroughly. The amount ap- 
propriated for tending the Van ‘Bufth street 
bridge during March was $210. The amount 
paid out during that month was $434, or 
twice the appropriation. Whose “ fine work " 


was that? . 


A Bosrox clergyman recently preached a 
sermon upon the actual and relative cost of 
supporting churches which contained some { 
interesting statistical comparisons. The lace 
and ribbons imported into this country yearly 
cost one-half as much as the expenses of the 
churches, while the imported wines and liq- 
hors cost one and a half times as much. The 
coat of jails and penitentiaries is $50,000,000 
more than that of the churches and schools 
combined, The annual expenditure for liq- 
uor id more than twice the aggregate of 
all the church property in this country ac- 
cumulated in a century, and the amount paid 
for tobacco is still more. A recent census 
showed that there were 180 churches in Bos- 
ton, worth $11,500,000, and 30 business 
blocks, worth as much as all the churches, 
The receipts of the Italian opera for one night 
were $14,000 and a recent prize fight exhibi- 
tion in the Music Hall paid $16,000, enough 
to run a first-class church a year. From the 
comparative. point of view the minister’s 
figures are suggestive enough, but they 
do not argue anything more than 
that people are willing to pay more 
for ‘luxuries than religion. Nor do 
they excuse the expense incurred in running 
churches which might be obviated, nor the 
building ef churches beyond the means of 
congregations with the outcome of mortgages. 
Salvation, which it is the province of the 
church to supply, is without money and with- 
out price. ‘he expense of the church should 
correspond so far as is possible. It seems in 
poor taste to apologize for lavish expenditure 
by comparison with the things of this world.

WAGES ON THE SILVER BASIS. 

The free silver extremists allege that if their 
demand for free coinage at 16 to 1 were con- 
ceded it would cause an increase in wages. 
On this plea they appeal to the working’nen 
of the United States for support. No sane 
man doubts that the adoption of free coinage 
on that ratio, without waiting for the aid or 
consent of any other nation. would bring us 
directly to a silver basis, aud Coin’s Financial 
Fool proposes that in such event we should 
legislate the premium out of. gold by redu- 
cing the weights of thé gold coins one-half, 
Suppose this were followed by the promised 
increase in wages. How much would the 
worker be benefited by receiving a smal! in- 
crease in the number of dollars while the 
yaiue of each dollar was cut down 50 per 
cent? 

It is open to grave doubt if there would be 
any immediate rise in wages. The effect of 
the sudden drop in the working power of the 
currency unit would be a corresponding cut- 
ting down in the power of the money capital 
available for the employment of labor anda 
paralysis of all industries for the time being. 
Not only would it be impossible for many 
employers to carry on their business on the 
same scale as before, but they would be dis- 
couraged by inability to understand the 
probable outcome of the change. Not know- 
ing where they stood they would tu a great 
extent cease activity and production till they 
could see what the new conditions were likely 
to be. So, while the merchants and small 
traders who had goods on hand would 
double all their prices immediately 
there would be stagnation in the 
labor market, and even those who continued to 
employ would be slow to concede an advance 
in wages when they had such a large surplus 
of available labor to draw upon. The terri- 
ble character of the paralysis can be faintly 
appreciated by those who remember the pros- 
tration of two years ago, which was brought 
about by the mere threat of the silver basis 
for which the financial fools now are agita- 
ting. Nearly a thousand banks closed their 
doors, tens of thousands of employers were 
ubliged to suspend, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of toilers were thrown out of work 
by that mere threat. How much worse 
would be the reality? The silver extremists 
say we have not gold enough. Then there 
would be none, except what was locked up 
in bank vaults or hidden in old stockings, 
the rest being sent across the ocean, and the 
silver and paper money left would have only 
half the employing power it has today, dollar 
for dollar. How much chance under such 
conditions would there be for the average 
toiler to retain his situation at the old nuim- 
ber of dollars per week while each dollar was 
worth only half as much as the dollar now is 
in buying power? Very little, and the chance 
for the promised advance in wages must be 
fearfully jess. 

There would be an ultimate increase, of 
course, because of the utter inability of the 
toilers to live on the same number of dollars 
as formerly when the buying power of each 
of those dollars had been reduced one-half. 
But that increase would be gradual, and not 
begin till the business world had taken its 
bearings for the new departure. In the 
meantime the toilers would be at an immense 
disadvantage as compared with their situation 
now. While the men who had clothing, 
food, fuel, and other articles to. sell,

the most favored, and years of it for some, 
the toilers would find they bad recovered 
about 50 per cent of the disadvantage, 80 

that their day’s wages then would buy not 
more than three-quarters as much as the day’s 
wages of today will purchase. There they 
would have to stop, and this is counted on by 
the tree silver extremists, for how can they 
expect to gain the promised advantage in 
competing with others unless by reducing the 
share of labor in the selling price of the 
product? 

Such a proposition is bad enough at any 
time. Itis idle, foolish, having nothing to 
commend it exept clap-trap assertion which 
may be mistaken for argument. It is espe- 
cially bad to be advanced now when work is 
becoming more plentiful and wages are being 
voluntarily increased by employers because 
of the better times. Look at the signs of im- 
provement in the industrial situation; busi- 
ness is being resumed by many employers 
who had to close down because of the panic, 
and expanded by others whom the hard times 
had forced to contract their operations. 
The New England cotton mills are re- 
ported to be generally increasing the 
wages of their workers, The great Carnegie 
establishments are raisimg the wages of their 
25,000 toilers 10 per cent. Jones & Laugh- 
lins are following the good example, and in 
other lines of business a like gain. for the 
wage-earners isin contemplation. ‘ Coin ”’ 
alleged asa reason for making his absurd 
proposition that ** the cry of distress is heard 
on every hand, business is paralyzed, com- 
merce is at a standstill, riots and strikes pre- 
vail throughout the land.”’ This is not true 
pow. Hence his claim should be withdrawn 
There is no occasion for pressing it. The oc- 
casion is passingaway. It already has passed. 

It never should be forgotten that the in- 
creases of the wage scale now being made and 
about to be made are on the gold basis. They 
are an increase in the number of dollars, each 
having a buying power of 100 cents in gold, 
that are being paid to the worker for his day 
or week of toil, while the prices of the food, 
clothing, fuel, and other things he has to buy 
for himself and family are not increasing cor- 
respondingly. It is very unlike the fictitious 
gain that would come with the 
adoption of ‘“‘free coinage at 16 
to 1 without waiting for the aid 
or consent of any other nution on earth.” 
For that would be an “advance backwards.”’ 
The silver do\lars now received as wages by 
the toiler have a buying power of 100 cents 
each, But with the free coinage proposed 
each dol ar of silver and paper paid the toiler 
would buy only half_as much food, fuel, and 
clothing, and pay ohly half as much house 
rent as now, while at the best he could not 
hope for more than a return to equality by a 
doubling of his wages, and even if that were 
secured he would be no better off than now, 
though having to suffer tonths or years 
during the slow process of recovery. 

Now, which is the best? Is it the nominal 
gain on the silver basis, that as a matter of 
fact would drop out 50 per cent from the real 
value of present labor and past savings, or 
the actua!, substantial gain on the gold basis 
which now isin progress? There should be 
enough of intelligence among all classes of 
workingmen to enabie them to see the 
truth of the situation and the _ utter 
absurdity of throwing away the gold 
basis on which they know where 
they are and what they are getting— 
a gold dollar that remains unchanged 
in vaiue and will not depreciate on their 
hands—in order to get the shadow of prosper- 
ity which Coin’s Financial Fool and the other 
free silver extremists are promising them. 
They ought to know enough not to be willing 
to give up that certainty for a fluctuating 
silver basis which would take froin them half 
of. what they now have and restore to 
them gradually and by piecemeal one- 
half of the loss. They ought to be 
able to see that it is particularly 
injudicious to lend aid and encourage- 
ment to the free silver cranks ata time like 
this, when business is reviving and there is a 
fair prospect that much of the depression of 
the last two years will give piace to substan- 
tial prosperity. They should be able to under- 
stand that the adoption of the plan advocated 
by the free silverites would paralyze the in- 
dustries of the country far worse than two 
years ago, drive out of it much of the money 
capital that is necessary to the employment 
of the toilers, and cause every honest man to 
despair of the republic. 


THE END OF THE INCOME TAX. 

There is no doubt now that.tomorrow or 
day after tomorrow the Supreme Court will 
hand down a decision in which it will hold the 
whole income tax law unconstitutional and 
wipe it from the statute books. And at the 
same time it will knock out of the platforms 
of the Populists and Socialists one of their 
pet planks—the one demanding a graduated 
income tax for the purpose of confiscating 
latge incomes speedily. They will not have 
the impudence to make such a demand of 
Congress after the Supreme Court has stated 
that compliance would be a violation of the 
Constitution. 

This satisfactory conclusion which the 
court has reached seems to be owing rather 
to Justice Shiras than to Justice Jackson. 
The latter is understood to have voted to sus- 
tain the lawin part at least. The former, 
who was one of the “stare decisis’ Judges, 
and who voted to uphold ‘the whole iaw, is 
believed to have changed front and voted 
against the whole law. Had the court been 
called on to pass on the income tax question 
for the first time he never would have voted 
to uphold the law, but for a time he felt that 
he was fettered by decisions made late in the 
last century or during the rebellion. He 
seems to have made up his mind that it is 
better to overrule bad precedents than to 
follow them. 

The fact that the law is to be declared un- 
constitutional is of more consequence, how- 
ever, than the manner in which that conclu- 
sion was reached, A precedent is to be made 
now which future courts will not overrule. 
There never will be an opportunity to do so. 
No political party ever will pass a law odious 
and offensive in itself for the purpose of giv- 
ing the Supreme Court a chance to change its 
mind. There ean be no national income tax 
unless three-fourths of the States vote to 
amend the Constitution so as to give the Gen- 
eral Government power to impose one, Until 
that is done the incoine of the General Gov- 
ernmént wili have to be derived from customs 
duties and from internal revenue taxes. 
Therefore this decision will put an end to tne 
hopes of the ultra free traders that all cus- 
toms duties be wiped out. But since the reve- 
nues which would be sacrificed were that 
done cannot be replaced by the proceeds of a 
heavy income tax, aa these free traders once 
hoped it could be, the custom-houses will 
have to remain, and duties or imposts will 
have to be collected to meet the 
expenses of the government. No Demo. 
crat of any intelligence—not even Mr. Mac. 
Veagh—wiil be heard observing that the Wil- 
son-Gorman tariff bill is only “ a step toward 
the goal of ultimate free trade.” Not one 
Democrat of prominence will say hereafter 
that the tariff must be jo wered. 

This week’s decision ought to be a lesson to 
the Democratic party. It made itself re- 
sponsible quite unnecessarily for legislation

He said the income tax law was unconstitu- 
tional and voted against it. The Supreme 
Court has indorsed his position, anf says 
in substance that the Democrats can follow 
him more safely than they can Mr. Voorhees 
and the other semi-Populist blatherskites 
of their party, ‘The less the Democrats cater 
to the Populists on income taxes, free silver, 
or anything else the betterit will be for them.

THE CITY’ 8 FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

It appears from Ald. Madden’s financial 
statement printed yesterday that on the lst of 
January of this year there was a municipal 
floating indebtedness of over $6,000,000. 
Mayor Swift says that that is about the state 
of affairs. But from one poiat of view this 
indebtedness is in good part only a seeming 
one, For on the lst of January only an in- 
significant portion of the taxes of 1894 had 
been collected. Those taxes are an asset for 
the payment of the floating debt in question 
which represents the expenses of the city gov- 
ernment during 1894. 

The great trouble with the city is the 
same old one—that it does not collect until 
1896 the taxes with which it pays the ex- 
penses of 1894. If the city were to have 
gone out of business at the beyinning of this 
year its slow assets in the form of uncol- 
lected taxes, which are a lien on property, 
would have paid off most of its indebtedness. 
It would not pay off all, however, because for 
a few yeare back the city has been living be- 
yond its income. It has squandered the 
surplus fund, the accumulating of which be- 
gan under the Heath administration. It is 
estimated that the amount of cash which will 
be available this year to pay salaries and 
other expenses will fall about three and a 
half millions short of the expenses author- 
ized by the appropriation bill of last March, 

The question is:. What shall be done to 
straighten out this financial tangle, and give 
the city a decent working capital so that it 
will not be for half the year on the verge of 
impecuniosity? The plan adopted in 1876 
after the Colvin administration had wrecked 
the finances was to cut down the expenses 
below the appropriations, and thus get a sur- 
plus fund. But the Mayor says that that can- 
not be done now—not this year at least. For 
while he can and will save on the pay-rolls, he 
says those savings will have to be expended for 
necessary repairs not allowed for in the ap- 
propriations, He says the streets, which are 
in frightful condition, must be attended to, 
and that there are some other matters which 
cannot be neglected. 

Therefore he says he is in favor of asking the 
Legislature to wake the tax levy 3 per cent 
instead of 2 per cent until enough money has 
been accumulated to pay off the floating in- 
debtedness. ‘it would take about three 
years to do this, and then with a fresh balance 
sheet we could go back to 2 per cent.”” An 
addition of 1 per cent to the tax rate for 1895 
would bring in about $2,400,000. In three 
years it would amount to something over 
seven millions. Then if this money was not 
equandered in the meantime, the city would 
have at the commencement of each year 
some millions in its treasury wherewith to 
defray the expenses of that year. This would 
be an excellent thing. 

But the Chicago taxpayers may not want 
to pay $2,400,000 more in 1896, 1809, and 
1898 than they paid in 1894. They may feel 
it to be too mush of a burden, especially 
when during each of these three years ‘the 
drainage district will be collecting $2,400,- 
000 more than it dia ip 1895. Ocher taxes 
will be higher then than now. It is no light 
matter to add a half to this year’s taxes, and 
those who have to pay them may prefer the 
policy of retrenchment and economy. 

Before the taxpayers give their approval to 
this proposed $2,400,000 addition to their 
taxes they will want some assurance that it 
will be saved and not expended. They have 
seen the Council squander one painfully ac- 
cumulated surplus. They must have some 
guarantee that it will not waste another. The 
natural tendency of Aldermen is to appro- 
priate all the money that can be raised by 
taxation. They abhorasurplus. If they can 
lay their hands on these additional millions 
they willdo so. How shalla bill be drawn so 
as to prevent the spoliation of this surplus 


| fund? 


It may be difficult to pass any bill, for this 
suggested increase of the tax rate must be 
made to apply to all the cities in the State. 
There can be no special legislation for Chi- 
cago. These other cities may be as unwilling 
to pay higher taxes, and trust their Aldermen, 
as is Chicago.

als, has proved equally invulnerable to all 
manner of attack. It formed a favorite sub- 
ject for the pictorial satire of George Cruik- 
shank, one of whose etchings exhibits a lady 
taking an airing in the park in a hat of such 
tremendous height that she has caused the 
roof of her chariot to be elevated in order to 
afford room for the monstrous mountain of 
millinery she wears on her head, 

The most striking features of feminine at- 
tire this spring are the revivals of the fashions 
of sixty years ago—the voluminous skirts, the 
enormous “leg o’ mutton”’ sleeves, and the 
much-decorated bonnets. How or why they 
have come no one knows, and how long they 
will stay it would be idle to prophesy; but 
certain it is they will run their allotted 
course and die, unhelped and unhindered either 
by tne dictates of common sense o: the de- 
rision of the wits. A curious history, how- 
ever, belongs to huge hats for ladies. Until 
the middle of the seventeenth century ladies 
were content with close-fitting caps or with 
hats of very moderate dimensions, while hats 
with enormously wide brims, aggravated by 
plumes, were monopolized by the male sex. 
The masculine hat, so conspicuous in Van- 
dyke’s portraits, suddenly came into vogue 
for ladies, in England at least, about the time 
of the Restoration. It was caricatured speed- 
ily in width of brim by the girls who 
sold oranges at the playhouses, and the 
coachwheel hat of *‘Orange Moll” was a 
prominent feature in Douglas Jerrold’s 
amusing comedy of ** Nell Gwynne,”’ Plumed 
hats, known. as Spanish, were worn habitually 
by the court beauties who figure in the *‘ Me- 
moirs of the Comte de Gramont,”’ but large 
hats disappeared at the commencement of 
the reign of Queen Anne, An exaggerated 
headgear was not seen again until the painter, 
Thomas Gainsborough, who was an enthusi- 
astic admirer of the genius of Vandyke, re- 
vived the historic hat of the Flemish 
artist in his celebrated portrait of 
Georgiana, Duchess of Devonshire. The 
Devonshire—for which the convertible term 
is the * Gainsborough hat ’”’—has come down 
to our time, and is really a very graceful and 
picturesque article of attire, It has, however, 
one great sin to answer for, in being the par- 
ent of that odious progenywf bows, ribbons, 
and plumes which during the last *winter has 
become the subject of prohibitory legislation 
in several States. This revival of sumptuary 
statutes by the conscript fathers of our boast- 
ed democratic country isa curious anomaly, 
for although the abrogation by law of what is

HONEST MONEY OR FREE SILVER, 

The debate on free silver between Prof, 
Laughlin and “Coin”? Harvey hardly can be 
said to have settled anything or brought out 
any new point of importance on either side of 
the controversy. Probably not one of the large 
number of persons who listened to it has had 
his opinions materially modified as a result of 
the oratorical contest, but it may be that some 
who read the reports of the speeches will have 
their knowledge of the swoject much increased 
thereby. At least it may be said that they 
have the opportunity of seeing more fully 
than before the shallowness of the foundation 
on which is built the plea for breaking down 
the present currency system of the United 
States and sinking to the free silver basis like 
Mexico, 

Harvey claimed that we ought to be inde- 
pendent of Europe. Therefore we should 
adopt a different currency plan, a claim 
which might just as well be made for the 
bushel measure, the pound we'ght, or the foot 
rule as for the unit measure of pecuniary 
values. He admitted that ‘“‘ we do not now 
settle our balance with Europe in coin except 
on its commercial value and by weight,’’ but 
has the cheek to insist on our paying foreign 
indebtedness on a far different plan, ir- 
respective of the wishes or rights of the 
other parties to the bargain. In_ spite 
of all *he facts to the contrary he had the im- 
pudence to assert that the silver dollar was 
the unit of value up to 1873, and that ‘‘a 
true knowledge of bimetaliism and the sim- 
plicity of that system died with our ances- 
tors.”’ He affected to sneer at the idea that 
there is anything “ sacred ’’ about gold or sil- 
ver, but the whole tenor of his talk was to 
the effect that the ratio of 16 to 1 was sucha 
sacred thing that it ought not to be disturbed, 
though the whole commercial world long 
since has given an emphatic verdict that this 
ratio is far away from the true one, 

Harvey’s plea that free coinage would bring 
hither ali the silver of the world in exchange 
for our products is a highly sensational one, 
calculated to catch the ears of the ground- 
lings, but is utterly valueless in support of 
the contention that this would be effected to 
better advantage with free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 than with a free use of silver 
at its fullcommercial value, as proposed by 
the late Secretary Windom, . It is fair to pre- 
sume that it would be to the interest of every 
American who had goods to sell to foreigners 
in exchange for silver to get for them as much 
silver as possible, just as now he gets for 
them all the gold he can, and if owing to an 
overvaluation he only obtained half as much 
silver as he was entitled to. he would bea loser 
to a fearful extent by the beautiful arrange- 
ment which is offered by Harvey as a remedy 
for all the woes, poverty included, A more 
specious piece of clap-trap never was invented 
than that which proposes to rate silver at far 
more than its actual worth in order to get a 
huge lot of it in exchange for goods when our 
own silver mines are producing more of it 
than we want. And Harvey well knows that his 
employers and backers, the silver kings of 
Montana, do not calculate on any such result 
of “free coinage at 16 to 1.” How they 


’ must laugh in their sleeves on reading the re- 


port that their obsequious tool has promised 
we shali get all the silver from other coun- 
tries and used that as an argument in favor of 
free coinage! The unblushing effrontery of 
the proposition is only equaled by that of the 
sneer about the drain of gold, that sneer be- 
ing made by a man who knows as well as he 
knows anything that the said drain was sim- 
ply and solely due to the rampant free silver 
agitation, which made capitalists afraid the 
United States Government and people would 
elect to pay their debts in half-worth silver 
money.

The increased demand 
for gold did not raise its value and bring it 
to a parity with silver. Under free coinage 
when there is the least difference between the 
coinage and the commercial ratio the under. 
valued metal goes out of circulation and stays 
out. To have both metals circulating to. 
gether. as now, they must be tied together as 
they have been since 1878. ‘

ORE BUSINESS ON THE BOOM, 


Activity in the Lake Superior 
Region. 

Duluth, Minn., May 11.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The iron ore shipping season 
is in full blast at all lake ports, and the indi- 
cations are that more ore will be sent out 
than ever before and a number of records be 
broken. Already the docks of the Gogebic 
range at Ashland and of the Duluth and Iron 
Range road at Duluth are doing as. good 
work as at the very height of last season. 
Not only are the docks at the head of the 
lake doing big business, but those at Mar- 
quette and Lscanaba have recovered from 
their trouble with labor and are putting out 
big quantities of iron. 

There will be a new ore carrying road in 
the field at the head of Lake Superior this 
year, and it is now making preparations for 
handling not less than five trains of ore 
daily as soon as the mines are in condition 
to ship. This is the Duluth and Winnipeg, 
which is a part of the Canadian Pacific, and 
concerning whose extension to the west and 
into Manitoba there has of late been much 
discussion. It reaches mines at the west 
end of the Mesaba range, which will ship to 
the furnaces in the Mahoning Valley, Penn- 
sylvania, that are owned by the mine oper- 
ators and which will insure a steady market 
for the ore. 

There has been a general move toward 
higher wages at the mines during the last 
week. The start was made by the Minne- 
sota, the largest of all the mining corpora- 
tions, which advanced wages 10 per cent, 
and this has been followed by voluntary in- 
creases or demands by the men at most of 
the mines. Some have refused to pay the 
advance, and one of them, the Franklin of 
the Mesaba, has closed down. On the en- 
tire range over 2,700 men are now at work, 
about 1,100 of them at the group of mines 
in the immediate vicinity of the closed 
Franklin, at the Towns of Virginia and 
Iovelyth.

T is a pleasure to say that the sumptu- 
ous production of Sardou’s “Gismon- 
da”’ by Miss Davenport has met with 
public approbation at the Columbia 
Theater, and its run will be extended 
to three weeks, instead of two, as orig- 
inally intended. It is courageous on the part 
of Miss Davenport to stage so fine a specta- 
cle in a season of depression; the credit is 
also claimed for her of securing by her ex- 
ecutive ability the air of harmony which per- 
vades the entertainment. It is understood 
that in getting “Gismonda” ready for the 
American stage she found no few obstacles 
placed in her way by her brilliant French 
contemporary, Sarah Bernhardt, who re- 
sented the fact that Sardou sold to Miss 
Davenport the exclusive right to the play 
(in all languages) in the United States. The 
costume plates for the Parisian production 
were delayed until the last moment, so that 
the American version had to be postponed 
several months beyond the appointed date. 
“Gismonda” belongs, of course, to that 
series of plays made to order for Sarah 
Bernhardt, which consists of such pieces as 


* Fedora,” “‘ Cleopatra,” ** Theodora,” and 
“La Tosca.” All of them, including “ Gis- 
monda,” the latest, turn on the pivot of ani- 
mal passion, and all are liberally bespat- 
tered with gore. It seems ridiculous to com- 
plain of the immorality of these pieces— 
which was long ago conceded—for no one 
takes them seriously as transcripts of real 
life. The same excuse serves for them that 
Charles Lamb made so ingeniously for the 
comedies of the Restoration—their artifi- 
ciality removes them from the standards 
that are applied to real life, and the material 
is of less consequence than the skill and wit 
that are lavished onit. ‘‘ Gismonda ’”’ is by 
the author of ‘‘ Mme, Sans-Géne,” and one 
of the reasons why the former has won pat- 
ronage while the latter was neglected is that 
‘“‘ Gismonda ”’ (while being given in the En- 
glish language) is by far the more pictorial 
of the two. A finer feast to the eye than the 
scenes now being unrolled nightly at the 
Columbia has not been given since the first 
engagément of the London Lyceum com- 
pany. The acting is another story. Miss 
Davenport is impressive as the heroine, her 
physical proportions being greatly in her 
favor. Exceptions have been taken to the 
leading actors in her support which it is not 
necessary to repeat. 


* * 

It would be an idle task to enter a critical 
demurrer against “The Cotton King” at 
McVicker’s. The ‘* gods” in the galleries 
have decided otherwise as often as the play 
has been performed, and since Sutton Vane 
wrote for the special edification of their 
brother ‘“ gods”’ in the pit of the London 
Adelphi, the play must stand or fall by their 
verdict. Present indications are that it will 
stand, and. that it will have a prosperous 
career at McVickKer’s. 

“The Cotton King ’’ was constructed by 
the ‘“‘ rule of three ” of Adelphi melodrama, 
It would be djfficult to name the number of 
plays built on exactly the same frame- 
work of its plot, but if the Mst could be made 
it would include every piece that has come 
out of the great London histrionic mill 
which grinds out the flour of retribution 
and happiness from the grist of villany and 
misfortune. Popular London audiences de 
not demand novelty or probability in their 
stage entertainment. They prefer color and 
action, and Sutton Vane and his fellow-au- 
thors flatter their tastes for the latter at 
the expense of the former. It is to be in- 
ferred that when the middle class Londoner 
goes to the playhouse he leaves his reason 
behind him in order to better exercise his 
susceptibility to heroic action. The why 
and the wherefore are matters of concern 
with the theater patron of the same classin 
America and in Chicago, which is repre- 
sentative of America. That is the reason 
why awdiences at McVicker’s are topheavy 
nowadays and why empty seats (when there 
are any) are confined to the lower floors. 

As a representative of its class ‘“‘The Cot- 
ton King”’’ is a fair example, but its class is 
the dramatized dime novel. Its scenery is 
lavish and its mechanical contrivances carry 
the conviction of reality. There is an ideal- 
ity in the pictured Byzantine luxury and 
classic ruins “in “Gismonda.” The ideal, 
however, has no place in ‘“*The Cotton King.” 
Were a child in the latter melodrama to fall 
into a tiger’s den as he does in “‘Gismonda,” 

cVicker’s audiences would demand that 
the tiger be exhibited. It wishes that noth- 
ing be left to the imagination. It is for this 
reason that the cotton-making machinery 
and the elevator are the most effective actors 
in the production—and this in spite of the 
presence of a company which is equal to the 
demands of the piece.

Has Been One of Gradual Growth—

First, but the People Interested Are

A most significant evidence of the ad- 
vances of musical culture in the West was 
afforded in. the Indianapolis May. Festival 
of last week. The list of soloists was a most 
notable one, including Mme. Nordica, Mme. 
Melba, Ben Davies, Max Heinrich, William 
H. Rieger, Watkin Mills, and William H. 
Sherwood, together with an excellent repre- 
sentation of musicians Of lesser rank. Not- 
withstanding this fact, it can by no means 
be denominated a “solo festival.” The 
chorus, under Mr. Arens’ direction, is one of 
the most notable in recent recollection. 
Aside from the dominance of the women’s 
voices, there remains to be said little but 
praise; and this one shortcoming will likely

That which is especially striking is 
the delightful freshness of tone. The attack 
is excellent with small éxception, the tone 
gradations well managed, and the attention 
to detail of a most careful description. The 
poise is of a steadiness possible only to con- 
tinuous organization, and in that respect it 
will doubtless gain with time. 

The principal shortcoming in the toncert 
series was the Boston Festival orchestra, 
which was by no means adequate to the dig- 
nity of the undertaking. The orchestral se- 
lections in the main were exceedingly trivial 
and of a character usually heard in popular 
concerts of the ordinary class. The conduc- 
tor, Emil Mollenhauer, is a man of alert- 
ness and a certain degree of talent, which 
enables him to get the effects he does with 
the forces at hiscommand. Aside from mu- 
sical limitations, the orchestra was not nu- 
merically sufficient to support the chorus, 
particularly the case because of the domi- 
nance of the women’s voices. With the as- 
sistance of such an organization as the fuil 
Chicago orchestra, with soloists of equal 
rank and the excellent chorus under Mr. 
Arens’ direction, the Indianapolis May Fes- 
tival would decidedly outclass the New En- 
gland organizations of similar description. 

The undertaking has been one of gradual 
growth. The guarantors have stood the 
losses year after year, firm in the belief of 
final success. Last year, the sixth of the an- 
nual festivals, was the first in which the cur- 
rent expenses were covered. During the 
same period a Wagner concert was given 
and was the best attended in the entire 
series. This was also the case last week in 
the instance of the Wagner concert. 

The present excellent organization was, in 
its inception, due to a woman reporter on the 
Journal, who, through an interview with 
Mme, Fursch-Madi, pointed out the neces- 
sity of changing directors. Formerly a 
chorus of 600 voices was employed until Mr. 
Arens assumed charge. The attack was un- 
certain and the general result decidedly lack- 
ing in precision. The programs were mis- 
cellaneous in character and the main reli- 
ance was placed in the soloists engaged. 
Among those employed the second year were 
Clementine De Vere, Mme, Seguin-Wallace, 
Jules Pirotti, Emil Fischer, and Charles 
Holman Black. In this year 2,500 people 
were present on the opening night. Selec- 
tions from Verdi's Requiem and Gounod’s 
Redemption were .among the principal 
choral numbers. In this year the festival 
gained in recognition as a State event anda 
number of outside cities and towns were rep- 
resented in the attendance. 

In 1891 the third festival was held in Tom- 
linson Hall May 26, 2T, and 28, with Theo- 
dore Thomas as conductor and Carl Barus 
as conductor of the chorus. -The soloists 
were Emma Juch, Mary Howe, Clara Poole, 
William J. Lavin, Emil Fischer, Franz 
Wilezek, and Max Bendix. The orchestral 
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selections in this year were of main impor- 
tance, selections by Beethoven, Schubert, 
and Mendelssohn being given. In this year 
the indebtedness above recéipts made good 
by the guarantors amounted to $1,5 

Walter Damrosch conducted the festival 
in 1892, the New York Symphony Orchestra 
assisting. Shortly after the opening of the 
season ticket sale the receipts reached $3,- 
000. Three evening and two matinée con- 
certs were given. Among the numbers of 
principal importance presented was Men- 
deissohn’s Walpurgis Night. 

From this point on the festivals assumed 
permanent importance. Mr, Arens has been 
in charge for two years; his first move was 
to decrease the number of the chorus, a pro- 
ceeding which was not properly appreciated 
until the results of the first festival under 
his direction were evidenced. A number of 
professional singers have been recruited 
from the ranks of the festival chorus. 
Among these are Miss Helen Bertrand, sub- 
sequently m to Signor Tomasi, di- 
rector of the Abbott Opera company; Miss 
Marguerite Reid, Miss Sue Cackley, now in 
Paris; Miss Leonora Snyder, Who sang in 
Gilbert and Sullivan's operas in London;

RELY ON THEBIG FEET. 


Insurgents Hang Hope on 
an Amusing Impediment of 


Spanish Soldiers. 


Cuban 


DONS CANNOT MARCH TO THE FASTNESSES. 


J. A. Gonzalez Says Delay May Bring Help 
—He Escapes Death. | 


HOSE wily Cuban revolutionists are 

counting on rather an amusing physi- 

cal impediment of the Spanish soldiers 

to help them keep up their fight for in- 

dependence—the big feet of the 
swarthy Dons. The rebels are now holdjng 
mountain fastnesses in the eastern part of 
the tight little island. There are no railroads 
for transporting troops to this part of Cuba, 
the wagon ways are exceedingly rough, and 
it is a case of march for the “‘ oppressors.” 
It is a hard thing for men with big flat feet 
to march, so the insurrectionists are hoping 
against hope that help may come from the 
United States or some South American re- 
public before their enemies get their enor- 
mous walking gear into operation. 

That is what José Agustin Gonzalez of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., says. He ought to 
know, too, for he is a native Cuban and had 
a gingery taste of what a revopution is when 
Cespedes, the President of “the ill-fated 
Cuban Republic, tried conclusions with the 
Spanish Government in 1868-73. 

“Yes, the Spaniards have big feet, and 
they cannot march into Eastern Cuba with- 
out great difficulty,” said Mr. Gonzalez ata 
dinner with Chicago friends the other even- 
ing. ‘‘ Gomez and Maceo, if he is stillalive, 
are counting on these big feet as a help for 
their cause. The Cubans will not come 
into the railroad country andJet the Span- 
jards chew them up, but will keep in the 
mountains in the hope that Uncle Sam will

wink at the fitting out of an expedition to 
help them, or that some South American re- 
public will come to their aid. But I fear for 
the success of the revolutionists. Probably 
Gen. Martinez Campos will offer them am- 
nesty, as he did my companions in the other 
revolution; and then the insurrection will 
be over. 

*“*“My mind is filled with most exciting 
memories as I read the news from Cuba 
these days. During the Cespedes uprising 
I was an active participant against Spain, 
and I came near paying for my patriotism 
with my heart's blood. 

“Manuel de Cespedes, who became Presi- 
dent of the Cuban Republic, intended, as 
leader of the revolution of 1868-’73, to begin 
mflitary operations in February, 1868,” Mr. 
Gonzalez continued, “‘ but the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, through its detectives, learned his 
plans and began arresting the revolution- 
ists. This forced matters to a head and the 
revolution was commenced at once in ear- 
nest, though we were ill-prepered. In the 
western part of Cuba there were scattered 
groups of rebels, in all about 150, and in the 
eastern part practically 10,000 Were ready to 
back the movement for independence. I be- 
longed to one of the small western groups. 
The Spaniards built at once a series of forts 
near each other across the island, separating 
the east and the west sections, and put a 
patrol of soldiers between each fort, so there 
was a string of armed Spaniards extending 
from one coast to the other. There were in 
all 40,000 soldiers sent to putusdown. Fifty 
little boats like revenue cutters, each with 
one gun, patrolled the coast, and ten war 
ships were scattered about to kcep expedi- 
tions from landing us arms. 

“During a fight, in which we were re- 
pulsed, three companions and I retreated to 
a hill not far from Matanzas, The Spaniards 
evidently thought we were a large band in- 
stéad of a scattered handful, for fully 500 
of them surrounded our hill and waited for 
us to surrender. We staid there three days. 
Our rations got down to Edam’ cheese and 
practically no water. * This soon starved us 
out. We knew that surrender meant death 
by being shot, so we determined to make a 
desperate attempt at escape. We-might as 
well risk bullets as face starvation. We 
drew lots who uld. make the first break 
through the lines. Besides myself there were 
miy brother-in-law, Ricardo Mathieu; Luis 
Lringier, and Manuel and Nicanor Zayas, 
brothers, I drew the lot to go first. 

“* I figured out that the Spaniards would 
expect us to try to escape by the Canimar 
River to some small coastwise vessel. The 
river wound about a part of the hill. I 
started out at 2 a. m., March 1, 1869, going 
in the opposite direction from this stream. 
In time I came upon the Spanish pickets. 
They were asleep. I passed near enough to 
almost touch them. My heart throbbed like 
a trip-hammer and cold sweat stood out on 
my forehead. I breathed easier when I got 
past that line, now I tell you. The country 
was thoroughly familiar to me. I knew a 
sympathizer lived near by, and I made my 
way to his house to hide during the next 
day. My father’s plantation, called Buena 
Vista, was not far distant, and after my pro- 
tector had given me food he sent to my 
father for a horse for me. A ‘nigger’ 
‘brought it the next day; and, to make a long 
story short, I rode to.Matanzas, then went 
to Havana by rail, and was stowed away 
among -hogsheads of molasses in the sail- 
ing vessel Ella Maria; which carried me to 
Portland, Me. My brother-in-law, Ricardo 
Mathieu; who had drawn the second lot to 
break through the Spanish lines; reached 
Havana in time to hide away in the molasses 
boat with me. When my father died my 
share in his estate, $50,000, was confiscated 
by the government because I had been a 
revolutionist. 

‘*Luis Bringier escaped from the Span- 
iards, too, and got a boat for New Orleans, 
and the Zayas brothers made their way to 
Mexico. As for the soldiers, I don’t know 
how long they guarded that hill, but I'll 
warrant they ripped out long Spanish oaths 
when they. found we had escaped them and 
their bullets,”

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Lincoln’s Cunning Question Put to Douglas at the 
Freeport Debate. — | 


HE older men remember that a joint 
debate was held between Senator 
Douglas and Abraham Lincoln in 
the autumn of 1858 They met in 
joint debate seven times to discuss 

; the various phases of the slavery 
question as it was then before the public, 
Mr. Douglas having the opening and closing 
four times and Lincoln three times. The 


first debate was at Ottawa Aug. 21, 1858. 


The second one was at Freeport Aug. 27. 
The intervening time between each discus- 
sion was filled up by the respective dispu- 
tants in addressing separate meetings of 
their political friends, At the first debate 
Senator Douglas asked Mr. Lincoln seven 
questions as to his position on various 
phases of the slavery question, consisting of 
such questions as thefollowing: “I want to 
know whether Mr. Lincoln stands pledged 
against the admission of a new State into 
the Union with such a Constitution as the 
people of that State may see fit to make, 
whether free or slave’’; “‘I desire him to an- 
swer whether he stands pledged to the pro- 
-hibition of the slave trade between the 
different States’’; ‘‘I desire to know whether 
he stands pledged to prohibit slavery in all 
the Territories of the United States, north as 
well as south of the repealed Missouri com- 

omise lines,”’ etc., to the end of the seven 
questions. 

Mr. Lincoln made no reply to these ques- 
tions at Ottawa, but reserved what he might 
say to the time when he would meet Douglas 
at Freeport. I traveled around with Mr. 
Lincoln after the Ottawa discussion to Free- 
port. He addressed three or four meetings 
during that time, one of them at Galesburg, 
where he had an immense audience; another 
at Macomb, in McDonough County, where 
the crowd was comparatively small. As I 
recollect it, we proceeded directly from Ma- 
eomb to Freeport on the morning of Aug. 
97. On the way north on the cars Mr. Lin- 
coln beckoned to me to take a seat beside 
Aim—I was sitting a few seats behind him at 
the time—which I did. He took a half sheet 
of writing paper out of his pocket and hand- 
ing it to me said: 

“T am going to answer Mr. Douglas’ ques- 
tions today in our discussion which he put to 
me at Ottaava, and I intend to ask hima few 
questions in return, and I jotted them down 
this morning at the hotel before I left there. 
I wish you to read them over and tell me 
what you think of my questions.” 

I did so, reading one'of them several times. 
After a considerable pause he said: 

“ Well, how do those interrogatories strike 

ou?’ 
4 Il replied: ‘* Mr. Lincoln, I do not like this 


second question. 
“ What’s thé objection to it?’’ Mr. Lincoln 


asked. 
I replied: ‘It operis the door through 
which Senator Douglas will be enabled to 
escape from the tight place in which he 
finds himself on the slavery question in this 
State since he succeeded in getting the Mis- 
souri compromise repealed [which excluded 
slavery from the Territories north of 36:30, 
and that included, of course, Kansas and 
Nebraska].”’ 
-““In what way do you think,” said Mr. 
Lincoln, ‘* it will benefit his position?’’ 
“Your question says: ‘Can the people 
of a United States Territory, in any lawful 
Way, against the wishes of citizens of the 
United States, exclude slavery from its lim- 
its prior to the formation of a State Consti- 
tution?’ Now, in my opinion, Mr. Lincoln, 
Senator Douglas will answer that question 
in the affirmative without any hesitation. 
He must so answer it, because if he should 
reply to that question in the negative he 
must see that it would defeat him disas- 


_ trously in Illinois for reélection to the Sen- 


ate, and he doesn’t want that to hap- 
pen, as it would destroy his pres- 
tige before the country. He will 
undoubtedly declare today when that 


question is put to him that a majority of 
the people of a Territory can prevent the in- 
troduction of slaves therein, or, if they have 
come in, that majority can drive them out.”’ 

‘‘ Against the will of the owners?’’ asked 
Lincoln, and I replied: ‘‘ Yes, certainly. 
Douglas has been preaching the doctrine of 
popular sovereignty in Territories for some 
time, and he dare not go back on it now.”’ 

“Well,” said Lincoln, *“‘I do not agree 
with you. Judge Dougias is more anxious 
to be elected President two years from now 
than he is. to be re@lected to the Senate for 
the third time this fall. Can’t you see that 
if he answers my question as you seem to 
think he will he will exasperate every slave- 
holder in the South, because they all hold to 
the doctrine that the people of the South 
have an equal constitutional right to take 
every species of their property into the Ter- 
ritories as freely as the citizens of the North 
may carry all kinds of their property into 

*any Territory? Every slaveholder believes 
that under the compromises of the Con- 
stitution a Southern § slaveholder can 
take his bondsmen into Kansas and 
keep and work them there during the 
period that Kansas has a Territorial 
government only, with just as much 
right to protection from the Federal law as 
a Massachusetts abolitionist would have 
if he went into the Territory with a*span of 
horges to farm, or if some of our Lilinois reo- 
ple should go over there with mules for the 
same purpose. Now, that being so, don’t 
you see that if Douglas replies in the way 
you imagine he will he would lose every sup- 
porter he expects to get in the South, and, 
under the Democratic rule of requiring a 
two-thirds majority to neminate, it would 
be impossible for him to be a successful 
candidate of the Democratic party in 1860? 
Now, on the other hand, if he should reply 
in the negative and declare that a majority 
of the people of the Territory cannot drive 
out any slaves that may be brought in or ex- 
clude slaves from being brought in, and thus 
deny the power of the squatters to protect 

.themselvées from slavery, he would standa 
mighty slim chance of being elected to the 
Senate, and he would probably render it im- 
possible if he were nominated to carry any 
Northern State? And if he answers as you 
believe he will it will cost him a good many 
votes down in Egypt, where the old settlers 
come)mostly from the slave States and feel 

the same as the people of the South.’’ 

That is the substance of what passed be- 
tween us and the language as far as I can 
recall it. We argued it at*some further 
length, but I could make no impression 
whatever on Mr. Lincoln’s mind. He said 
that he wouldn’t charge the form of the 
question, and that he intended “‘ to spear it ”’ 
at Douglas that afternoon. 

In due time we arrived at Freeport, and 
there was a great crowd of Lincoln’s friends 
at the depot with a carriage to take him up 
to his hotel. The town was swarming with 
people, great numbers coming from all the 
adjoining counties. I found at the hotel the 
Republican member of Congress from that 
district, E. B. Washburne, with witom I was 
intimately acquainted, and Norman B. 
Judd of Chicago, who was Chairman of the 
Republican State Central committee. I 
took each of them to one side and related 
what passed between Lincoln and myself 
on the cars, and repeated the language of 
the second question which he intended to 
propound to Douglas, and both of them said 
that they feared ill effects from ‘it, and 
they would try and persuade Lincoln to 
leave it out or modify its language. They 
followed Mr. Lincoln up-stairs into his 
apartments, where he was making his toilet 
for dinner, as the road had been dusty on 
the way up, and they spent a considerable 
time with him. When they came down- 
stairs I saw both of them again, and they 
informed me that they had argued the im- 
policy of putting question two to Douglas 
as strongly as they could, but they were not 
able to change his purpose. Other leaders 
saw Mr. Lincoln before the debate began 
and urged him not to give Douglas such an 
‘opportunity to get out ef the tight place it 
was believed he was in before the people of 
Illinois on the slavery question. But noth- 
ing was accomplished in that direction. 

Mr. Lincoln opened the discussion in the 
afternoon, and first replied to Douglas’ sev- 
en questions put to him at Ottawa, and then 
“he said: 

“I now proceed to propound to the Judge 

-§Interrogatories so far as I have framed 
‘the I will bring forward today an in- 
stallment, only to number four, and reserve 
the other questions to our next debate.”’ 

And thereupon he read his four questions, 
including the No. 2 to which I have referred. 
He went on and finished his speech, and 
Mr. Douglas arose in reply and proceeded 
to answer the a as When he 
came to No. 2 he in his reply my 
worst fears. He said in substance: 

“It matters not what way the Supreme 
Court may h er*decide as to the ab- 
stract question whether slavery may or 
may not go into a Territory under the Consti- 
tution, a majority of the people thereof 
have the lawful means to introduce or ex- 
clude it as they for the reason that 
slavery cannot exist a\day or an hour any- 
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ture, and ifthe majority of the people of the 
Territory are opposed to slavery they will 
elect representatives to that body who will, 
by unfriendly legislation, effectually pre- 
vent the introduction of it into their midst. 
If, on the contrary, they are for slavery, 
their Legislature will favor its admission 
and extension. Hence, no matter what the 
decision of the Supreme Court may be on 
that abstract question, still the right of the 
people to make a slave territory or free ter- 
ritory is perfect and complete under the Ne- 
braska bill. I hope Mr. Lincoln deems my 
answer satisfattory on that point.” 

That was Senator Douglas’ reply to Mr. 
Lincoln’s sharp question. and it so pleased 
the thousands of Democrats present that 
they cheered and shouted and kept it up 
so long it was with great difficulty the 
Chairman of the meeting, aided by Mr. 
Douglas himself, could induce them to stop 
applauding in order that he might proceed 
with his speech, while the Republicans main- 
tained an absolute silence. 

The Democratic papers all over Northern 
illinois quoted and applauded Douglas’ tri- 
umphant reply to Mr. Lincoln’s interroga- 
tory. The campaign was fought out to the 
conclusion, It was the most exciting and 
desperate political contest that had been 
known in the State up to that time. Enough 
of the close and doubtful counties voted for 
Douglas to secure him control of the Legis- 
lature, which reélected him to the Senate 
for the third time, and Lincoln was de- 
feated. iy 

.Two years later the great parties met in 
ccnventions to nominate candidates for the 
Presidency, the Republicans placing Lin- 
coln before the country. The Democratic 
party failed to agree on a candidate. Their 
convention met in Charleston, 8S. C., and the 
Southern delegates refused to support Doug- 
las. The ballotings ran for several days 
and were cast forty or fifty times. Mr. 
Louglas failed to obtain a two-thirds Vote 
of the convention. The South took the 
ground that they would never support him 
or any man who held to the doctrine that 
the squatters of a territory had the lawful 


| power to exclude any property of a slave- 


holder from such territory by “ police reg- 
ulations or unfriendly legislation.’’ They 
regarded Mr. Douglas as heretical on that 


important point, because if they could not get" 


a foothold in a territory before it was or- 
ganized into a State they had no hope or 
prospect of such territory being admitted 
as a Slave State, and they rung the changes 
all over the South on his Freeport reply to 
lincoln, that no matter what the decision 
of the Supreme Court might be the majori- 
ty of the squatters in the territory, as Doug- 
las held, could by police regulations and un- 
friendly territorial legislation drive out or 
exclude the slave property of the Southern- 
ers. They regarded that position as little 
better than abolitionism, or than that of the 
Republican party, and they declared they 
would néver support any man for President 
holding such views. 

The convention failed to nominate. An- 
other convention was held, at which only 
Northern delegates appeared, with few ex- 
ceptions, and it placed Douglas in nomina- 
tion. And’ another convention was held of 
the Southern wing of the Democratic party 
and it placed Jehn C. Breckinridge in nomi- 
nation, who proclaimed exactly the 
epposite doctrine of Douglas on the 
power squatters to exclude. slav- 
ery in territories, and the Demo- 
cratic party was thus hopeléssly rent 
in twain. The final result at the polls was 
the triumphant election of Lincoln to the 
Presidency, he carrying about all the North- 
ern States and Breckinridge nearly all 
the Southern States, and Douglas practical- 
ly no State. 

Two or three days after the election of 
1860, learning that the active workers of the 
Republican party in the State were calling 
on Mr. Lincoln in Springfield from all parts 
of Illinois to congratulate him on_his tri- 
umphant election to the Presidency, [ 
concluded to make the same pilgrimage and 
went down on the Alton cars with a num- 
ber of other Chicagoans, reaching there in 
the morning. After breakfast I walked up 
to the old {@ate-House in the public square 
of that city, where Mr. Lincoln was holding 
his levee in the office of the Secretary of 
State. After passing into the room, which 
was quite full of men, Mr. Lincoln saw me 
and advanced to where I was and extended 
his hand and gave me a very cordial grip. 
I congratulated him on his great success 
and hoped for him a useful and successful 
administration. He bent his head down 
to my ear and said in low tones, something 
like this: 

*“Do you recollect the argument we had 
on the way up to Freeport two years ago over 
mIny question that I was going to ask Judge 
Douglas about the power of squatters to 
exclude slavery from territories?” And I 
replied that I recollected it very well. * 

‘** Now,” said he, ‘‘ don’t you think I was 
right in putting that question to him?’ 

I said: ** Yes, Mr. Lincoln, you were, and 
we were both right. Douglas’ reply to that 
question undoubtedly hurt him badly for 
the Presidency, but it elected him to the Sen- 
ate at that time, as I feared it would.”’ 

Lincoln then gave me a broad smile and 
said: ‘*‘ And I have won the place that he 
was playing for.’’ We both laughed, and 
the matter was never again referred to. 

I have recalled this episode in Mr. Lin- 
coln’s career for the purpose of showing his 
remarkable keenness as a controversalist. 
Douglas himself was a debater of great 
power, but he was really no match for Lin- 
coln in making points and in incisiveness in 
debate. LAncoln was unquestionably the 
sharpest and strongest man in discussion 
with an antagonist who put him on his met- 
tle that the West has ever produced. This 
famous question looked very innocent ina 
casual reading, and appeared to be a blun- 
der in the eyes of some of the leaders in the 
party at that time; but it is the velvet paw 
which conceals the sharp claws beneath 
it. Mr. Douglas ‘gave himself away,” 
to use a slang term, completely on that oeca- 
sion, and fell into Lincoln’s trap, rendering 
his election to the Presidency impossible. 
Whether he saw clearly the intended effect 
of Mr. Lincoln’s interrogatory or not I have 
no means of knowing, as I never discussed 
the matter with Judge Douglas. Perhaps 
he concluded that it presented a dilemma, 
and that the bluntest horn to take was the 
one he did—viz.: to placate and conciliate his 
own people and secure his reélection to the 
Senate, trusting to the two years’ time be- 
fore the Presidential convenfion to render 
his position acceptable tothe South. But he 
failed to accomplish that purpose. The South 
grew more and more hostile and implacable 
tcwards him as they studied his Freeport 
reply to Lincoln, and*finally came to believe 
that he was.an unsafé man for them to sup- 
port for the Presidency; and they took the 
desperate resolution to defeat him at all 
hazards and let the Republicans have thé 
Presidency. Atall events that was the out- 
come of the whole matter.

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| FIVE HUNDRED MILES OF ELECTRIC STREET RAILROADS 
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Electric Lines Now Exceed in Extent All Other Lines | 
of Transportation in Chicago—Many Inter- | | 
esting Short Excursions Which 
May Be Made About 
the City.

Construction of Trolley Lines Involving Millions of Sesresaiiany 
‘Dollars, a Great Increase in Transportation Fa- 
cilities Cutting in Half the Operating 
Expenses, and a New Impetus 
to the City’s Growth. 
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HE most important development of 
electric transportation lines now go- 
ing on anywhere in the world is 
nearing completion in Chicago. The 
electric lines built here within the 

. last year, or to be completed within 
the next few months, if stretched out ina 
line would make a double-track railroad 
from here to Omaha. Chicago. was slow to 
accept electricity as a motive power for sur- 
face transportation, and by that hesitation 
has profited much. The equipment of elec- 
tric ines now being built is of the best im- 
proved type. The character of the struct- 
ure, the speed, ease, and safety of operation, 


the improvements in the method of construc- , 


tion, all show the valuable lessons which 
the experience of other cities has taught. 
The street railway equipment in Chicago will 
probably serve for some time as a model. 

A year ago the first outward sign was giv- 
en of the conversion of horse car lines into 
electric roads on the Yerkes system. The 
first poles were set less than a year ago. It 
is indeed but a little over twelve months 
since the electrical department was organ- 
ized, and J. R. Chapman was brought here 
from Grand Rapids to take charge of the 
work. Within that year as great wonders 
have been accomplished by General Man- 
eger Chapman and Electrician August Han- 
sen in the way of quick mechanical design- 
ing 4nd construction as were seen in some of 
the departments of the World’s Fair build- 
ing. The Yerkes system. alone will, when 
the work at present in hand is completed, 
have a total street mileage of 161.03 miles of 
‘electric line, or about 300 miles ‘of single 
track. 

The first of these new lines was opened a 
few weeks ago. Within the next thirty days 
many. miles more of the trolley lines will be 
put in operation, and during the summer 
the whole great work of equipping with elec- 
tricity the entire 300 miles will be practical- 
ly completed. When finished there will be 
five power stations, capable of developing 
over 25,000 horse power. There will have 
been displaced 10,000 head of horses, where 
the trolley cars have taken the place of the 
old horse-car lines, and there will have been 
constructed many miles of entirely new lines 
where electricity will be the motive power. 

The extent of this electric development, 
its importance both in its bearing upon the 
growth of the street railway business and 
upon the real estate development and future 
growth of the city, are as yet little under- 
stood by the citizens. In the history of Chi- 
cago there has seldom been a single factor 
of more significance or one that will have a 
more far-réaching effect in shaping the 
growth and development of the city than the 
building of this great network of electric 
lines, which bring into quick communication 
with the business center miles upon miles 
of territory heretofore shut out almost en-- 
tirely from ang reasonably rapid transpor- 
tation facilities. Any one who wishes to 
form an intelligent idea of the direction and 
development the city’s growth is to take in 
the next few years must make a systematic 
study of the work that is now being done, 
of the direction in which the trolley lines 
are being stretched, and of the revolution in 


transportation methods which the rapidly | 


moving trolley cars bring. 

This development is already following 
with great rapidity the direction of the few 
lines now started. The electric line out 
the old Elston road, for instance, was start- 
ed only a few weeks ago, and it ran intoa 
territory which has long offered many nat- 
ural advantages, but has been provided with 
poor rtation facilities. The num- 
ber of new roofs that are now to be seen. 
from an Elston avenue car window are to 
be counted by the hundreds. There are

homes are not costly, but each one of them 
will soon contain a family, and every family 
's worth at least $30 a year to a street rail- 


‘way company. The next census will show 


astonishing development of population 
hroughout those sections where the new 
electric lines have pushed their way. 

The development of electric transporta- 
tion interests in Chicago, of course, is not 
confined to the Yerkes system, although 
that is the most important single interest. 
The City railway has equipped many miles 
of electric road; there has been a great de- 
velopment south of the City railway’s ter- 
ritory in the Calumet region. The Metro-

that being the first important elevated rail- 
d in the world to be operated with elec- 
ric motive power. Taken altogether, the 
development of electric transportation in- 
terests in Chicago now nearing completion 
forms one of the most notable movements to 
be found at any time in the city’s growth. 
The map which accompanies this article 
shows the complete mileage of the system. 
It indicates how fully the territory is cov- 
ered, and shows the direction in which the 
new development is going on. The owner- 
ship of the various companies is indicated 
by different linés in the drawing. It should 
be noted that every line in the drawing is a 
street railway line. There are no lines to 
indicate streets unoccupied by street rail-' 
ways, horse car lines, section lines, or other 
divisions on an ordinary map. Neither are 
any of these lines merely: projected street 
railroads. All of them are already com- 
pleted or their construction is well under 
way and will, with hardly an exception, be 
completed before the autumn. When it is 
remembered that oy all this work 
of converting the horse car lines into elec- 
tric lines an@ the extending of the trolley 
system has nh mapped out and executed 
within a year 


of the electric lines is compared with the 
‘mileage of the cable lines the importance of 
the increased transportation faeilities can 
be seen.

TWO HUNDRED MILES OF STREETS. 


Surface Lines of the Yerkes System Aggre- 
gate Nearly 400 Miles of Track. 

The whole system as at present outlined 
comprises a little less than 200 miles of 
streets. To be exact, there is now either 
completed or well under way 196.93 miles of 
streets. The track mileage will be nearly 
double that, for in nearly every case there 
are two tracks on a street. Of this total 161 
miles of streets are equipped with electricity, 
twenty-four with cable, and nearly twelve 
will continue to be operated by horses. The 
mileage of the West Chicago system is of 
course the greatest; that og the North Chica- 
go comes next; and then the Cicero and Pro- 
viso. This latter road now has nearly eigh- 
teen miles of electric line, but will before 
long have a great addition to that mileage. 
The plans of the company contemplate the 
construction of lines which will serve com- 
pletely the territory through which it passes. 
That indeed may be said of all the com- 
panies, and the table of mileage which is 
given herewith will probably not long hold 
good as an accurate index to the system. 

There has been prepared in the following 
table the most comprehensive view of the 
lines of the Yerkes system that has ever 
been made public. The figtites are official 
and they show in complete’ detail the loca- 
tion and mileage of every rod of track be- 
longing to the surface company now com- 
prising the Yerkes system. One cannot but 
be struck by the great number of streets 
traversed by the complete gridironing of the 
territory covered and by the comprehensive 
way in which the system has been planned 
so as to hold in its grasp the territory as 
against any newcomers. Some of these 
companies which now make up the system 
were organized as competitors and made 
such progress in securing right of way that 
the projectors of the lines at last forced a 
market from the people interested in the ex- 
isting roads. 

The details of the mileage of the com- 
panies which make up the system are as fol- 
lows:

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COMPANIES COMPRISING THE SYSTEM. 


Capital of All the Yerkes Transportation 
Lines Reaches Nearly $125,000,000. 
What is known as the Yerkes system of 
surface transportation companies in Chi- 
cago now includes ten distinct corporations. 
They are built around the nucleus of the 


. West Chicago Street railroad company and 


the North Chicago Street railroad company, 
and are all intimately connected with those 
two corporations. Charles T. Yerkes and 
D. H. Louderback are the controlling spirits 
inallofthem. The aggregate capital, meas- 
ured by its par value and not by its market 
quotations, which would be far above the 
par value, will now aggregate; stock and 
bonds, nearly $60,000,000, and before the 
completion of the work at present in hand 
will probably fully reach that figure. Only 
eight of the ten companies now have se- 
curities outstanding. The Ogden Electric 
Street railway company, which is to connect 
with the Cicero and Proviso system and 
build in the direction of Riverside, has as 
yet issued no securities, although the plans 
are well in hand for the early construction 
of the line. The Lake Shore Electric rail- 
road company has been incorporated with a 
capital of $10,000,000 and with the purpose 
of extending in the direction of Milwaukee 
the line which now runs to Evanston. No 
definite steps have yet been taken with that 
enterprise, and its capital is not included 
in the $60,000,000 figure. There might also 
be added in any total figures showing the 
aggregate capitalization of the Yerkes 
transportation system the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad with bonds and stock of $17,- 
150,000, and the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road with an authorized issue of $30,000,000 
of bonds and stock. The grand total then 
would carry the capitalization of the Yerkes 
soe nenerta tion system up to nearly $125,-

Electric Transit company is located at Ros- 
coe street and California avenue. It has 
four unjts of 700 horse power each, having 
the direct connected engines and dynamos, 
and there ig floor space for two more units, 
which can be increased to nine. It operates 
the Elston, Milwaukee, and Lincoln avenue 
lines, North avenue and al) territory lying 
north of North a@venue, except what is oper- 
ated by the North Shore plant. 

The North Chicago street railroad com- 
pany has changed practically all its horse 
car lines to electric lines. The station from 
which power will be received for these lines 
is located on Hawthorne avenue, at the head 
of Hobbie street, directly on the canal. This 
station is to have four units of 1,000 horse- 
power each, three of which are now being 
put in, and it will be ready for service July 
1. This will run the lihes of Larrabee, Sedg- 
wick, State, Division, and all of the streets 
east of the Chicago River, south of Division, 
and also Market and Kinzie streets. 

The Chicago and North Shore Electric, 
the Evanston line, has a power station on 
North Halsted street, near Lawrence ave- 
nue. This was built in 1893, and the im- 
provements which have been made in the 
last two years are lacking in this station, 
though when it was put up it was one of the 
model stations of the country. The engines 
and dynamos are separate, having been 
constructed previous to the days of direct 
connection. The present capacity of this 
plant is 800 horse-power, and there is floor 
room to double the capacity. It operates 
the Evanston line, the North Clark line, the 
Southport line, and Sheffield avenue lines, 

The fifth on the list is the power station 
of the Cicero and Proviso. It 4s located 
between Austin and Ridgeland and on West 
It was 
built in 1891 and has been outgrown by the 
rapid extension of car lines through that sec- 
tion of the city. It is now being recon- 
structed into a thoroughly modern station 
which will have a total capacity of 5,000 
horse-power. Of this amount 2,000 has al- 
ready been put in,and the whole building will 
be .ready for service by October. It is to 
operate the present lines of the Cicero and 
Proviso, to Oak Park and Maywod, by way 
of Lake street. It will also operate the lines 
of the Ogden street railway company on 
West Twenty-sixth street and on various 
other streets in this territory. 

Many of the horse barns of the street rail- 
way lines have been made over into car 
barns to accommodate the large number of 
trailers and motor cars now being run or 
to be run on the electric lines. In addition 
to this it has been found necessary to con- 
struct several new buildings for storing 
cars. There is a large one on the Elston ave- 
nue line with a capacity for 100 cars, and 
it is provided with an electric elevator and 
electrical heating apparatus, thus doing 
away with fire in the building. 

The electrical equipment of the North and 
West Chicago lines and the allied companies 
has been done-under the charge of J. R. 
Chapman, who is the manager of the elec- 
trical department. Mr. Chapman is a rec- 
ognized authority on all electrical matters, 


however, has come a kno letge which has 
had the effect of cheapenihg the construc- 
tion of the various lines increasing their 
efficiency. | 

Equipment has been reduced materially 
in its costs during the last three years. A 
motor can now be purchased for less money 
than it would have cost three years ago, and 
much better service can be obtained from 
its use. In muchrof the electrical equipments 
the cost has been reduced one-half in three 
years. New safety devices have been in- 
vented which do away with much of the 
danger which formerly existed, and which 
proved an objectionable feature to the use 
of electricity as a motive power theretofore. 
There are many inventions which have been 
put into practical use for the first time on 
the new lines of the Yerkes system. The 
electrician, Hansen, has perfected an ar- 
rangement for use on trolley poles, which 
are placed in the middle of the street be- 
tween the two tracks, by which rigidity of 
the cross-arm has been done away with. 
Instead of stringing the trolley wire direct- 
ly on the cross-arm, which is immovable, a 
wire has been stretched from the pole to the 
end of the cross-arm, protected by double 
insulation, and this acts as a spring or cush- 
ion for the trolley pole In passing. Under 
the old system the trolley pole was likely 
to leave the wire when the car was going at 
a high rate of speed under the rigid crosg- 
arm. This is in use nowhere except on th 
new lines of Yerkes’ system. 


In all the new tracks that have been laid | 


an eighty-five pound, eight-inch girder rail, 
enjoined with six six-bolt fish plates, have 
beén used. In some of the special work 
ninety-five pound sections nine inches in 
height have been laid. The rails are spiked 
directly to the ties and bonded in a thorough 
manner. The entire overhead construction 
is supported on tubular iron poles, whch are 
provided with an iron spool two feet in 
length at the surface of the ground, which is 
a little larger than the pole, and the space is 
filled with an impervious substance, which 
serves to keep the pole from rusting and adds 
at least 100 per cent to itsdurability. — 


HORSES GIVE WAY TO ELECTRICITY. 


Transforming of Street Car Lines Leaves 
100,000 Horses Out of a Jok. 

When all the present plans of the Yerkes 
system are carried out the horse will almost 
cease to be a factor in the street car trans- 
portation facilities of Chicago. As planned 
now all horse car lines with the exception of 
a few on the North Side and a few on the 
West Side will be run by electricity. This 
means a saving of 10,000 horses to the com- 
panies of this system, and it has been said 
that in all 100,000 horses which were in use 
a few years ago will be cut down to consid- 
erably less than 10,000. The old horses are 
being sold, at least such of them as are not 
needed. If*a horse has not been used too 
long on a street car it is considered valuable 
to drive to an express wagon or to do other 
work of like character. Where a horse has 


House and for 10 cents one may make the 
trip from down-town to that suburban 
town, and during the trip he will pass 
through some of the finest residence dis- 
tricts of Chicago, skirt Lincoln Park, and go 
within sight of Lake Michigan. He wilil 
pass through stretches of woods, turn the 
corners of cabbage patches, and get a taste 
of country life and country air. There is 
much that is interesting on this line, though 
it is better known to the average citizen of 


Chicago than are the other trips which may ~ 


be made on the electric lines. To make this 
trip one would take the cable from down- 
town to the limits barn on Clark stree=, 
near Diversey. Transfers are given which 
are food as far as Lawrence avenue, but if 
one is going through to Evanston a secon 
fare must be paid. The electric cars run 
into the North Chicago barn, that being the 
southern terminus of the line, though in 
reajity the Chicago and North Shore Elec- 
tric begins a mile north of there and runs 
through from that point to Evanston. There 
are plenty of side excursions to be made 


about Buena Park and Edgewater, at Ror- 


ers Park and South Evanston—all of which 
are built up with fine homes, with well laid 
out streets, and connected by the Sheridan 
drive with the great boulevard system of the 
city. Another car line runs from the barns 
to Rosehill Cemetery, and connects with the 
horse cars, which run to a meeting point with 
the North Shore. This could be taken on the 
return trip, and would permit the excursio?- 
ist to see more.of the city than he would to 
return by the same line. This excursion 
complete requires, counting for incidental 
delays, two hours and thirty minutes and 
costs 20 cents. 

Off to the northwest there are two great 
thoroughfares, one of which is well known 
and the other comparatively unknown to the 
people of the city. Milwaukee avenue is one 
of the oldest streets in the city. A cable 
line runs on this as far as Western avenue, 
and there an electric car connects, running 
out to Jeffersonville. Running parallel with 
Milwaukee avenue and only a short distance 
to the east is Elston avenue. On this is one 


‘of the best of the new electric lines, which 


has only recently been put in operation. The 
excursionist who takes a trip over the Elston 
avenue line will get an idea of where the 
present development in Chicago is going on. 
There are hundreds of houses going up on 
either side, and subdivisions which were va- 
cant ground three or four years ago are now 
built solidly with homes, and stores, and 
churches. There is more building going on 
along Elston avenue, perhaps, than on any 
other street in Chicago. For the most part 
the building being done is in the way of im- 
provements of property owned by well-to- 
do-workingmen. The electric car line starts 
at Milwaukee avenv® and runs out the entire 
length of Elston avenue, nearly seven miles. 
There are interesting histories ‘connected 
with both Milwaukee avenue and Elston ave- 
nue which the excursionist would do well to 
learn before starting on his trip. ,It was El- 
ston road until a short time ago, und it was 
named after Daniel Elston, who came to 
Chicago in the early ’30s and secured a farm 
on the banks of the North Branch of the Chi- 
cago River. He had for near neighbors 
Archibald Clybourn, after whom Clybourn 
avenue is named, and Joseph Bickerdike, 
who was % prominent citizen of Chicago in 
the early days. The Clybourn mansion stood 
near the present Elston avenue, and it was 
one of the palatial homes of the times, It 
was a pretentious brick house, built in the 
colonial style, ‘and it stood until recently. 
Avondale, one of the old subdivisions, is on 
this street, and Under-the-Linden, which 
was laid out only a short time age, is on 
property adjoining the Avondale subdivis- 
ion. Washington Hesing was one of the 
owners of the last-named property. 

The Northwestern plank road was the 
name first given to the present Milwaukee 
avenue. It is older than Chicago’s-corpo- 
rate existence, and it was considered one of 
the principal thoroughfares from the earli- 
est day down to the present time. It is the 
artery to the Northwest, and was traveled 
by the farmers before the time of the rail- 
roads, and this fact alone gave it great im- 
portance, which it retains to this day. It 
extends through the Townships of Jeffer- 
son, Niles, and Wheeling, which, then, as 
now, were subdivided into small farms of 
from ten to forty acres. As the town has 


been extended these farms have one by one | 


been converted into city lots and built upon, 
but after leaving the cable line and taking 
an electric car one dozens of truck 
farms which are still cultivated by the ow n- 
ers, and which bring a good return. Just 
before the fire the city authorities saw tne 
necessity for extending this thoroughfare to 
the business center and a viaduct was built 
across the network of tracks so as to give 
farmers free access to the main business 
part of town. In extending to Lake street, 
which was done at that time, the famous 
old hotel of pioneer times known as Wolf's 
Point, was moved. The old building is still 
standing near Milwaukee and Lake. 

The first subdivision of any importance in 
this section of the town was Holstein, laid 
out in 1854 by Lewis W. Clark, Ezra L. Sher- 
man, and Asahel Pierce, just north of North 
avenue and extending out as far as the 
Armitage road. Holstein’s first tmprove- 
ments were a blacksmith shop, a saloon, and 
a Justice's office. Holstein was then so far 
away from Chicago the projectors of the 
subdivision found it necessary to put on a 
line of ‘buses, which ran until the panié of 
1856 swept the stages and the projectors into 
the Sheriff's hands. It was an accommodat- 
ing stage line, and if a passenger did not have 
5 cents for fare he would be carried for noth- 
ing. This is: one of the good old customs 
which is not kept up by the Yerkes system. 
A half mile beyond Holstein was a land- 
mark of that day, Powell’s Tavern, which 
stood at the intersection of the plank road 
and Armitage road. The first toll gate es- 
tablished in the vicinity of Chicago was on 
this road a short distance beyond Armitage 
avenue. It was started by A. J. Snell, and 
this and other toll gates laid the foundation 
for his-fortune. There was a settlement of 
negroes in this vicinity just previous to the 
war, and a good deal of unfavorable com- 


ment occurred over its establishment. They 


were prosperous and well-to-do, however, 
and some of their descendants live today 
upon the land bought by their fathers at 
that time.

Five Modern, Well-Built Stations—Details 
of Construction and Equipment. 
Five power stations will supply the current 
for running the cars on the various electric 
lines of the North and West Sides. These 
power stations are of different sizes and ca- 
pacities, meeting the present, and, it is in- 
tended, the future requirements of the ter- 
ritory served by the lines the power. for 
which is taken from the station. They are 
all being built according to the latest ap- 
a ie for ap > haan equipment and 
P mprovement known at th 
day is being added. Dice rags 
ist in importance, because of its loca- 
tion and its capacity, is the Western avenue 
power house, at Western avenue and Wash- 
ington boulevard. The first engine on this 
line will be running by June 1, and by 
1 it will be completed. It will develop 12,000 
horse power from six direct connected dyna- 
mos of 2,000 horse pewer each. It will fur- 
nish power for sixty-five miles of street 
and will run 500 cars in round numbers. 
There is no power station in the world 
which exceeds it in capacity and only one 
which equals it, that one being in Brooklyn. 
The electric lines for which it will furnish 
current are Western avenue, Robey 
land avenue, Division street; Chicago 
avenue, Indiana street, Van Buren street, 
Harrison stree 


The Garden City station of the Chicago 
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employed at nearly all the railroad cross- 
ings, which reduces to a minimum the dan- 
ger of a collision. Connected with the sem- 
aphore arms or with the crossing gates are 
wires leading up into the tower*where the 
gateman is stationed, which absolutely con- 
trol a section of the wire on either side of 
the tracks. When a train is approaching 
and the gates are let down this section of 
the wire is automatically cut off and 
the car is thus cut off from _ the 
eurrent. If the motorman should not be 
attending to his business and should fail 
to see the signals displayed for him to stop 
it would make no particular difference. 
The motive power would be cut off and the 
ear would come toa standstill and it could 
not move again until the gates were put up 
after the train had passed. The putting up

Chicago Suburbs Which May Be Reached at 
Small Cost. 

Delightful excursions may now be made 
by the citizens of Chicago who wish to know 
more of their city and never before had the 
time, money, or opportunity to d¢ so, and 
whose knowledge has been confined to cer-

electric lines parallel each 
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S varied as the needs of modern civ- 
ilization, of which they are among 
the chief promoters, are the 
achievements of the inventors who 
have their homes in and about Chi- 
cago. They are a numerous and 

brilliant company, albeit so quiét and ex- 
clusive in their constant industry that, out- 
side of the particular lines in which they 
work, they are unknown to each other. 
Many of them are astute and successful bus- 
iness-men who have built up large industries 
through their inventions. Others are in- 
ventors by profession, and are connected 
with great enterprises at salaries ranging 
from $5,000 to $20,000 a year. Still others 
work independently and digpose of their 
patented improvements to the highest bid- 
der. 

_ A pioneer among Chicago inventors was 
Cyrus H, McCormick, who forty years ago, 
with prophetic vision, saw the coming great- 
ness of * the city by the inland sea.’’ Com- 
ing from his old home in Virginia he passed

many points of seemingly greater promise 
and located here. It was in 1831 that Mr. 
McCormick invented the machine upon 
which all other grain-cutting machines are 
based. He was a great promoter as well as 
inventor. It is related of him that at the 


_ time of the exposition at the Crystal Palace | 


in London in 1851 he was ridiculed when he 
asserted what he could do with his machine. 
Articles appeared, especially in the London 
Times, pointing out the absurdity of his as- 
sumption, but he simply said: “ Wait and 
gsee.”” When the time came to demonstrate 
what could be dene with his reaper, which 
was the first to combine a practical arrange- 
ment of reciprocating knife moved through 
fixed fingers, a platform, a reel, and a di- 
vider, to the astonishment of those gathered 
to see him fail, he did all that he assumed 
The London Times 


Cormick had demonstrated was worth more 
to England than the cost of the entire ex- 
position. e 

An interesting fact in this connection is 
that Mr. Hobbs, of Yale lock fame, was 
with Mr. McCormick, and they were the 


_sole representatives of American invention 


of any importance at the exposition. Al- 
though this was so. when Mr. McCormick 
had cut a field of grain with his reaper and 
Mr. Hobbs had given forth the assertion 
that he could open ary lock in England but 
no one could open his lock, and had proven 
his boast, all other inventions were by com- 
parison considered insignificant and Amer- 
ica led the world. 

In 1878 Mr. McCormick was made a corre- 
sponding member of the French Academy 
of Science as “‘ having done more for the 
cause of agriculture than any other living 
man.”’ 

In addition to his genius as an inventor 
Mr. McCormick was a man of tremendous 
persevcrance and untiring energy, and it 
was this remarkable union of qualities 
which enabled him to establish the immense 
‘works which now turn out a complete har- 
vesting machine each minute of the day. 
Wheri it is taken into account that these ma- 
chines must do perfect work and yet be so 
constructed that they can be successfully 
used by persons quite unskilled irf the use 
of machinery the magnitude of the under- 
taking can be realized. It certainly is not 
éasy of belief that in a space of forty years 
such marvels have been wrought. It was 
in 1845 that it took Mr. McCormick = six 
months to get fifty such machines from the 
East to Chicago, and now from the works 
he established here sixty perfect machines 
are being sent out each hour by fast express 
to all parts of the world. 

‘Phe first automatic self-binder was the 
invention of Sulvanious D. Locke. It was 
accomplished with wire by the rotary sys- 
tem, and was in universal use until M. L. 


binding with cord, which he perfected in 


_ 1874. Although John F. Appleby developed 


the idea and took out patents which brought 
him in large returns, Mr. Gorham’s widow 
received $140,000 for this one patent, which 
shows how profitable successful invention 
is since the “ statute of monopolies” of 
James I. has been enlarged and developed 


into the laws which now obtain and which 
give the inventor a limited monopoly of the 
product of his brain. 

Another inventor whose patent is used in 
the McCormick works, although by no 
means confined to them, is Henry E. Prede- 
mor, who has invented a process for making 
molds by machinery. One hundred tons of 


metal are used in the McCormick works daily 


and only three molders are employed. The 
rest is done by Mr. Predemor’s machinery. 

A leading Chicago inventor, who is inter- 
nationally known through his electrical in- 
ventions, is Prof. Elisha Gray, LL. D., Ph. 
D. Prof. Gray says that he cannot remem 
ber the time when he was not inventing, 
and that even when he was a small boy he 
firmly believed that he should some time 
invent something which would be of great 
value to the world. 

The death of his father when he was but a 
lad made it necessary for him to support 
himself. Hearing that at Oberlin College 
there were exceptional opportunities offered 
students who were dependent on their own 
exertions, he left his native Town of Barnes- 
ville, O., and proceeded te Oberlin. While 
there he gave special attention to physical 
science, and his first practical inventions 
were appliances used in the class-room in 
making experiments. 

At that time Prof. Gray had some idea of 
entering the ministry, but a woman who was 
afterwards his mother-in-law dissuaded him 
by remarking that “it would be a pity to 
spoil a good mechanic to make a poor min- 
ister.’’ Indeed, to this woman and her 
daughter Prof. Gray declares he owes the 
encouragement and inspiration which have 
enabled him to achieve what he has ac- 
complished in the scientific world. 

Prof. Gray’s first electrical invention was 
a self-adjusting telegraphic relay which 
made him acquainted with Gen. Stager, 
who furnished him facilities for experiment- 


- {mg on the lines of the Western Union Tele- 


graph company. Soon he formed a partner- 
shfp with B. M. Barton and Gen. Stager for 
the manufacture of electrical appliances, 
While engaged in this business he perfected 
the type-writing telegraph, the telegraphic 
repeater, telegraphic switch, the annuncia- 
tor, and’ many other similar inventions. 
Prof. Gray organized the Western Electri- 
cal Manufacturing company of Chicago, 
which ie one of the largest concerns of the 
kind in the world. b 

It was in 1874 that Prof. Gray began his 
research in telephony. to note 
that a secondary coil connected with the 
zine lining of a dry bath-tub which he held 
in one hand gave rise to a sound made with 
the other hand on the lining of the tub, 
Which was the same in pitch and quality, he 
began a series of experiments that led to the 
discovery that musical sounds could be, 
transmitted over a wire. He went abroad 
and made a special study of

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close of the Paris Expgsition of 1878, in 
recognition of his distinguished achieve- 
ments, Prof. Gray was made Chevalier’ of 
the Legion of Honor, and American col- 
leges conferred upon him the degrees of 
Doctor of Laws and Doctor of Science. 

Prof. Gray was for some years connected 
with the Postal Telegraph company and 
brought the lines of that system under 
ground into Chicago. He also devised a 
general underground telegraph system for 
the city. His latest invention is the telauto- 
graph. By means of this ingenious inven- 
tioh anyone who can write can send a mes- 
sage or letter which is at once reprceduced, 
in fac simile, at the other end of the wire. 
Pen-and-ink portraits can also be repro- 
duced as readily as a written message. As 
no operator is nécessary telautograph mes- 
Sages are as private as a letter. 

Py os Gray has his laboratory, workshop, 
and home at Highland Park, where he spends 
his time in investigation and experiment. 
Withal Prof. Gray is a pleasant man to 
know. In his energy and untiring industry 
he shows his Scotch-Irish extraction and in 
his social relations the genial suavity of his 
Southern-born mother. 

The most important of the numerous in- 
ventions patented by Milo G. Kellogg is the 
multiplex telephone switchboard, which is 
in universal use. Mr. Kellogg has taken out 
twenty-five patents and now has 150 pend- 
ing. Most of these are for various sorts of 
telephone appliances. In speaking of his 
work he says that he has found that to be 
successful he must devote himself to one 
line of invention, and he therefore gives his 
whole attention to improvements in connec- 
tion with the telephone. 


It was through Mr. Kellogg’s unaided ef-, 


forts that the Department of Justice at 
Washington was convinced that the Ber- 
liner patent was illegally issued and the At- 
torney-General, under instructions from 
President Harrison, began the suit to annul 
it. This guit resuited in breaking down the 


» Edison and Berliner patents and making 


telephone competition, possible. 

For the last twenty*five years Mr. Kellogg 
has been a resident of Chicago. He came 
here directly after graduating from the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, N. Y., to join his friend, 
E. M. Barton, who is now President of the 
Western Electric company, and who was 
then of the firm of Giray & Barton, manu- 
facturers of electric appliances. For ten 
years Mr. Kellogg was Superintendent of 
the Western Electric company, successors 
of Gray & Barton. He retired from this 
position to devote himself to looking after 
his private business and those inventions he 
had perfected and others he had in hand. 

Mr. Kellogg is modest about his achieve- 
ments and does not seem to think there is 
anything remarkable about anything he has 
done. His fellow-workers in the same line, 
however? hold a different opinion and con- 
sider him one of the leading inventors in the 
especial department of electricity to which 
he devotes himself. He leads the life of a 
scholarly student and a quiet, successful 
business-man combined. Like a large pro- 
portion of the leading inventors of the pres- 
ent day Mr. Kellogg is soundly practical and 
matter of fact and is quite as capable asa 
businessman as he is brilliant as an inventor. 
He is constantly at work on various prob- 
lems, and as he is still a young man it is 
more than probable that he will accomplish 
even more important work than he has yet 
achieved. 

Just now Mr. Kellogge’s name is being 
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prominently connected with the organiza- 
tion of the Standard Telephone company of 
New York. Ina recent intérview the Presi- 
dent of that company said that Mr. Kelloge 
controlled the only telephone switchboard 
system. which could be used in large cities in 
competition with the Bell telephone ex- 
change. 

With the exception of Mr. Edison Charles 
E, Scribner of this city has taken out more 
patents than any other electrical inventor 
in America. He confines his investigations 
to electric light and telephony and has taken 
out over 200 patents and has a large number 
pending. He has fora number of years been 
the principal inventor and electrician of the 
In- 
deed, the electric light business of this com- 
pany is really the creation of Mr. Scribner, 
as are many other things which tend to 
make this concern one of the largest and 
most important in this or any other country. 

One of Mr. Scribner’s more important in- 
ventions is the regulator of the dynamo- 
electric machines of the Western Electric 
company, concerning which there has been 
a good deal of litigation which has been de- 
cided in favor of Mr. Scribner and his com- 
pany. He is also the inventor of various arc 
lamps which have been successful. 

Although Mr. Scribner is in a way swal- 
lowed up by the great corporation by which 
he is employed, he is well known by elec- 
tricians and is not only greatly valued by 
the company whose business he has helped 
to build up, but his ability and service is 
enthusiastically acknowledged by the lead- 
ing members of the company. 

For fully a quarter of a century Milan 
Cc. Bullock has been closely identified with 
the manufacturing of mining machinery in 
this country. Although Mr. Bullock mod- 
estly denies that he has any Jegitimate 
claims to be ranked as an inventor, sinc® 
his work in this line has not been continu- 
ous, he has taken out a large number of suc- 
cessful patents. More than this, they have 
been in new fields where there was no prece- 
dent to work from. Inanumber of instances 
Mr. Bullock’s applications for patents were 
granted without a single reference to par- 
ties alreay working in the same field, and 
later he secured patents in all the foreign 
countries named in the list of patents with- 
out a single citation. This is by no means 
a common thing in these last days of the 
nineteenth century, which has produced 
more labor-saving machinery than have all 
the ages which preceded it.: When there is 
such constantly accelerated progress in all 
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lines of invention that, while there is plenty 
of room for improvement, there is little that 
is absolutely new. 

Among the numerotts patents which have 
been granted Mr. Byllock are. the following: 
Stamp mills, a number of steam engines, 
several for diamoyd drill machines; chan- 
neling machines for quarries, long-hole proc- 
ess for shaft sinking and tunnel driving, 
frictionless roller bearings, percussion rock 
drills, hoisting machinery, air compressers, 
well boring and deep soundings, the art of 
core drilling and removing of the core with- 
out withdrawing the entire line of rods. In 
addition to these Mr. Bullock has invented 
a large number of labor-saving appliances 
for both mining and machine shop practice. 
In speaking of hi# work Mr. Bullock says: 

**T have never flattered myself that I was 
much of a fellow, #hd, like the village black- 
smith, I have been content to plod along 
and do each day the work that has been pre- 
sented. I am quite satisfied that some 
things I have worked out help my fellow- 
workers to dotheir work cheaper and easier, 
- in doing so I have lightened their bur- 

ns.” . 

Mr. Bullock is a native of Granville, N. ¥. 
It was not until he was 24 years old that he 
apprenticed himself to learn the trade of a 
machinist. When he had served eighteen 
months he was made foreman in a shop 
where between thirty and forty men were 


employed, lr. Bullock was in 1870 Superin- 
. tendent of the Pennsylvania Diamond Drili |

surface) sunk by a diamond drill, About 
this time, in connection with Jacob Shelby. 
Mr. Bullock brought out and patented the 
“long hole process” of shaft sinking. Later 
Mr. Bullock became General Superintendent 
of the American Diamond Drill company of 
New York. His first work for the company 
was to introduce the diamond drill at Hell 
Gate, in the harbor, where it was success- 
fully used by Gen. Newton. Mr. Bullock 
also introduced this drill for prospecting 
purposes among all the leading mines and 
quarries of the Eastern States. 

It_was Mr. Bullock who built the plant 
used by Gen. Henry Meigs of Lima, Peru, in 
drivihg the famous Mount Aroya tunnel 
through the Andes at a height of nearly 14,- 
000 feet above the sea level. It was, at the 
time, the highest tunnel in the world. 

It was in 1878, after the failure of the Amer- 
feati Diamond Drill company, that Mr. Bul- 
lock came to Chicago and established the M, 
C. Bullock Manufacturing company. Mr. 
Bullock is a thorough-going business-man 
and deciares that he is an carnest believer 
in the genius of hard work. Personally he ig 


genial and kindly, and to méet him is to be 


certain that, like, Abou Ben Adhem, he is a 
lover of his fellow-men as wellas an invent- 
or and business-man of unusual ability. 
Prominent among inventors who have tak- 
en out numerous patents related to rolling- 
mill practice or mechanisms for producing 
new or special products in iron and steel is 
Harvey W. Fowler. During the last few 
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years Mr. Fowler has taken out between 
thirty and forty United States and foreign 
patents in these lines. 

The first patent of Mr. Fowler's which at- 
tracted special attention both in this coun- 
try and abroad was for a curiously-devised 
set of rollers which automatically produced 
finished railway track ‘spikes at a speed 
fully ten timés greater than any machine 
had ever produced them before. The ca- 
pacity of this mae@hine is over 1,200 spikes a 
minute. 

Mr. Fowler has also patented several im- 
purtant improvements in the practice of roll- 
ing metals and the construction of rolling- 
mill trains. Among them is a simple and 
ingenious device by which a train of rollers 
is reversed at will without checking the 
speed or reversing the motion of the driving 
engine. 

In 1886 and 1887 Mr. Fowler patented and 
constructed a novel and gigantic machine 
for rolling solid steel car wheels complete in 
one operation. This big machine with its 
attachments weighs 170 tons. So perfect is 
this machine that from the first wheel 
placed within its embrace to the last one 
turned out not the slightest alteration ina 
single detail has been necessary. The wheel 
produced and the entire method of its manu- 
facture has attracted the attention of rail- 
way managers througheut the world. At 
the time the English, German, and French 
engineers came to this country a few years 
ago they visted Mr. Fowler’s works in a 
bedy to witness the production of these 
wheels am were at once delighted and as- 
tonished. 

Mr, Fowler is just in the prime of life and 
is likely in his vigorous maturity to do better 
work than he has yet achieved. 

Of the numerous inventions patented by 
D. J. Powers the most important is a loom 
for weaving wire goods, and especially wire 
mattresses. He is a thorough business-man 
as well as an inventor, and through his in- 
ventions has placed himself at the head of 
one of Chicago’s large and prosperous manu- 
factories. 

Mr. Powers is a natural inventor. When 
he was a lad of 13 years, on the Vermont 
farm where he was born, he constructed a 
rude but practical wood turning lathe, with 
which he manufactured apple-paring ma- 
chines and other useful devices for the 
country folk. Later he learned the trade of 
a machinist in all its branches, and from 
that time to the present he has been con- 
stantlvy inventing. 

In addition to the conduct of the large 
nmanufactery of which he is President and 
the new inventions which are constantly en- 
gaging his attention Mr. Powers has a large 
practice as a scientific and mechanical ex- 
pert in patent litigation. Although Mr. 
l’owers is past 80 years of age he is hale and 
active and certainly does not look much 
more than half his years. 

Prominent among the younger Chicago 
inventors for whom the initiated predict an 
exceptionally brilliant future is B. C. White. 
Up to date his most important invention is 
a machine for making pressed brick, which 
took the only award at the World’s Fair. 
Mr. White was further honored by being in- 
vited to place a model of his invention in the 
Patent Office exhibit in the Government 
Building at the World’s Fair as illustrating 
the greatest advance fin the art of brick- 
making. This machine, which is called the 
Boyd brick press, turns out 30,000 perfect 
brick a day. ~ 

Mr. White is not only an inventor but a 
successful business-man. He is a member 


of the firm of Chisholm, Boyd & White. 
manufacturers oft the machinery he invent- 
ed, which is now in use in all parts of the 
world, Although this is the most important 
invention Mr. White has patented he has 
worked out many other important problems 
in clay-working machines, and there are 
others which he is now engaged in solving. 

Mr. White is not only a resident but a na- 
tive of Chicago. He graduated from the En- 
glewood public schools when he was 15 and 
began his business career. After being con- 
nected with a number of prominent man- 
ufacturers as mechanical engineer and su- 
perintendent he opened an engineering office 
on his own account. He built up a success- 
ful business and was consulting engineer 
for several great manufacturing concerns 
in the East as well as the West. It was 
while engaged in his engineering business 
that his attention was called to the oppor- 
tunity for improvement in the line of brick- 
making machinery. 

A Chicago inventor whose name has been 
for years a household word is H. G. Good- 
rich, who patented what is known as the 
“Goodrich sewing machine attachments.” 
There was a mint of money in these inven- 
tions, but unfortunately Mr. Goodrich was 
not as successful in his investments as with 
his: inventions, and for several years he has 
not put forth anything new. 

William Westlake was a resident of Chi- 
cago when he patented the car lamps, lan- 
terns, and small oil stoves that bear his 
name and made him a rich man. 

The big firm of Norton Bros., manufactur- 
ers of all sorts of tin goods, especially cans 
for putting up fruits and vegetables, has 
been built up through the inventions of EB. 
Norton, who has patented numerous ma- 
chines for doing perfect work with marvel- 
ous speed. 

An ingenious and successful contrivance 
for regulating and holding artificial heat to 
within two degrees of the same temperature 
for any length of time has been patented 
and is being generally introduced by Will-

Nothing Contained in Christian Doctrine 
to Make Incineration of the Dead Ob- 
jectionable—Burial Largely a Mattef of 
Sentiment=How It Can Prove Detri- 
mental to the Welfare of the Living 
in Crowded Communities — Question 
Brought Up by Recept Masonic Action. 


Is crematicn a Christigh disposition of the 
remains of our dead? Pennsylvania it has 
just been declared by Masonic authority not 
to be a Christian burial. In fact, the Masons 
refused to attend the funeral of a brother of 
high standing in the order if the body was to 
be incinerated, and owing to the decision of 
Judge Arnold, Grand Master of Pennsy!l- 
yania. the original inténtion to cremate was 
abandoned. But there is ajwide difference of 
opinion between the head of the Masonic 
order in Pennsylvania and the clergymen who 
preside in the leading churches of Chicago.

In this gentle surrounding, where decay 
seems to cease, | cannot see where there can be 
a violation of Christian law or a_ touch 
of desecration. Suppose some of these Indians 
are Christians, as they are, can you conceive any- 
thing at variance with God in this mode?

Where was the 
sample corn buried? Ina rock-hewn tomb. He 
did not touch the soil. Our opinions have been 
created by our mode of burial. We bury in the 
ground. -The early Christians, the earliest, did 
not. at least some did not. 

No one visiting a cemetery overtaken by a city 
can help feeling sad at the removals. It seems 
to me that the tender, touching, enfoiding flame, 
reducing to ashes this mortal frame, is no viola- 
tion of Christian law.

Cremation is a Christian disposition of the re- 
mains of our dead just as much as is burial in 
the earth. In the committal portion of the beau- 
tiful burial service we use the familiar words: 
“We therefore commit his body to the ground. 
Earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust.”’ 
But scientifically expressed it is a committal of 
the body to the chemical forces of the earth, 
which resolve it more or less speedily into car- 
bonic acid, ammonia, water, and a slight resid- 
wum of solid substance. The words can just as 
appropriately be used by the change of * ground”’ 
to “the flames.’ For what takes place through 
the lapse of months or years by burial takes 
place in a few hours at most by cremation. It is 
either slow combustion or rapid combustion. 

Cremation was once the most géneral way of 
disposing of the dead. A mistaken notion of 
what the particles of the earthiy body really 
consisted, and of the identity of those particles 
in the resurrection body, led Christian communi- 
ties in genera! to adopt buriai instead of crema- 
tion. lf the latter method should cause diffi- 
culty regarding the resurrection body how would 
the martyrs, God's noblest saints, who were 
burned at the stake, be clothed upon with their 
giorified materia: forms? ; 

In some cases I believe cremation, with the 
modern appliances for confining and consuming 
the noxious gases. to be an imperative duty. 
Statistics are not wanting to show what a fear- 
ful menace the imperfect burial of the dead is 
to the living. errible diseases have _ re- 
sulted, such as cholera, diphtheria, smallpox, 
and the like. There wust be the right condition 
of soil, sewerage, and contact of the body with 
the earth to secure desirable results in inter- 
ments. The simplest coffins of pine wood or even 
Open wicker work are the best. Speedy decom- 
position shouid be the end aimed at. If the 
santiment of the people could te changed so that 
no shock wou!d be caused the feelings by the use 
of fire and the idea be fixed that its purifying 
influence is better than the putrescent influence 
of the earth to effect tho inevitable chauge in 
our mortal remains, cremation would again be- 
come the general method.

The disposition of the remains of our dead is 
a matter of custom and sentiment rather than of 
religion and theology. Christianity emphasizes 
the mind-side of man, of which the body is but 
the instrument of ¢ or evil, but in itself as 
vitalized dust has and can have no moral quali- 
ty—is incapable of right or wrong. The dead 
body returas to dust; the resuit is the same 
whether the process is instantaneous by crema- 
tion or by the slower way of decomposition ina 

rave. 

° As a religion of the Occident Christianity has 
followed the general custom of the Western na- 
tions in the burial of the dead; the reiigions of the 
Orient—Brahmans and Buddhists—have followed 
the custom of the East in the ‘cremation of the 
dead. And with these customs. the correspond- 
ing sentiments in favor of the oné or the other 
have grown up. Accustomed tg burial as we are 
the public mind may at first be shucked at the 
thought of burning the bodies of the dead, and 
those accustomed to cremation would revoit at 
the thought of the slow process of putrefaction. 

Once accustomed to cremation it would seem 
there should be something beautiful in the 
thought that “the remains of our dead” should 
ina moment ba given back to the elements 
whence they came; reieased from corruption and 
set free in the pure air and lightofthe sun. As 
a matter of economy and of health to the living 
the gain would be great. The question belongs 
to science rather then to theology. It can make 
no difference to the dead, or to the soals who 
have arisen out of death, what becomes of the 
bodies in which‘they once ijived, whether buried 
or burned; and bence the subject should be 
studied in the light of the living, and there can 
be little doubt that in the years to come crema- 
tion wil! take the place of burial; speculation in 
cemetery lots and monopolies in coffins will 
come to an end, and if with this we could free 
our world from the unchristian custom and 
fashion of wearing mourning for our dead it 
would be another great gain to health and life, 
to happiness and hope.

THERE WILL BE BEEF. 


SO SAYS A WRITER WHO ONOE RODE 
THE RANGES. 


Holds Up as Fallacious the Theory That as 
the Farms Invade the Plains Cattle 
Will’ Disappear—Produces Figures to 
Prove the Contrary Is True=The Rocky 
Mountain Region Wilt Always Be Graz- 
ing Ground—How Jupiter Pluvius and 
Agriculture Travel Hand.in-Hand, 

Born no doubt of the recent boom in beef 
prices, and inspired, whether by ignorance 
or interest 1 know not, an article on the beei 
supply of the future bas within the week or 
two last past had wide reprint in the papers. 
The. writer mourns over a probable day to 
come when there will be no beef, or failing 
absolute extinction as a food meat that beef, 
assuming the price and place on the table of 
terrapin or reed birds, will be withheld from 
the general mass of men and grace only the 
banquets of the very rich. , 

This Cassandea of cows arrives at these 
dolorous prophecies through the fact that the 
cattle ranges while limited by nature in their 
area are subject to yearly encroachments of 
men who make farms of them. The farm 
area enlarges and the range area diminishes, 
and therefore the writer of the column re- 
ferred to deduces a day when beef also will be 
much diminished. It would seem that he 
assumes that range ia necessary to beef pro- 
duction, and that the farmer with his farm is 
the enemy of beef. 

This pessimist of beef should never have 
written his article. And if he had read the 
figures, or had ever been on the cattle ranges 
other than on paper, he never would. Asa 
first proposal men should recollect that range 
cattle and-range beef are in sort a novelty 
afterall. Not until the war, not until rail- 
roads had crossed the Mississippi some 300 
to 400 miles was range beef brought to mar- 
ket or made to feed more than the narrowest 
localities. Before that there were ranges and 
range cattle, but speaking generally the cat- 
tle were siaughtered where they were bred, 
for horns, hides, and tallow. The ravens and 
the coyotes got the beef. Yet, while such 
was the range and the range method, beef at 
low figures made the center piece on every 
table in the land. Wheredid it come from? 
Where for centuries had it come from? The 
farms. 

The truth is that where a country emerges 
from an estate of range and enters upon the 
farm stage, where, instead of fenceless, un- 
plowed pastures with the horizon fora limit, 
the land is inclosed and tilled, it becomes 
productive of fully 334 per cent more beef 
than before. More farins more beef, more 
range less beef; those are the cattle facts. 
Our prophet of no’ beef when he declared it 
to be the other way had become turned round 
on the trail. 

Figures for Comparison, 


Had our gloomy friend gone to the Agri- 
cultural Department he could have obtained 
the following figures. They would have 
shown him that those who seek the beef of 
the country must search the farms. They 
were prepared by Henry A. Rovinson, sta- 
tistician for the department, and he accom- 
panied them with this letter: “I hand you 
herewith tabular. statement, prepared in ac- 
cordance with your request, showing the esti- 
mated number of cattle in che various States 
and Territories of this country in January, 
1895, andalsothe area in squure miles of 
each State and Territory. The figures for 
cattle include milch cows, oxen, and other cat: 
tle, and are taken from the statistician’s re- 
port for January and February last. The fig- 


ures on area are from the annual report of the 


Commissioner of the General Land Office.”’ 
By these tables I have made an effort to di- 
vide the strictly farm States from the range 
States and by showing the. comparative area 
as well as the cattle population of each region 
get somewhat at the truth of the theory that 
as agriculture advances cattle disappear.

loss sort newhere is the 
farmer a beef-eater. He has no way to pre- 
serve it, asarule. It would taint and spoil 
and bea loss. The cow is too large u deer for 
farm consumption; she is peculiarly a city 
food. ‘The farmer, as a genera! statement, 
dines on beef infrequently, ad his table is 
more often furniehed from fhe pig pen, the 
sheep fold, or the hen house, 

There is another kink in the beef business 
worth calling one’s attention to. The 
farmers fatten a big per cent—more than 
one-half—of all the cattle born and bred 
on the range. fhe number of cattle thus 
handled for narket varies. With scant grass 
on the ranges, with a heavy. corn crop to in- 
vite them, the number’ taken off ‘the range 
and fattened on the farms grows immensely. 
The fact is that while the farm region nour- 
ishes allof its own native cattie it lends a 
helping hand to the range and feeds and 
fattens half of the range cattle besidea. 

Whiie cattle and range are being discussed 
it is fair to add a word or twoon the subject 
of farm invasion of the range area. There 
will always be an immense cattle range in 
this country. Farms will not prevail against 
it. Agriculture will never make much of a 
show in the Rocky Mountains. And these 
mountains are much the better and bigger 
part of the cattle range. 

There is more shelter, more water, more 
and better grass in the mountains than on 
the plains. The mountains will support more 
cattle, square mile by square mile, than the 
plains. In the winter, when the snow covers 
the grass on the plains and mountains, too, 
the latter, more generous than- the plains, 
furnish plenty of oak and quaking ash 
browse. There are, of course, barren 
stretches up above the timber jine in the 
mountains, where grass cannot grow and 
cattie could not climb; but so, too, are there 
tracts of country on the piains of no avail as 
range. There’s grass but no water there, 
Clover two feet deep twelve miles or more 
from water would never be reached by cattle, 
Wild cattle drick once in forty-eight hours. 
They will beat ariver overnight. All the next 
day they will stretch out upon the plains, 
the fastest walkers goimg about a dozen 
miles; never further. The second night they 
will sieep out on the waterless plains and the 
day iotlowing graze back to the river again 
for further carouse in the waters, That is 
cattle life, and grass so far from water that 
cattle may not reach it in one day’s march is 
the uncontested heritage of the anteldpe and 
other wild mutton of the fleetersort. Area for 
area the mountains will support more cattie 
than the plains. And agriculture in the 
mountains will ever be of the flea-bite kind, 
and not enough to count. Thus it may be 
seen that not only is our friend who discov- 
ers this coming dearth of bee{ wrong when he 
asserts that farms diminish the cattle supply, 
but he is aiso wrong when he talks of a day 
when the farms will have eaten up the ranges. 
Two-thirds of the present cattie range was 
placed by the Creator so high above the sea 
that the tarms ean never reach them}; and he 
then so gashea them with cafion and ridged 
them with hiil that the farms would be power-

“less to handle them if they did reach them. 


No; our friend with the beer blves might bet- 
ter cheer up. Every fact, every tigure, every 
argument, every westward step of the farmer 
points to cheaper beef and more of it. 


Plow Leads Rain Westward.

‘There isafurther matter which, while no 
direct part of the subject of beet, may be in- 
teresting to know. It is true that the farms 
and the rain’ are every year moving west- 
ward, Agriculture throws outa yearly skir- ° 
mish line from three to five miles nearer the 
setting suo. One day it will form its last line 
of battle, win its last fight, and make eternal 
peace at the base of the Rockies. The victory 

of the farm can go ro further. 

Muny have marveled at the westward march 
ofthe rain. Buffaio Bill Cody, remarking in 
a magazine article on dew, attributed it to 
electrical currents voorn of the wire fences 
which checker-board the cattle ranges. Cody 
is an authority on buffalo, but not‘oa siy- 
water. He‘nakes the mistake of many an- 
other and, putting the cart before the horse, 
never thinks of agriculturé as the cause of 
dews and rains, but rather asa result. - It is 
highly the probability that while the plow 
and tue thunder-shower are traveling west- 
ward hand in hand the plowis leading the 
thunder-shower rather than the reverse, 

lt would appear that tne reason why rains 
are so in!requent on the far plains is because 
the earth is as dry asa bone. The earth is 
hard and packed, and sheds water like a roof. 
Were it to rain a month it is doubtful if it 
would moisten parts of the plains to the 
depth of an inch. Two or three times a year 
a storm blows off the mountains and falls 
upon the plains. And every drop of it at 
once hunta the Platte or the Arkansas, or 
sume other river course, and races away for 
the gu:f over a fail of seven feet to the mile. 
Pienty of water falls on the plains but it 
doesn’t stay. U’ve been run out of my 
camp in a dry arroya by a_ thunder- 
shower, and beheld the water rise ten 
to fifteen feet deep above the spot where I 
had boiled my coffee not thirty minutes be- 
fore. I’ve lighted my pipe. and watched all 
this depth of water run away again before 
iny tobacco was vut. An hour’s time would 
do itall. Had the land about been plowed 
the water would have been retained in the 
soil; I would have been secure of my cainp 
and the farmer of his crop, 

There has been a vast deal of fancy rain- 
making of late. Philosophers have strode 
forth, and aiming at rain have shelled the 
heavens, exploding bombs and theories in 
happy alternation. If these wise men will 
enlist a phalanx of steam plows and break up 
every acre of piains with them. the year which 
foilows this assault on the soil will furnish 
Colorado as much rain as Illinois.

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$A CHILD OF CHELSEA 
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HE latest number of that popular series; 
‘* Little Journeys to the Homes of Good 
Men and Great,’ by Elbert Hubbard 


(G. P, Putnam’s Sons), describes a 
visit to Chelsea on the upper “Thames—Chel- 
sea, which, as the author says, ** has been the 
foster mother of several of the rarest and 
fairest souls who have ever made the earth 
pilgrimage.”’ Of these, without going into the 
distant past, or even going back to the days 
of Richard Steele and Leigh Hunt, Chelgea 
may boast of three great names which are 
for all time: those of Thomas Carlyle,.George 
Eliot, and Joseph Mailord William Turner, 
It isto Chelsea as the home of the great 
painter that Mr. Hubbard devotes the present 
essay. ! 

Turner’s father was a barber, His youth 
was passed in poverty and his advartages for 
education were yery slight. And all this in 
the crowded city of London, where merit may 
knock long and: still not be heard, and ina 
country where wealth and title count for 
much. When a boy, barefoot and ragged, he 
would wander away alone on the banks of 
the river and dream dreams about won- 
derful palaces and beautiful scenes, and 
then he would trace with a _ stick 
in the sands, endeavoring with mud to 
make plain to the eye the things that his soul 
saw, 

His mother was quite sure that no good 
could come from his vagabondish nature, 
and she did not spare the rod, for she feared 
that the desire to scrawl and daub would 
spoil the child. But he was a stubborn lad 
with a pug nose and big. dreamy, wondering 
eyes anda heavy jaw; and when parents see 
that they have suchason they.had better 
hang. up the rod behind the kitchei door and 
ay aside force and cease scolding. War love 
s better than a cat-o’-nine-tailsand sympathy 
saves more souls tgan threats. 

The elder Turner considered thatthe proper 
use of a brush was to lather chigs./ But the 
boy thought differently, and once surrepti- 
tiously took.one of his father’s brushes to 
paint a picture; the brush on being returned 
to its cup was used the next day upona worthy 
haberdasher, whose cheeks were shortly col- 
ored a vermilion that matched his nose, This 
lost the barber a customer and secured the 
boy a thrashing. 

Young Turner did not always wash his 
father’s shop windows well, nor sweep off the 
sidewalk properly. Likeall boys he would 
rather work for some one eise than “his 
folks.”” He used to run errrands for an en- 
graver by'the name of Smith—John Raphael 
Smith. OQnee when Smith sent the barber's 
boy witha letter to u certain art gallery 
with orders to ‘get the answer and 
hurry back; mind you!” the boy forgot 
to get the answer and to hurry back. Then 
another boy ‘was dispatched after the first, 
and boy No, 2 found boy No. 1 with glaring 
eyes and Open.mouth in the art gallery before 
a painting of Claude Lorraine. When boy 
No. 1 was hali forcibly dragged away and 
reached the shop of his master he got his 
ears well cuffed for his forgetfulness. But 
from that day forth he was not thesame being 
that he had been before his eyes fell on that

Young Turner’s gift was discovered by a 
certain physician, Dr. Monroe, who had the 
boy admitted as a student to the Royal 
Academy. When Turner became an artist 
he was'sliow to gain recognition. He was un- 
sociable, uncouth, independent, which made 
him somewhat of apariah. Still he worked 
and exhibited at every Academy erxhi- 
bition, yet he was. often . hungry, 
ami the London fog crept coid and 
damp through his threadbare clothes, 
But he toiled on, for Claude Lorraine was 
ever before him. In 1802, when 27 years of 
age, he visited France and made a tour 
through Switzerland, tramnping over many 
long miles with his painting kit on his back, 
and he brought back rich treasures in way of 
sketches and quickened imagination. In the 
years following he took many such trips and 
came to know Venice, Rome, Florence, and 
Paris as perfectly as his own London, 

About the year 1815 the originality and 
audacity of hig paintings began to make 
themselves felt. The opposition he excited 
among painters drew attention to him. The 
artist never made the mistake of undervaluing 
himself. When a customer said, **I do not 
want the work,”’ the painter marked its price 
double. For “Dido Buildmg Carthage”’ 
Turner’s first price was £500. People came 
to see the picture and they said, ‘*The price is 
too high.”’ Next day Turner’s price for the 
* Cartnage’’ was £1,000. Finaily Sir Rob. 
ert Peel offered the painter £5,000 for the 
picture, but Turner’said he had decided to 
keep it for himself, and he did. In the fore- 
part of his career he sold few pictures; for 
the simple reason that no one wanted tnem. 
And he sold few pictures during the latter 
years of his life for the reason that his prices 
were so high that none but the very rich 
could buy. First the public scorned Turner. 
Next Turner scorned the public. In the be- 
ginning it would not buy his pictures, and 
later it could not. 

The great painter had one little romance in 
his busy life, At 20 he loved a beautiful girl 
—they became engaged. He went away ona 
tramp eketching tour. He wrote his lady- 
love just one short letter each month, He 
believed that ‘absence only makes the heart 
grow fonder.”’ not knowing that this state- 
ment is only the vagary of a poet. When he 
returned the lady was betrothed to another. 
He gave the pair his blessing and remained a 
bachelor —e very confirmed bachelor,

Like Plato, Michael Angelo, Sir Isaac New- 


ton, and his own Claude Lorraine, he was 
wedded to his art. But at 65 his genius sud- 
denly burst forth afresh, and his werk, Mr. 
Ruskin says, at thattime exceeded in daring 
briliiancy and in “he rich flowering of imagi- 
nation anything that he had previously done, 
Mr. Ruskin coula give no reason, but rumor 
says: **A woman.” 

The one weakness of Turner, that hung to 
him for life, wis tne idea that he could write 
poetry. The tragedian always thinks he can 
succeed in comedy, the comedian spends 
hours ‘in his gai ret rehearsing tragedy; most 
preachers have an idea that they could have 
made a quick f .rtunein business, and many 
businese-inen are sure that if they haa taken 
to the pulpit there would now be fewer 
empty pews. So the greatest landscape 
painter of recent times imagined himself a

racket and Sir Walter Scott were intimate, 
having collaborated in *Pruvincial An- 
tiquities,”’ and spent many happy hours ‘to. 
gether trainping ovér Scottish moors and 
mountains. Sir Walter lived out his days in 
happy ignorance concerning the art of paint- 
ing, and although he liked the society of 
Turner, he confessed that it was quite be. 
yund his ken why people bought his pictures. 
** And as for your books,’’ said Turner, * the 
covers of some are certainly very pretty.’’ 
Yet these men took a satisfaction in each 
other’s society, such as brothers might enjoy, 
but without either appreciating the greatness 
of the other.

Turner died at Chelseain 1851. He left 
to the British nation by his will 19,000 pen- 
ciland water sketches and 100 large can. 
vases. These pictures are now to be seen in 
the National Gallery in rooms set apart and 
sacred to Turner’s work. For fear that it 
may be thought that the number of sketches 
mentioned above isa misprint, let one say 
that if he had produced one picture a day 
for fifty years it would not equal the number 
of pieces bestowed by his wili on his nation.
